Interference does not augur 
well: SC on posting of judges

THE SUPREME Court Monday 
said scope for judicial review in 
appointment, posting and trans¬ 
fer of judges was “severely lim¬ 
ited” and “interference in system 
of administration of justice does 
not augur well for the institution”. 

The bench of Chief Justice of 
India Ranjan Gogoi and Justices 
S A Bobde and S Abdul Nazeer 
made these remarks as it agreed 
to keep pending a plea by the 
Gujarat High Court Advocates’ 
Association — it sought its inter¬ 
vention in the Justice Akil 
Kureshi elevation matter — till 
the government acted on the 
revised recommendation to 
appoint him Chief Justice of

JUSTICE AKIL Kureshi’s 
case is the third recent 
instance of the Collegium 
changing its decision. In 
August, the Collegium 
changed its recommen¬ 
dation to appoint Justice 
Vikram Nath as CJ of 
Andhra Pradesh HC and 
named him as CJ of 
Gujarat HC. In 2018, it 
withdrew its recommen¬ 
dation to appoint Justice 
Aniruddha Bose as CJ of 
Delhi HC and appointed 
him to Jharkhand HC.

Films Division runs out of space, decades of films stored in corridors

AS MANY as 11,000 film cans 
containing celluloid negatives of 
documentaries made by Films 
Division (FD) over the last sev¬ 
eral decades are being stored 
without any environment con¬ 
trol in the corridors of its office 
in Mumbai. 

Reason: Lack of space, say 
officials. 

FD officials requested Pune- 
based National Film Archive of 
India (NFAI) to accept these reels 
for preservation. But NFAI 
expressed its inability to do so 


because of space shortage at its 
own facilities. 

According to information 
obtained under the RTI Act, the 
FD has sent 19,787 film cans to 
the NFAI in 21 tranches between 
September 1996 and December 
2015 — but the NFAI can’t accept 
any more at the moment as the 
two vaults it has earmarked for 
FD films are full. 

Until three years ago, these 
FD reels were stored in air-condi¬ 
tioned rooms on the ninth floor 
of its Phase I building on Peddar 
Road in Mumbai. But in 2016, it 
had to vacate the space after the 
Union I&B Ministry decided to 
house the Central Board of Film 


Certification (CBFC) in that 
space. The CBFC was earlier func¬ 
tioning from Walkeshwar. 

The film cans were then 
shifted to the corridors of the 
sixth and seventh floors of the 
building, while 6,896 reels were 
sent to NFAI for safekeeping in 
three tranches. But 11,000 reels 
continue to be stored “temporar¬ 
ily" in the corridors. 

In a communication dated 
November 14,2018, the then FD 
Director-General Prashant 
Pathrabe sought the “urgent at¬ 
tention" of NFAI Director Prakash 
Magdum for preserving the 
“very valuable archival material”. 

“...Still about 11000 cans of

negatives are remaining in the 
film library in this office. It’s to 
state that these films are lying 
without air-conditioning and 
humidity control as Films 
Division does not have any 
proper storage facility. It’s impor¬ 
tant to mention that these nega¬ 
tives are very valuable and 
require proper preservation in 
specific conditions (of tempera¬ 
ture and humidity),” Pathrabe 
wrote. 

FD Director-General Smita 
Vats Sharma, who took charge 
recently, could not be contacted 
for comment as she is on tour 
abroad. 

Responding on her behalf, 


Anil Kumar N, officer-in-charge 
for distribution at Films Division, 
said: “Films Division gives ut¬ 
most priority to the preservation 
and upkeep of its filmic material. 
All the valuable picture negatives 
are preserved in NFAI vaults. The 
remaining materials are being 
segregated and shifted to a place 
with air-conditioning and 
humidity control in the Phase II 
building of FD till film vaults are 
made available by NFAI.” 

K L Senapati, Director 
(Administration), FD, said: “After 
the ninth floor was vacated for 
CBFC three years ago, these cans 
have been kept in their current 
place. We have contacted NFAI 


to take them but they too are 
helpless due to shortage of 
space.” 

According to Senapati, “most 
of this material has been digi¬ 
tised”. However, experts say cel¬ 
luloid holds immense archival 
value even after digitisation. 

Santosh Ajmera, officer on 
special duty at NFAI who heads 
the National Film Heritage 
Mission, says the NFAI plans to 
construct new state-of-the-art 
storage facilities at a three-acre 
plot near its Kothrud premises 
that was recently acquired from 
the Film and Television Institute 
of India (FTII).

But I have to be asked by the 
other side,” said Trump, who is 
likely to hold a bilateral meet¬ 
ing with Modi Tuesday. 

However, the US President 
made it clear at least thrice, 
while responding to questions 
from Pakistani media, that he 
will help only if asked to by 
both sides. This has been his 
position in the last few weeks, 
after the initial statement in 
July about Modi asking him to 
mediate—a claim that was im¬ 
mediately denied by India. 

Trump also referred to 
Modi’s speech at the Houston 
event, where the Prime 
Minister had indirectly re¬ 
ferred to Pakistan while calling 
for a “decisive battle against 
terrorism”. 


“I heard a very aggressive 
statement yesterday from 
India. I was there. I didn’t know 
that I was going to hear that 
statement, I have to say, from 
India, from the Prime Minister. 
It was very well-received in the 
room, and it was a large room 
with 50,000 people... I hope 
things work out,” Trump said. 

At the Houston event, Modi 
had said that India’s actions 
within its boundaries are 
“causing discomfort to some 
people who are unable to man¬ 
age their own country”. 

He had also said that “these 
people” support and nurture 
terrorism — and drew a paral¬ 
lel between 26/11 in Mumbai 
and 9/11 in the US, while indi¬ 
cating that the conspirators 


were in Pakistan. 

Asked about the human 
rights situation in Kashmir, the 
US President said: “I want 
everyone to be treated well. I 
want it to be humane.” Asked 
about Pakistan being a hub of 
terrorism, Trump pointed to 
Iran and criticised Tehran in¬ 
stead. 

On the progress made by 
Pakistan on acting against ter¬ 
rorists, Trump said: “I heard 
they are making great 
progress. You have a great 
leader. And that’s how it 
should be, otherwise, there’s 
just chaos and poverty.” 

Khan, who was quiet most 
of time, said the US has a re¬ 
sponsibility as the most pow¬ 
erful country in the world. He 


said he would ask Trump to tell 
Modi to “lift the siege” in 
Kashmir. 

“The US wanted to help if 
both countries asked. But India 
is refusing. This is beginning of 
a crisis... and it can get bigger,” 
Khan said. 

Earlier Monday, before his 
meeting with Trump, Khan 
said during an interaction at 
the Council on Foreign 
Relations, a think tank in New 
York, that he was against war. “I 
am and will always be a paci¬ 
fist. I am anti-war. I don’t be¬ 
lieve wars solve problems. I 
will be trying my best,” he said. 

Khan is scheduled to speak 
at the UN General Assembly in 
New York on September 27 — 
after Modi.

If a child’s birth is registered 
and there is no death regis¬ 
tered until he is 18, can the 
electoral rolls not automati¬ 
cally include him?” he said. 
“Can a registered death not au¬ 
tomatically remove the person 
from the electoral rolls?” 

While schemes used to be 
developed in piece-meal fash¬ 
ion, Shah said 22 schemes 
were designed using 2011 cen¬ 
sus data, of which the most sig¬ 
nificant was the Ujjwala (gas 
cylinder) Yojana. The dry areas 
without cylinders were digi¬ 
tally mapped and provided the 
basis for mapping the gas 
agencies. 

“2021 census will be the 
census’ transformation from a 
paper census to a digital one,” 


Shah said, adding the potential 
for new data analysis and visu¬ 
alisation with census data. “We 
can take this forward with a 
scientific approach.” 

In the first phase of the 
Census 2021 test run, over 90 
per cent of the enumerators 
opted to use a smartphone app 
to collect information, as re¬ 
ported first by The Indian 
Express. They will be given an 
incentive of Rs 5,000 each. At 
the end of the house-listing 
test phase in the beginning of 
September, mobile phones had 
synced the figures for 7.7 lakh 
houses with 26 lakh people to 
an official web portal, accord¬ 
ing to official data. 

As for potential links to 
other online portals, an RGI of¬ 


ficial told The Indian Express 
that not all states are on an on¬ 
line portal for birth and death 
registrations as of now. 

RGI has received permis¬ 
sion with UIDAI to allow a vol¬ 
untary question for Aadhaar 
number in the NPR form, offi¬ 
cial sources said. There will be 
no biometric authentication in 
the census. 

“Who we can share the cen¬ 
sus data with and how, that 
process is still being devel¬ 
oped,” the official said. The cen¬ 
sus cannot share an individual’s 
information but can share ag¬ 
gregate patterns of the data. 

This time, three optional 
mobile applications — house¬ 
listing, population enumera¬ 
tion, National Population 


Register — as well as the web 
portal were developed in- 
house by a seven-person team 
in the Data Processing Unit 
(DPU) of the Registrar General, 
which has a 1 PB storage cen¬ 
tre. The RGI has floated a ten¬ 
der for a systems integrator to 
take on the technical aspects of 
the census after the test period. 

The census test period will 
end September 30. Census of¬ 
ficials are holding a two-day 
meeting this week to deliber¬ 
ate on feedback from the test 
period. 

The census will be con¬ 
ducted in 16 languages, while 
the enumerators’ instruction 
manual has 18 languages. The 
RGI official said only 1 percent 
of the country speaks English.

“showing support for militants” 
as “posing threat to life and lib¬ 
erty of people”. 

Post the February 14 
Pulwama attack that claimed the 
lives of 40 CRPF personnel, 
Abdullah’s statement “reflecting 
his sacrilegious agenda by insult¬ 
ing valour of brave forces” has 
also been included in the dossier. 
It records a March 2019 state¬ 
ment where he said, “I doubt 40 
CRPF soldiers were killed in the 
Pulwama attack.” 

In the run-up to changes in 
the constitutional provisions 
made on August 5, it notes that 
he “crossed the limits of guaran¬ 
teed freedom of speech and ex¬ 
pression” by calling for “an upris¬ 
ing" in the state. 

On the issue of Article 370 and 
Article 35A, the dossier states that 
“instead of debating the legal pro¬ 
visions”, Abdullah “chose to in¬ 
cite public by making charged 
statements like ‘severing ties 
with India’.” Additionally, his 
statement asking people to “pre¬ 
pare for rebellion against India” 
and talk of “not allowing hoisting 
of national flag” have been used 
to build the case for PSA against 
him. 

Of the three HRs recorded in 
the dossier, two have been filed 
in J&K while one was filed in 
Delhi. 

Sources said a senior police 
officer had suggested that 
Abdullah be kept in preventive 
custody without invoking the 
PSA. But the government, sources 
said, insisted on the PSA. “It was 
to send a message to other main¬ 
stream leaders and workers that 
the State will not desist from us¬ 
ing harsh measures against them 
if they don’t agree to the new re¬ 
ality. After two MPs from 
National Conference were al¬ 
lowed to meet Abdullah, the feel¬ 
ing in the government was that 
he was not in a mood to dilute his 
stance and was insisting on fight¬ 
ing the scrapping of Article 370 
and Article 35A,” sources said.

The regulator has allowed ad¬ 
ditional distribution channels to 
be introduced for specific prod¬ 
ucts on certification basis without 
waiting for the regulator’s ap¬ 
proval — with no changes to the 
terms and conditions.

The regulator has 
allowed the insurers with their 
previous experience to make 
changes in the product to help 
benefit the consumers. They have 
also made the implementing 
process faster for the insurer 
compared to the earlier, longer fil¬ 
ing process,” Nandargi said. 

According to IRDAI, “There 
shall be no change in basic pre¬ 
mium table and charging struc¬ 
ture under the approved individ¬ 
ual product to which new 
premium payment mode (fre¬ 
quency) is being added. Factors 
applicable, if any, to allow the 
change of premium payment 
mode (frequencies) shall be fair 
and reasonable.” 

It said: “The premium mode 
(frequency) proposed to be 
added may be monthly, quarterly 
or half-yearly and the resulting 
premium amounts under each 
mode (frequency) are consistent 
with premium amounts under 
other premium modes (frequen¬ 
cies) of the underlying product.” 

IRDAI said change of pre¬ 
mium rates resulting in the in¬ 
crease should be only after expiry 
of three years from the date of 
launch of approved or modified 
individual product. “There shall 
be a gap of at least three years 
from the date of change effected, 
before effecting any subsequent 
increase in the premium under 
these guidelines,” it said.

Her opinion was seconded by 
some around her, who also 
claimed that the group has been 
active in the area for “some time”. 

Jharkhand ADG (operations) 
M L Meena said: “Until now, there 
has been no link of the accused to 
any organisation.” In a press re¬ 
lease, police said: “Reportedly, 
prohibited meat was sold after 
which some anti-social elements 
beat up the villagers.” The release 
stated that after police were told 
of the incident, they acted 
“promptly”. 

Doctor Anshuman Sharma at 
the Karra block Community 
Health Centre said that all three 
persons assaulted were brought 
to the hospital at 11 am. “Horo 
and Kachhap were injured but 
Barla had suffered grievous in¬ 
juries and his pulse and BP was 
deteriorating. We referred him to 
the district hospital. He must 
have suffered internal injuries as 
we heard that he died later.” 

At Suari village, Gabriel Horo, 
a tribal Christian said that Sunday 
morning most villagers had gone 
to Church. “Nobody saw any¬ 
thing, and we only have accounts 
of children coming from school 
who had gathered at the spot. 
What we hear is that a cow was 
being slaughtered and somebody 
gave a tip-off to the cow vigilante 
group who came and started 
beating anyone.” 

Monika Kandulna, a relative 
of Philip Horo who was injured 
in the mob attack, said that Horo 
had gone to the river to bathe 
when the incident occurred. “He 
was needlessly beaten. Only 
Kalantus Barla could say who all 
was involved, but he is no more,” 
she said.

cation that Mr Justice A A 
Kureshi be appointed as Chief 
Justice of the Tripura High 
Court,” the September 5 resolu¬ 
tion of the Collegium stated. 

With the Centre delaying el¬ 
evation of Justice Kureshi de¬ 
spite the Collegium recommen¬ 
dation, the Gujarat High Court 
Advocates’ Association moved 
the Supreme Court. It described 
the Centre “withholding the ap¬ 
pointment” despite the May 10 
recommendation as “arbitrary 
inaction”. 

Hearing it, a bench headed 
by the CJI asked Solicitor General 
Tushar Mehta to assist with the 
matter and take it up with the 
Centre. 

On August 28, the CJI said he 
had received a “communica¬ 
tion” from the Department of 
Justice on the matter and that it 
will be placed before the 
Collegium. Subsequently, on 
September 16, the CJI said that a 
decision on the matter had been 
taken and will be made public 
soon. 
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MODEL BASED ON CCTV INSTALLATION 

With 2.1 lakh streetlights, CM 
goes after capital’s dark spots

CHIEF MINISTER Arvind Kejriwal 
announced Monday that the 
Delhi government will start in¬ 
stalling 2.10 lakh streetlights — 
globally the biggest such capac¬ 
ity enhancement—to illuminate 
dark spots from November 1 
through a participatory model in¬ 
volving MLAs and residents. 

The government, in a state¬ 
ment, said the project, where the 
capacity enhancement would be 
about 30%, has no parallels glob¬ 
ally. There are currently around 
7 lakh streetlights in the capital. 

The Rs 100-crore project, 
named ‘Mukhyamantri Street 
Light Scheme’, will be executed in 
line with the model being fol¬ 
lowed in installing around 3 lakh 
CCTVs, the CM said ata press con¬ 
ference, terming it as the “biggest 
step yet for women’s safety”. 

Under the scheme, MLAs and 
residents will jointly identify dark 
spots, which will then be checked 
by private discoms — BRPL, BYPL 
and TPDDL—for feasibility. “The 
discoms will be responsible for 
installation and maintenance of 
the lights. We will reimburse 
them,” Kejriwal said. 

Over the years, multiplicity of 
authorities in Delhi has emerged 
as a major stumbling block in in¬ 
stallation of streetlights. Due to 
lack of coordination between the 
elected government and munic¬ 
ipal bodies, streetlights could not 
be installed despite identification 
of dark spots, mainly due to tus¬ 
sle over land to install poles. 

Space crunch in unauthorised 
colonies was another factor that 
hindered the process. 

“In this case, MLAs and resi¬ 
dents will identify spots, which 
can be someone’s residence even. 

Every such household will have 
to give a consent letter and we 
will get the lights installed. They 
will get rebates on power bills 
based on the power drawn by the 
lights,” the CM said, adding, 

“Lights installed under the 
scheme will have sensors; it will 
automatically turn on and off." 

In the CCTV project too, the 
government is providing rebates 
in power bills for houses that have 
given space to install cameras. 



The CM said discoms will 
take care of installation, 
maintenance. Amit Mehra 


Kejriwal said the execution 
will take around two-three 
months. Apart from the one-time 
installation cost of Rs 100 crore, 
the tender component will also 
have an Annual Maintenance 
Clause of Rs 10 crore, he said. 

Kejriwal alleged that the 
MCDs, governed by the BJP, were 
“refusing” to give NOCs to set up 
streetlights. “In this case, permis¬ 
sion of only the MLA and build¬ 
ing owner is required,” he said. 

North MCD standing com¬ 
mittee chairperson Jai Prakash 
said: “The corporation has al¬ 
ways supported any develop¬ 
ment initiative by any agency. But 
since he (CM) did not care about 
this for the past four years, he is 
now blaming us...” 


New plan hopes to alter script, 
give power to the homeowner

MAKING DELHI free of dark 
spots has been a challenge au¬ 
thorities have been grappling 
with for a while now. 

Concerns had deepened after 
the December 16,2012, gangrape, 
and Delhi Police PCR vans were 
then directed to send reports of 
dark stretches on a daily basis to 
the Public Works Department 
(PWD), so it could be updated on 
its website. The practice contin¬ 
ued till November 9,2015, before 
it was discontinued. 

On October 14,2015, the AAP 
government announced it will 
identify dark spots as soon as 
possible. In fact, AAP’s poll man¬ 
ifesto had observed that “70% of 
Delhi’s streetlights do not work. 
AAP will ensure 100% lighting of 
streets across the city so that no 
miscreant or anti-social activity 


goes unnoticed”. 

It was only in October 29, 
2016, that the government 
shared the number of dark spots 
in the city — PWD Minister 
Satyendar Jain released the fig¬ 
ures of a study conducted by 
NGO Safetipin, which put the 
number of such spots at 7,438 
under areas falling under the 
North and South MCDs. 

A deadline of March 2017 
was fixed to illuminate all such 
spots. Since corporations did not 
have the financial heft to carry 
out the exercise, PWD got the 
task. Later, the deadline was re¬ 
vised to January 2018. 

According to official data, in 
2017-18,5,472 LED lights were 
installed and energised. For the 
remaining 1,956, poles were in¬ 
stalled, but lights were not put 
due to “non-installation of me¬ 
ter by the North MCD”. 

In 2018-19, 629 more poles 
were energised, meeting 82% of 


the target. The Lt-Governor’s of¬ 
fice recently shared data, ac¬ 
cording to which the number of 
dark spots is 2,780, indicating 
that many poles plunged back 
into darkness due to mainte¬ 
nance issues. 

“This is why we had to think 
out of the box; jurisdictional is¬ 
sues were coming in the way. 
Involvement of RWAs, like in 
the case of CCTVs, empowers 
people to take control of basic 
necessities, instead of being 
hostage to power games,” an 
official said. 

“The lights we are going to 
install will draw electricity from 
individual households. We will 
reimburse the amount but it is 
going to ensure faulty lights will 
not go unattended for days. 
Their involvement will help us 
identify crime-prone spots bet¬ 
ter. And of course, no tussle over 
installing poles or finding space 
for them.”

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High Court pulls up JNU over 
handling of PhD student’s 
sexual harassment complaint

THE DELHI High Court has pulled 
up Jawaharlal Nehru University 
(JNU) over the manner in which it 
handled an alleged sexual harass¬ 
ment case, filed by a PhD student 
against two professors, and 
sought the presence of the var¬ 
sity’s registrar. Justice Prathiba M 
Singh also issued notice to JNU on 
the woman’s plea, which alleged 
that despite a recommendation 
by the Internal Complaints 
Committee (ICC) that a competent 
authority shall reconsider her ap¬ 
plication for the PhD Programme, 
the authority is neither accepting 
nor rejecting the same. It ex¬ 
pressed displeasure over JNU 
counsel Ginny J Rautray’s con¬ 
tention that the woman’s appeal 
has already been decided by the 
vice-chancellor in October 2018. 

Advocate Dibyanshu Pandey, 
appearing for the woman, said his 
client was not given a hearing, 
which is compulsory as per 
Section 18 of Sexual Harassment 


of Women at Workplace 
(Prevention, Prohibition and 
Redressal) Act, 2013. 

The JNU counsel submitted 
that the admissions committee 
reconsidered the application, 
and had taken a decision in 
September 2018 to not recom¬ 
mend the woman’s registration 
to the PhD course. The woman’s 
counsel said no such order by the 
admissions committee was com¬ 
municated to the woman, who 
has been evicted from campus. 

Justice Singh, in her order, 
recorded: “A perusal of the rec¬ 
ommendations (of ICC) shows 
that JNU had to take various steps 
pursuant to the recommenda¬ 
tions. It is not clear as to whether 
any steps were taken... Further, 
the status of the appeals filed by 
the petitioner...and defendants 
(two professors)... is also not clear. 

Observing that “no orders 
have been passed by the appel¬ 
late authority in respect of ap¬ 
peals”, the court also sought the 
copies of appeals to be submitted 
on the next date of hearing on 
December 9. “A specific affidavit 


shall be filed by the registrar, JNU, 
as to the status of the decision, if 
any, taken on the representation 
made by the petitioner...seeking 
re-registration...in PhD course...” 

“The affidavit should also con¬ 
tain the clear stand of JNU as to 
whether the appeal was, in fact, 
filed before the appellate author¬ 
ity, if any of the parties were 
heard, and if any orders have been 
passed in the same,” it said. 

“The registrar, JNU, shall re¬ 
main present in court on the next 
date,” the judge concluded. 

The court’s order came after 
the woman, who was allegedly 
assaulted by the two professors 
in January 2018, moved the High 
Court alleging that she is being 
further victimised by the institu¬ 
tion. She alleged that the univer¬ 
sity is protecting the offenders 
even after ICC found them guilty. 

The ICC found both profes¬ 
sors guilty, yet exonerated them 
citing administrative lapses, she 
alleged. It, however, levied a fine 
of Rs 5,000 on both professors, 
and had recommended that 
both should be censured. 


Cops suspect budding criminals 
murdered woman inside her car

TWO DAYS after a 59-year-old 
woman was shot dead in a car 
outside a temple in East Delhi, 
investigators suspect the attack 
was carried out by budding 
criminals from Ghaziabad's 
Pasonda village. 

The incident took place 
around 6.40 am Saturday when 
the woman, Usha Rani, working 
as an assistant manager with an 
insurance company, was waiting 
in the car for her husband, Kailash 
Chand Gupta (64), who had gone 
to the temple in Madhu Vihar. 

“We have checked several 
CCTVs along the route taken by 
Rani, but did not find the as¬ 
sailants tailing them. That said, it 
seems like the accused were well 
aware with the topography of the 
area,” a senior police officer said. 

Preliminary investigation sug¬ 
gests the two accused are robbers 
who mainly target people early in 
the morning, when traffic is less. 


Police suspect they stopped 
their bike after finding her alone 
in the car, outside the temple. 
“Prime facie, it appears that the 
assailant fired when he saw her 
accelerating her car and trying to 
escape. We initially suspected 
some personal enmity or prop¬ 
erty dispute, but have so far not 
found anything from questioning 
her family members. We have 
found two eyewitnesses and are 
taking their help,” the officer said. 

In CCTV footage of the mur¬ 
der, the two attackers, wearing 
helmets, are seen on a bike, next 


to the car. After the woman gets 
out of the passenger side of the 
car and shifts to the driver seat, 
one of the attackers stays on the 
bike while the other approaches 
her window. 

“Within seconds, he started 
knocking on the car’s window 
and tried to smash it with the 
butt of his pistol, even as the 
woman tried to escape by accel¬ 
erating the vehicle. But he ran af¬ 
ter the car and shot the woman 
from close range. The bullet 
pierced the window and hit her 
on the head," an officer said.

New Delhi: A day after exchange

When the gang arrived in their 
white car, a police officer signalled 
at them to come out of the vehi¬ 
cle. Instead, they fired a round at 
the officers and drove towards 
Geeta Colony flyover. The team 
tried to chase them and also fired 
a round, but the assailants man¬ 
aged to escape,” an officer said, 
adding that footage of the video 
was leaked to media. During en¬ 
quiry, it was found that the sus¬ 
pended constable had uploaded 
it on a WhatsApp group.

45 farmers held for 
protest over Jewar 
land, police deny link

NOIDA, SEPTEMBER 23 

AROUND 45 farmers were taken 
into custody Monday for protest¬ 
ing against the compensation 
provided by the administration 
in lieu of land acquired for the 
upcoming Jewar Airport. 

Police, however, denied that 
the protests were linked to the 
airport agitation. Police claimed 
the farmers were being led by a 
group of people who wanted to 
put pressure on the administra¬ 
tion over demolition of illegal 
structures in a Jewar village a few 
days ago. “Some farmers were 
moving towards the Jewar toll 
plaza to stage a protest. Before 
they could reach, 45 farmers 
were taken into custody after be¬ 
ing challaned under IPC Section 
151. They will be produced in the 
lower court, after which they will 
either be released on bail or kept 


in jail. The protest was motivated 
by reasons other than compen¬ 
sation,” said SP (Rural) Gautam 
Budh Nagar Ranvijay Singh. 

Farmers claimed the admin¬ 
istration “cheated” them in the 
name of acquisition. “Our de¬ 
mand that we be granted four 
times the compensation has not 
been met. Our land was de¬ 
clared urban, which robbed us 
of our benefits as rural farmers... 
The protest will continue even 
as most of our brothers continue 
to be arrested,” said Rakesh 
Thakur, a farmer. 

B N Singh, Gautam Budh 
Nagar DM, said: ‘The person lead¬ 
ing the protest has already placed 
a query in the High Court, which is 
being deliberated upon. The party 
concerned decided to disturb law 
and order in the region instead of 
waiting for the court's decision. 
Action was taken to maintain 
peace. The process of land acqui¬ 
sition is going smoothly.” 


‘FELL BETWEEN TWO VEHICLES, I COULD HAVE DIED’ 


Woman dragged out of moving auto 
by snatchers, another almost run over

MINUTES AFTER a 28-year-old 
journalist boarded an auto-rick- 
shaw in South Delhi’s CR Park 
Sunday evening, two men on a 
bike pulled her out of the slow- 
moving vehicle and snatched 
her phone. 

Joymala Bagchi, a reporter 
with ANI, suffered injuries on 
her chin, jaw and arms, and is 
currently undergoing treat¬ 
ment at the AIIMS Trauma 
Centre. The incident took place 
around 5.45 pm. 

Bagchi said she was check¬ 
ing her phone in the auto when 
two men on a bike drove next 
to the vehicle and forcibly 
dragged her out. She said that 
since there was traffic, the auto 
was moving slowly. 

“The rider grabbed my right

arm and the one riding pillion 
grabbed my left and they pulled 
me out. I fell between the auto 
and their bike on the road. They 
snatched my phone and left... I 
could have died. I have reported 
on such cases as a journalist., then 
it happened to me... I’m shocked.” 

According to DCP (South) 
Atul Kumar Thakur, “the woman 


said that two boys on a black and 
red motorcycle wearing helmets 
forcibly snatched her mobile and 
ran away. During the incident, 
she fell down from the auto-rick- 
shaw and sustained injuries. A 
robbery case is being registered.” 

The woman’s statement was 
taken Monday as she was un¬ 
able to speak on the day of the 


incident. He said that an 
Emergency Response Vehicle of 
the Delhi Police was patrolling the 
area and mshed Bagchi to AIIMS. 
“We have found CCTV footage 
from the area and are currently 
analysing it. Several teams have 
been formed to nab the accused,” 
said Thakur. 

Bagchi’s friend, Dr Arshia 
Malik, who was present at the 
hospital, said, “She has suffered a 
jawline fracture and has injured 
her lower lip and chin. This has 
happened at a main market, it 
could have been any of us.” 

Sadar Bazar 

A 34-year-old woman was 
injured after she fell on the main 
road in North Delhi’s Sadar Bazar 
on September 16 at 7.30 am, af¬ 
ter a man on a two-wheeler 
snatched her phone. A video of 
the incident shows the woman 
falling in front of a Maruti Omni 


as the accused flees. 

A week later, a 19-year-old 
man, Bilal, was arrested for rob¬ 
bery, along with Mohd Hasin 
(39), the owner of the two¬ 
wheeler. The victim has been 
identified as Sarita, a resident of 
Sadar Bazar. 

The woman’s husband Shiv 
Kumar said, “My wife was re¬ 
turning home after dropping off 
our two children to school when 
a man snatched her phone and 
she fell. She has injured her 
knees and arms and we gave her 
basic first-aid. A passerby 
dropped her home and that’s 
when I found out what had hap¬ 
pened. She’s petrified.” 

DCP (North) Monika 
Bhardwaj said, “A case was reg¬ 
istered at Sadar Bazar police sta¬ 
tion. Four teams were formed to 
investigate the matter. We have 
recovered the two-wheeler and 
will recover the phone soon.”

A PILOT with an Indian airline was 
injured early Monday morning 
when the car he was travelling in 
overturned after being hit by a 
speeding Skoda, inside the Sector 
42 underpass on Golf Course 
Road. The driver of the vehicle 
also sustained minor injuries. 

As per the FIR, the incident 
took place around 2 am when the 
pilot was returning home from 


the airport in a company car. He 
was sitting in the passenger seat. 

“When we were passing 
through the Sector 42 under¬ 
pass, a black Skoda hit us from 
behind... our car overturned. I 
sustained injuries... the driver of 
the Skoda... ran from the spot,” 
stated the complainant, who is 
admitted at Artemis Hospital. 

Speaking to The Indian 
Express, the pilot, who did not 
want to be named, said, “The 
driver of the other car was driv¬ 
ing rashly, and when he hit us 


from behind, our car rolled over 
once before coming to a stop. We 
managed to escape without 
more grievous injuries because 
we were wearing seat belts.” 

An FIR has been registered 
under IPC sections 279 (rash driv¬ 
ing), 336 (act endangering life or 
personal safety of others), 337 
(causing hurt by act endangering 
life or personal safety of others), 
and 427 (mischief causing dam¬ 
age to the amount of fifty rupees). 

“Investigation is underway to 
track down the accused. No arrest

has been made yet,” said Subhash 
Boken, PRO of Gurgaon Police. 

This is not the first accident 
to take place inside the Sector 
42-23 underpass. Earlier this 
year, a chef at a bar in the city 
died after his bike was hit from 
behind by a speeding car. A col¬ 
league who was with him was 
also injured in the incident. 

The Sector 42-43 underpass, 
also known as the Phase 1 un¬ 
derpass, is among three that run 
along Golf Course Road. 

In the last two years, the un¬ 


derpasses, which help ease con¬ 
gestion, have become notorious 
for accidents, many fatal, with ve¬ 
hicles travelling in the wrong di¬ 
rection inside the structures and 
also speeding along the stretch. 

In an accident at the 
Sikanderpur underpass last year, 
the driver of a Swift Dzire cab 
and a security guard were killed, 
and a female pilot they were fer¬ 
rying to the airport injured, af¬ 
ter their car collided with a 
Scorpio travelling in the wrong 
direction.

New frog from 
Arunachal named 
after Greek goddess

A TEAM of scientists from Delhi 
University and the Zoological 
Survey of India have discovered 
a new species of rice frog or cho¬ 
rus frog in Arunachal Pradesh. 

Named ‘eos’ after the mytho¬ 
logical Greek Goddess of Dawn, 
“personifying the region where 
the new species was discovered, 
Arunachal Pradesh”, the frog be¬ 
longs to genus Microhyla — “a 
group of narrow-mouthed frogs 
that is primarily and widely dis¬ 
tributed in Asia”—that currently 
comprises 49 recognised species. 

The study by S D Biju and 
Sonali Garg (DU), Gopinathan 
Maheswaran (Zoological Survey 
of India) and Rachunliu G Kamei 
(Natural History Museum, 
London) was published Monday 
in Zootaxa, a peer-reviewed in¬ 
ternational journal. 

The frog was discovered from 
“riparian habitats in a primary 
evergreen forest” called Rani 
Jheel in Namdapha Tiger Reserve 
of Arunachal Pradesh, the east¬ 
ernmost protected area in the 
country. 

Scientists said the frog was 
“confirmed to represent a dis¬ 
tinct new species after detailed 
comparison of both DNA and 
morphology with all previously 
known members of the group 
found across South, Southeast, 
and East Asia” and was “formally

described as the 50th member 
of the narrow-mouthed chorus 
frog genus microhyla known 
from the world”. 

They said microhyla eos 
“strikingly differs from other 
narrow-mouthed chorus frogs 
by characters such as its size, 
body shape, colouration and 
markings, foot webbing, and 
digit tip morphology”. 

“Our discovery shows that the 
actual number of frog species in 
Northeast India, even in the rela¬ 
tively common and well-studied 
groups, is higher than current es¬ 
timates. More extensive studies 
are required to scientifically iden¬ 
tify and describe the Northeastern 
frogs, which are already facing ex¬ 
tinction threats from various hu¬ 
man activities,” said Biju, the lead 
author of the study who is also 
known as the Frogman of India. 


2 stores shut 
for flouting 
excise norms 

New Delhi: The Delhi govern¬ 
ment, led by Deputy Chief 
Minister Manish Sisodia, 
Monday launched a crackdown 
on departmental stores having 
licences to sell wine and beer 
and sealed two such shops for vi¬ 
olating excise norms. 

Chief Minister Arvind 
Kejriwal said: “We will notallow 
illegal sale of alcohol in Delhi no 
matter what. Violators will face 
strong action.” 

There are 125 departmental 
stores in Delhi authorised to sell 
beer and wine, which cannot ex¬ 
ceed 15% of their total inventory. 

According to an official state¬ 
ment, when Sisodia inspected a 
departmental store in Karol Bagh 
along with Excise officials at 
around 7.30 pm, he found that of 
all the items being sold, almost 
90% was beer and wine. It was 
one of two shops to have been 
sealed, said an official. ENS 


20 markets to 
go plastic-free 
by Oct 2: SDMC 

New Delhi: The Tagore Garden 
fruit and vegetable market has 
been declared a single-use plas¬ 
tic-free, with 20 more markets 
set to follow suit, said South civic 
body spokesperson Radha 
Krishan. 

The corporation plans to 
implement the move at 
Safdarjung’s SDA market; 
Malviya Nagar's main market; 
Vasant Vihar’s A block market; 
R K Puram’s Sector 8 market; 
Aurobindo market; and Nehru 
market in Rajouri Garden among 
others, said a senior official. 

He said the plan is to en¬ 
sure the markets are plastic 
free by October 2. The civic 
body will penalise violators af¬ 
ter that, he said. 

Standing committee chair¬ 
man Bhupender Gupta said 
shopkeepers have been advised 
to put up a board at their shops 
asking customers to carry cloth 
and jute bags.

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Violence by leaders 
will end BJP ticket 
dreams, says Tiwari

WITH THREE incidents of vio¬ 
lence involving BJP leaders and 
ticket seekers in public view be¬ 
ing reported in the past four 
days, Delhi BJP chief Manoj 
Tiwari has sounded an alert, say- 
ing such acts will end their 
chances of securing a ticket for 
the upcoming Assembly polls. 

On Sunday, councillors and 
party leaders aspiring for tickets 
clashed in the presence of sen¬ 
ior partymen in Kirari and 
Gokulpuri during the party’s 
outreach programme for unau¬ 
thorised colonies. 

Tiwari told The Indian Express, 
“Such cases are rising with elec¬ 
tions approaching. We are cer¬ 
tain that we will form the gov¬ 
ernment in Delhi but that 
doesn’t mean ticket aspirants 
should get carried away.” 

“They should not be under 
an illusion that they will be in 
the race for a ticket after such 
acts,” he said. 

The North East Delhi MP said 
he has formed a committee on 
all recent incidents of violence or 
clashes, and that action will be 
taken based on its report. 

Four BJP leaders, including 
two councillors and a former 
MLA, got into physical clashes in 
Kirari in full public view Sunday, 
leading to senior leader Satish 
Upadhyay’s visit being cut short, 
a party leader said. 

“The scuffle broke out over is¬ 
sues like a leader’s picture not 
being given prominence on the 
banner and another party

worker not being given space on 
the stage. Later, leaders slapped 
and thrashed each other,” said a 
senior leader. 

There have also been reports 
of violence in Gokulpuri among 
partymen, during which a man- 
dal leader clashed with a leader 
of the intellectual wing, he said. 

“The leaders were engaged in 
a verbal duel right when the pro¬ 
gramme started, but got into a 
physical altercation after senior 
leader Dushyant Gautam left the 
spot... their supporters also 
joined in,” the leader said. 

In another incident last 
Thursday at the party’s office, BJP 
district president Azad Singh 
slapped his wife Sarita Chaudhary, 
a former mayor, in the presence of 
several other leaders. He has been 
removed from the post. 

Delhi BJP media head 
Pratyush Kant said: “If a party 
worker has grievances, it can be 
discussed, but resorting to vio¬ 
lence will be dealt with strictly.” 


Delhi govt’s 2020 
plan: All schools run 
by it to become co-ed

THE DELHI government has set 
a timeline of July 2020 to con¬ 
vert boys’ and girls’ schools un¬ 
der it to co-educational ones, 
under its action plan to address 
“decline in result of class X in 
(its) schools” and increase enrol¬ 
ment, a circular issued by the 
education department to its of¬ 
ficials Monday, states. 

Like in the case of government 
schools across the country, most 
Delhi government schools also 
operate either as girls’ schools or 
boys’ schools. Out of the 1,100- 
odd schools mn by the Delhi gov¬ 
ernment, approximately 150 of 
the standard schools are co-edu- 
cational ones. Over and above 
these, all the cream schools — 22 
Rajkiya Pratibha Vikas Vidyalayas 
and six Schools of Excellence — 
run by the government are also 
co-educational institutions. 

While analysing the CBSE 
board exam results in 2018-2019 
of the various schools run by it, 
the government had found that 
co-educational schools per¬ 
formed better than both girls’ and 
boys’ schools. It has been consis¬ 
tently reported over the years that 
girls have been performing bet¬ 
ter than boys in these schools. 

In the class XII examinations, 
co-educational schools had reg¬ 
istered a slightly higher pass per¬ 
centage than girls’ schools at 
98.03%. Girls’ schools had 97.42% 
and boys’ schools had 93.42%. 

In case of class X results, the 
gap was wider, with co-educa-

tional schools ahead of girls’ 
schools by over 6 percentage 
points and of boys’ schools by over 
13 percentage points. While boys’ 
schools had a 74.8% pass percent¬ 
age and girls’ schools had 82%, co¬ 
educational schools had 88.16%. 

These are the results after a 
large section of students cleared 
the compartment exams. 

“Contrary to popular opinion 
on the learning environment 
when boys and girls study, these 
numbers clearly show that a co¬ 
educational set-up is a better 
learning environment for chil¬ 
dren... There are hardly any sin¬ 
gle-gender private schools left 
in Delhi but the government try¬ 
ing to move towards co-educa¬ 
tion is a little complicated be¬ 
cause of social stigma and 
reluctance,” Education Minister 
Manish Sisodia had told re¬ 
porters last month. 

Among other long-term ac¬ 
tion plans laid down to be 
achieved between 2020 and 2024 
are “converting afternoon shift 
schools to general shift schools 
wherever possible”, and “open¬ 
ing more schools to optimise en¬ 
rolment in a single school”. 


Daughter born, man 
bursts crackers, arrested

ELATED BY the birth of his first 
child, a 25-year-old man de¬ 
cided to celebrate by bursting 
firecrackers outside his 
Chanakyapuri residence on 
Saturday night — only to land in 
trouble with the police. 

Police booked the man, Vivek 
Kumar Gupta, under IPC section 
188 (disobedience to order duly 
promulgated by public servant) 
after a neighbour complained to 
them about the noise. He was ar¬ 
rested on Monday. 

The man told police he was 
celebrating the birth of his 
daughter with his family. He 
works as a labourer and lives in 
an unauthorised colony in 
Chanakyapuri’s Tri Murti lane. 

“We received a call about the 
incident around midnight. We 


went to the spot and found a 
man bursting firecrackers out¬ 
side his house. We stopped him 
and booked him for violating the 
Supreme Court’s guidelines on 
firecrackers and noise pollution,” 
said Additional DCP-1 (New 
Delhi) Deepak Yadav. 

Police said Gupta had been 
bursting crackers since 10.30 
pm. Other people in the colony 
had asked him to stop but he 
didn’t, said police. 

“His wife delivered a baby in 
the morning. After the couple 
took the child home, Gupta 
went out and bought crackers,” 
said an officer. 

Under the Supreme Court 
guidelines, only crackers with re¬ 
duced emission and sound are 
permissible for use in Delhi. Any 
cracker which emits sound waves 
of more than 125 decibels within 
a 4-metre radius are banned for 
sale and use, said police.

WHILE THE Congress held a review meeting for its celebra¬ 
tions to mark Mahatma Gandhi’s I50th birth anniversary, 
BJP president Amit Shah and working chief J P Nadda spoke 
with thousands of party leaders, including MPs and state- 
level office-bearers through video conferencing on 
Saturday.

25 to hear the petitions filed by 
the 17 disqualified legislators. 

Appearing for the former

Ramjanmabhoomi a creation of 19th century, mere belief not enough: Board

THE SUPREME Court on Monday 
told the Sunni Central Wakf 
Board that it will be “very diffi¬ 
cult” for the Board to question the 
belief of Hindus in Ram’s birth¬ 
place given that even a Muslim 
witness had attested to signifi¬ 
cance of Ayodhya for Hindus. 

“You are challenging the be¬ 
lief of Hindus (on Ram’s birth¬ 
place).... That will be very diffi¬ 
cult for you to question because 
even a Muslim witness says 
Ayodhya is to Hindus what 
Mecca is to Muslims,” Justice D 
Y Chandrachud, who is part of a 
five-judge Constitution bench 
hearing the Ramjanmabhoomi- 
Babri Masjid dispute case, told 
senior advocate Rajeev Dhavan, 
who appeared for the Sunni 
Wakf Board. 

Dhavan replied: “But where 
is Ramjanmabhoomi? It’s simply 
a creation of the 19th century.” 
He added that mere belief is not 
enough to claim title and accord 
juristic personality to the place. 

Reiterating that Ram de¬ 
serves respect, Dhavan said, “If 
both Ram and Allah are not re¬ 
spected, then this nation, which 
has more diversity than any 
other, will splinter apart.”

Pointing to problems if land 
was to be treated as ajuristic per¬ 
sonality, Dhavan said merely be¬ 
cause a land had divinity at¬ 
tached to it will not make it 
immune from acquisition. 

Dhavan also questioned the 
Hindu side’s reliance on discov¬ 
ery of a ‘parikrama’ path around 
the now-demolished mosque as 
proof that something which they 
regarded as divine existed there. 
“All witnesses (who spoke about 
it) have given different descrip¬ 
tions of parikrama,” he submit¬ 
ted. “Some say it was in south, 
some say in west, some say it was 
all around...claim that the place 
was divine will not stand when 
witnesses have given different 
versions of the parikrama.” 

He said Muslims offered 
daily prayers at the site till 
December 22-23,1949, and un¬ 
til then there was no idol in the 
“inner area”. 

The submission was appar¬ 
ently in response to the court 
pointing out on September 19 
that oral evidence had come on 
record that there was an idol at 
the ‘garbh grih’ (sanctum sanc¬ 
torum), believed to be the birth¬ 
place of Ram below the central 
dome of Babri Masjid even be¬ 
fore 1949, and that Hindus had 
prayed to it. 

According to the Board, idols 


were allegedly placed inside 
Babri Masjid by alleged tres¬ 
passers on the night intervening 
December 22-23,1949. 

Dhavan said, “There’s a dif¬ 
ference between saying no 
prayers (were held) and saying 
it was abandoned. Once a 
mosque, always a mosque. This 
is not abandonment — at best, 
it was not used.” 

He said there is “no proof’ of 
any Hindu structure at the site 
other than the Ram Chabutara. 
“We were in possession, we had 
title,” he asserted. 

He contended that the law of 
limitation would also apply to 
deities, and that the legislature 
ought to have made if it wanted 
to make an exclusion. He said 
every idol cannot be ajuristic 
person and referred to examples 
to illustrate this. 

Intervening, Justice Bobde 
said that “there can be a deity 
without an idol" and referred to 
Chidambaram, where the sky is 
worshipped. 

Dhavan replied, “Something 
must be there to convert a belief 
into a religious practice.” 

Dhavan also challenged the 
Shia Wakf Board’s challenge of a 
1946 decision by which the Shia 
board’s claim over Babri Masjid 
was rejected, and said they “slept 
over” their right and wondered 
how they can now say the law of 
limitation will not apply to them. 


On climate change, India not 
just talking but has plan: PM

STRESSING THAT “time for talk¬ 
ing is over” and that the “world 
needs to act now”, Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi 
Monday said India has come to 
not just talk about the serious¬ 
ness of the issue of climate 
change but also present a prac¬ 
tical approach and a roadmap. 

“We believe that an ounce of 
practice is worth more than a ton 
of preaching,” Modi said at the 
global climate action summit or¬ 
ganised by the UN Secretary 
General. US President Donald 
Trump, who was widely ex¬ 
pected to skip the summit, came 
in for a brief while when Modi 
was speaking, and left soon after. 

In his speech, Modi outlined 
his government’s plans, and 
said: “We are going to increase 
the share of non-fossil fuel and 
by 2022, we plan to increase our 
renewable energy capacity to 
much beyond 175 GW, and later 
till 450 GW." 

He said: “In India, we have 
made plans to make our trans¬ 
port sector green through e-mo- 
bility... India is also working to 
considerably increase the pro-

portion of biofuel blend in petrol 
and diesel. We have provided 
clean cooking gas to 150 million 
families.” 

Referring to one of his gov¬ 
ernment’s flagship initiatives, 
Modi said: “We have launched 
the Jal Jeevan mission for water 
conservation, rainwater harvest¬ 
ing and for the development of 
water resources. India is going to 
spend approximately $50 billion 
on this in the next few years.” 

On the solar initiative led by 
India and France, he said: 
“Almost 80 countries have joined 
our International Solar Alliance 
campaign. India and Sweden to¬ 
gether with other partners are 
launching the leadership group 
within the industry transition 
track. This initiative will provide 
a platform for governments and 
the private sector with opportu¬ 
nities for cooperation in the area 
of technology innovation. This 
will help to develop low carbon 
pathways for industry.” 


He said that on Tuesday India 
will inaugurate solar panels on 
the roof of the UN building 
funded by it at a cost of $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

The Prime Minister also an¬ 
nounced a Coalition for Disaster 
Resilient Infrastructure, which is 
being seen as India’s strategic 
push toward infrastructure 
building across the world as 
China builds the Belt and Road 
Initiative. “In order to make our 
infrastructure disaster resilient, 
India is launching a Coalition for 
Disaster Resilient Infrastructure. 
I invite Member states to join this 
coalition,” Modi said. 

Referring to his Independence 
Day call for a ban on single-use 
plastic, Modi expressed the hope 
that it would “create an aware¬ 
ness at a global level”. 

Modi, who received the 
Champion of the Earth award last 
year, said, ‘We must accept that if 
we have to overcome a serious 
challenge like climate change, 
then what we are doing at the 
moment is just not enough. 
What is needed today, is a com¬ 
prehensive approach which cov¬ 
ers everything from education to 
values, and from lifestyle to de¬ 
velopmental philosophy. What 
we need is a global people’s 
movement to bring about behav¬ 
ioural change.” 

He said that respect for nature, 
judicious use of resources, reduc¬ 
ing needs and living within means 
have all been important aspects of 
India’s traditions and current ef¬ 
forts. “Need, not greed, has been 
our guiding principle,” he said.

FORMER UNION Minister P 
Chidambaram Monday opposed 
the CBI’s claim in the Delhi High 
Court that he was the “main con¬ 
spirator" in the INX Media case, 
saying he has “not received any 
payment” into any ofhis “bankac- 
counts or by any other manner”. 

Strongly opposing CBI de¬ 
mand to not grant him bail, sen¬ 
ior advocate Kapil Sibal told Justice 
Suresh Kumar Kait that “allega¬ 
tion of influencing witnesses and 
tampering with evidence are 
bereft of any particulars and are 
nothing but conjectures...” 

“The said allegations are pred¬ 
icated on possibility, apprehen¬ 
sion and or potential,” Sibal said, 
adding that the “liberty of a citi¬ 
zen cannot be interfered with 
merely on the basis of possibility 
or apprehension or potential and 
in the absence of any substantive 
and cogent material in support of 
such allegations”. 

Sibal further argued that there 
is no loss to the public exchequer 
in this case. “No public funds were 
involved in this case and it also not 
a case of bank fraud or taking 
money out of the country or de¬ 
frauding depositors or stealing 
money from a company. On the 
contrary, Rs 305 crore has come 
into INX Media (the investment 
company) as FDI, well within the 
approval percentage of 46.216 % 
of equity. Out of this Rs 305 crore, 
Rs 26 crore was invested in an 
Indian subsidiary company 
(namely INX News) based on HPB 
approval,” Sibal argued. 

Probing charges of corruption 


in the INX Media case, the CBI had 
arrested Chidambaram on August 
21. The next day, he was re¬ 
manded in CBI custody for 15 days 
and is now injudicial custody in 
Tihar jail till October 3. 

Referring to the CBI’s allega¬ 
tions of the office of the finance 
minister being allegedly misused 
with brazenness and impunity, 
Sibal said “as per normal proce¬ 
dure, the FDI proposal of INX 
Media was processed by several 
officers in the FIPB unit”. 
“Thereafter, it was put up to the 
FIPB (comprising of six secre¬ 
taries), which after due consider¬ 
ation, made its recommendations 
to the Ministry of Finance. In the 
Ministry, the case was once again 
examined by several officers ( 
from the Under Secretary all the 
way up to the Additional 
Secretary) of the Department of 
Economic Affairs (DEA). 
Thereafter, the case was put up to 
the Secretary, DEA, (who had pre¬ 
viously considered and recom¬ 
mended the case as Chairman of 
the HPB) who once again signed 
the file and put it up to the com¬ 
petent authority (Finance 
Minister) on May 28,2007,” Sibal 
told the court. 

Sibal argued that no single of¬ 
ficer can take a decision on any 
proposal. “It is a collective decision 
of six Secretaries, assisted by sev¬ 
eral officers in the FIPB Unit and 
the Department of Economic 
Affairs. Therefore, it is preposter¬ 
ous to allege that any person, such 
as Mr Chidambaram’s son Karti 
Chidambaram, could have influ¬ 
enced any official of the FIPB, in¬ 
cluding all six senior Secretaries to 
the Government of India,” Sibal 
said.

FORMER PRIME minister 
Manmohan Singh and Congress 
president Sonia Gandhi on 
Monday met senior Congress 
leader and former Union minis¬ 
ter P Chidambaram for the first 
time since his arrest in the INX 
Media case. The senior Congress 
leaders met Chidambaram at 
Tihar Jail, where he has been 
lodged since September 5. 

Expressing concern over 
Chidambaram’s continued de¬ 
tention, Singh commented on 
the INX media case for the first 
time and fully backed the former 
finance and home minister. “In 
our system of government, no 
decision can be taken by any sin¬ 
gle person. All decisions are col¬ 
lective decisions recorded in 
files. A dozen officers, including 
six Secretaries to the govern¬ 


ment, examined and recom¬ 
mended the proposal. Minister 
Chidambaram approved the 
unanimous recommendation.” 

“If the officers are not at fault, 
it is beyond our comprehension 
how the Minister who simply 
approved the recommendation 
can be accused of committing an 
offence. If the Minister is liable 
for approving a recommenda¬ 
tion, the whole system of gov¬ 
ernment will collapse,” Singh 
said in a statement issued after 
the meeting. 

“We are confident, and we 
sincerely hope, that the courts 
will render justice in this case,” 
Singh said. 

The two leaders were accom¬ 
panied by Chidambaram’s son 
and Lok Sabha MP Karti. 
Chidambaram said he was hon¬ 
oured that the two leaders visited 
him. “I am honoured that Sonia 
Gandhi and Manmohan Singh 
called on me today. As long as the 


Congress party is strong and 
brave, I will also be strong and 
brave,” he tweeted. The meeting 
lasted for the full allotted time of 
around half-an-hour, party lead¬ 
ers said. They said Gandhi told 
Chidambaram that the party 
“fully” stands behind him and will 
fight the case politically. 

Chidambaram also took a dig 
at Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi over his “everything is fine 
in India” remark at the Howdy 
Modi event in Houston, saying, 
“Bharat mai sab achha hai. 
Except for unemployment, loss 
of existing jobs, lower wages, 
mob violence, lockdown in 
Kashmir and throwing 
Opposition leaders in prison.” 

Party leaders said 
Chidambaram and Singh dis¬ 
cussed economic issues, includ¬ 
ing the corporate tax cut. The 
leaders also enquired about 
Chidambaram’s health, they 
said. 


INDIA’S PERMANENT Represen¬ 
tative to the UN SYED AKBA- 
RUDDIN speaks to SHUBHAJH 
ROY on the focus of Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi’s visit 
and India’s approach. Excerpts: 

What is the main focus of the 
Prime Minister’s visit to the 
UN, especially since this is his 
first visit after 2015? 

First, I must tell you that this 
level of engagement has never 
before been attempted. By con¬ 
servative estimates, there will be 
meetings with as many as 75 
countries if you look at engage¬ 
ments by the PM, External Affairs 
Minister and the Minister of State. 

If you look at the last visit dur¬ 
ing the UN General Assembly in 
2014, there was a General 
Assembly statement, a few bilat¬ 
eral engagements and some mu¬ 
ltilateral (meetings) like the G-4 
and BRICS meetings, and that’s it. 

This time, our approach has 
been fundamentally altered. This 
is an opportunity to engage with 
the international community, 
and the opportunity is unparal¬ 
leled. These are proper meetings 
with leaders from 75 countries, 
not pull-asides or brush-asides. 

How did this plan shape up? 

Our role in previous years was 
different. Now, UN is a place 
where many small and medium 
countries come with whom one 
can engage. Every year, India en¬ 
gages with countries of G-20, 
BRICS, East Asia and neighbours 
in some form or the other. But, 
India is not engaging enough with 
the rest of the world, so here’s an 
opportunity...So, we are going to 
have the first leaders’-level en¬ 
gagement with Carribean count¬ 
ries under the rubric of CARI- 
COM. We have common 
(interests) in cricket, common¬ 
wealth and culture, but only of¬ 
ficial meetings have taken place. 
So, the PM will engage with 14 of 



these countries. Similarly, we are 
going to have a meeting with lead¬ 
ers from Pacific islands. PM met 
them in Fiji and then, in Jaipur in 
2015. Four years have passed, so 
it’s time to re-connect with lead¬ 
ers of 12 of these countries. 

So, what’s the thematic focus 
of India’s engagement at the 
UN this time? 

Look at the UN agenda, it is not 
only about peace and security: 
nothing is moving in peace and 
security, with China, US, Russia. 
The climate of cooperation is not 
there... The cooperation at the UN 
and the global level is happening 
in the fields of climate change, 
health, Sustainable Development 
Goals, Financing for Development 
India will be among the top 6 
countries to lead in these sectors 
so we are active on this agenda. 

Also, peace and security does¬ 
n’t have a natural constituency in 
India. I mean, how many people 


at home talk and know about our 
peacekeeping operations. The 
defence forces know about it, the 
elite knows about it. But, envi¬ 
ronment and climate change is 
a big agenda at home — so, there 
is a natural resonance. Health is 
offering more opportunities, 
way more than peace and secu¬ 
rity agenda. 


But, Pakistan will raise the 
issue of Jammu and Kashmir 
during the UNGA. How does 
India plan to counter that? 

Imran Khan will go down the 
same route as Benazir Bhutto, 
Nawaz Sharif, Shahid Khaqan 
Abbasi and Shah Mahmood Qur- 
eshi, who was here last time. They 
will go down the beaten path. 
They will stoop more. Our ap¬ 
proach will be, if they stoop more, 
we soar...They have main¬ 
streamed terrorism, now they 
will mainstream hate speech. 

What about China’s approach 
at the UNGA? The Chinese 
envoy to the UN recently 
came and met you, especially 
a month after August 16 
UNSC consultations. 

I will not say anything on this. 
As I said then, we discussed mul¬ 
tilateral cooperation. The pic¬ 
tures and the message, I think, 
speak for themselves. You can 
draw your own conclusions. 
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So, has India’s approach also 
changed in terms of what it is 
doing at the UN? 

Yes, we have moved beyond 
talk. In the past, we talked about 
principles. Talk is good, helps in 
setting norms. But, now, what we 
can do, implementation is a key 
element in our approach. We are 
now ready to walk the talk. We 
just spent 1 million USD, we are 
spending on the solar park at the 
UN. Now, we are showing the abil¬ 
ity to act. And in the world, there is 
a dire need for people to act.

STUBBLE BURNING in Punjab 
can be controlled completely if 
farmers are compensated for 
management of paddy straws, 
the state’s agriculture secretary 
K S Pannu told The Indian Express 
Monday. Punjab Chief Minister 
Captain Amarinder Singh would 
also seek compensation for 
farmers for stubble manage¬ 
ment in a letter he was writing 
to the Centre Monday, he said. 

“This can control (stubble 
burning) 100%. The government 
of India can give a bonus of Rs 
100 per quintal while procuring 
paddy... to those farmers who do 
not burn (the straw),” he said.

Around October every year, 
farmers in Punjab, Haryana and 
other North West Indian states 
set fire to paddy residue in order 
to clear their fields to sow fresh 


wheat crops. 

This is said to harm quality of 
soil and air by releasing pollu¬ 
tants, including carbon dioxide, 
carbon monoxide and particu¬ 
late matter, which can also im¬ 
pact health. Stubble burning in 
Punjab and Haryana is also 
known to have an impact on 
Delhi-NCR’s air quality. 

Announcing the Delhi gov¬ 
ernment’s winter action plan on 
September 13, Chief Minister 
Arvind Kejriwal had said smoke 
released from crop burning in 
the two states veers over to Delhi 
around November 1, creating 
smog over the city and turning it 
into a “gas chamber”. 

The minimum support price 
at which the Centre would buy 
Grade ‘A’ paddy this year is set at 


Rs 1,835 per quintal as of July 
2019. This has increased by Rs 
385 since 2015-16 and Rs 65 
from the previous financial year. 

Total paddy procured from 
Punjab in 2018-19 was 169.17 
lakh metric tonnes. If Rs 100 per 
quintal bonus was paid to all 
farmers in the state the previous 
financial year, the Centre would 
have given an incentive of nearly 
Rs 1,700 crore. 

In a letter to Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi in September 
2018, the Punjab CM had made 
a request similar to the one he is 
expected to make in Monday’s 
letter. He had said nearly 15 mil¬ 
lion metric tonnes of paddy 
straw was being burned annu¬ 
ally in the state, despite strict 
measures taken to control it.

THE CONGRESS on Monday ac¬ 
cused Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi of violating Indian foreign 
policy’s “time-honoured conven¬ 
tion” of not interfering in domes¬ 
tic elections of another country 
by “actively campaigning” for US 
President Donald Trump at the 
‘Howdy, Modi’ event in Houston. 

The opposition party said 
Modi was in the US as India’s 
Prime Minister and not as a “star 
campaigner” in the US elections. 

Addressing the media, senior 
Congress leader Anand Sharma 
said: “Our relationship with the 
United States have throughout 
been bipartisan, vis-a-vis 
Republicans and Democrats. 


Your actively campaigning for 
Trump is a breach of both India 
and America as sovereign na¬ 
tions and democracies. Mr Prime 
Minister, you have violated the 
time-honoured principle of 
Indian foreign policy of not in¬ 
terfering in the domestic elec¬ 
tions of another country. 

“This is a singular disservice 
to the long-term strategic inter¬ 
ests of India.” 

Sharma said Modi should 
have honoured the convention 
that “we do not take a partisan 
position in domestic electoral 
politics” of another country. “It 
should not be seen that India is 
taking positions or sides, and the 
Prime Minister using that plat¬ 
form to exhort and raising that 
slogan on ‘Abki Baar, Trump 
Sarkar’ was better avoided,” the 


Congress leader said. 

Sharma said India has en¬ 
gaged with both a Republican 
administration and Democrat 
administration in the past. “It 
was a Republican administration 
under President Bush — and we 
had Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh — when we successfully 
negotiated the Indo-US nuclear 
deal, but when the US elections 
came Prime Minister Singh, and 
for that matter the Indian lead¬ 
ership, did not take a partisan 
position to support or endorse 
the Republicans,” he said. 

“When Barack Obama took 
over as US President, we carried 
forward that engagement as ef¬ 
fectively as we had done with 
the previous Republican admin¬ 
istration,” the Rajya Sabha mem¬ 
ber said.

WITH THE arrest of three Hizbul 
Mujahideen militants and an 
over-ground worker, the Jammu 
and Kashmir Police said Monday 
that it had solved four incidents of 
terror, including the killing of a 
senior BJP leader and an RSS func¬ 
tionary in Jammu’s Kishtwar. 

IGP (Jammu zone) Mukesh 
Singh identified the arrested mil¬ 
itants as Nissar Ahmed Sheikh, 
Nishad Ahmed and Azad Hussain, 
and the over-ground worker 
(OGW) as Rustam. Searches are 
continuing for others, including 
Jahangir Saroori, the longest sur¬ 
viving militant in Chenab Valley. 

The arrests were made nearly 
10 days after militants locked 
Kishtwar PDP district president 
Sheikh Nasir and his family inside 
his house for the entire night on 
September 12-13 before decamp¬ 
ing with an AK-47 rifle. 

On November 1, last year, BJP 
state secretary Anil Parihar and his 
brother Ajit were shot dead by 
militants inTapal Mohalla. Nearly 
four months later, militants 
snatched an AK-47 rifle from the 
personal security officer (PSO) of 
Kishtwar Deputy Commissioner 
Angrez Singh Rana. This was fol¬ 
lowed by the killing of RSS func¬ 
tionary Chanderkant Sharma and 
his PSO in April. 

The killings, Singh said, were 
part of a conspiracy by Saroori in 
2017-18 to revive militancy in 
Chenab Valley. Nissar Ahmed 
Sheikh, Zahid and Osama — also 
Hizbul terrorists — among oth¬ 
ers, were also part of the conspir¬ 
acy, he said. 

Rustam also joined them and 
on instructions of Nissar Sheikh 
and Osama, helped build hideouts 
in the houses of Nishad and Azad 
Hussain. Both hideouts have been 
busted and arms, ammunition 
and explosives have been recov¬ 
ered. An NIA team is also in 
Jammu and will take custody of 
one of the arrested militants al¬ 
legedly involved in the killing of 
the BJP leader.

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associated with NLSIU. 

“We believe he is highly suited 
to lead NLSIU due to his excellent 
academic credentials, and also 
since he is a former student he has 
a close understanding of the spirit 
and ethos of NLSIU,” the Student 
Bar Association stated. 

Krishnaswamy, currently a 
law professor at Azim Premji 
University, has earlier taught at 
Pembroke College in Oxford, NL¬ 
SIU, and West Bengal National 
University of Juridical Sciences.

THE STUDENT Bar Association of 
the National Law School of India 
University (NLSIU) on Monday 
decided to call off protests over the 
delay in the appointment of a full¬ 
time vice-chancellor. 

The move comes after the 
chancellor of the university, Chief 
Justice of India Ranjan Gogoi, took 
note of the students’ concerns but 
expressed unhappiness over the 
strike in a meeting with an NLSIU 
alumnus. 

The decision to call off the 
strike was taken after the CJI and 
the second most senior judge of 
the Supreme Court, Justice S A 
Bobde, were briefed on behalf of 
the students by senior advocate 
and NLSIU alumni member Gopal 
Sankaranarayanan. 

The CJI and Justice Bobde 
“while noting our concerns and 
our right to voice the same, have 
asked that the boycott of exams 
and protest be called off by the 
student body immediately,” the 
SBA said in a statement. 

It said the students will not 
cause any hindrance to an execu¬ 
tive council meeting 
scheduled for 

September 28 — 
where the final deci¬ 
sion on appointment 
of the new V-C is ex¬ 
pected —and the con- 
vocation on 

September 29. 

The statement 
suggested that the CJI 
and Justice Bobde 
were of the view that 
the process of select¬ 
ing a V-C had been 
completed in July and 
that a decision of a 
sub-committee of the 
NLSIU executive 
council to pick Prof 
Rhodes Scholar and 
NLSIU alumnus 
Sudhir Krishnaswami, 
as the new V-C was 
final. 

In the meeting 


with Sankaranarayanan, the CJI 
and Justice Bobde indicated that 
“it is abundantly clear to them that 
the decision of the sub-commit- 
tee constituted by the executive 
council was final”, the SBA said. 

Sankaranarayanan, in a state¬ 
ment regarding the meeting, said 
the judges were unhappy with 
the protests. “There were serious 
misgivings about the students of a 
premier institution going on a 
‘strike’ fora matter like this. It was 
pointed out that the students re¬ 
ally have no say in appointment 
of the Vice Chancellor, and ought 
not to have adopted a measure 
that would browbeat the 
Executive Council. I mentioned 
that this was mainly due to the 
conduct of the administration 
which had been unhelpful,” the 
statement released via SBA said. 

Studentsboycotted classes on 
Friday and exams on Monday to 
protest the nearly two-month de¬ 
lay, despite a panel of experts cho¬ 
sen by the chancellor (CJI) picking 
a candidate and the candidate be¬ 
ing vetted by a committee of the 
NLSIU executive council on July 
23. The appointment has been in 
limbo despite former V-C Prof R 
Venkata Rao retiring on July 31. 

A three-member high-level 
committee appointed by the CJI 
shortlisted three candidates, with 
Krishnaswami identified as the 
most suitable. 

When the committee’s deci¬ 
sion was placed before the execu¬ 
tive council on July 6 for consider¬ 
ation on the directions of the CJI, 
the council, with 20 members, de¬ 
cided to get the decision vetted by 
a sub-committee of the executive 
council. On July 23, the sub-com¬ 
mittee, headed by Justice S A 
Bobde (acting chancellor of NL¬ 
SIU), interviewed the three short¬ 
listed candidates and recom¬ 
mended Krishnaswami. 

According to SBA members, 
the process of announcement of 
the new V-C was stalled on ac¬ 
count of the university’s registrar 
— an aspirant for the post — de¬ 
laying the process to take the de¬ 
cision to another executive coun- 
cil meeting scheduled for 
September 28.

DAYS AFTER a syndicate that al¬ 
legedly blackmailed government 
officials and politicians by threat¬ 
ening to circulate videos of them 
in compromising positions was 
busted, the Madhya Pradesh gov¬ 
ernment on Monday formed a 
Special Investigation Team (SIT) 
to probe the matter. 

The case snowballed into a 
major controversy with the rul¬ 
ing Congress accusing the BJP of 
having backed the syndicate to 
destabilise the government. BJP 
denied the allegation, stating that 
one of the accused was associated 
with the Congress in the past. 

The SIT will come under IG 
(CID) D Srinivas Varma. DGP V K 
Singh said the team has been 
asked to probe the case from all 
angles and submit a report. 


The Indore police has so far 
arrested six people, including 
five women, after an engineer 
with the Indore Municipal 
Corporation alleged that the 
syndicate had been blackmail¬ 
ing him by threatening to circu¬ 
late his video in a compromising 
position with one of the accused. 
The engineer was suspended on 
Monday. 

The SIT was formed in the 
wake of the demand by the BJP 
that the government should im¬ 
mediately order a CBI probe into 
the case. “If the government 
does not order CBI probe it will 
mean that the government has 
something to hide,” said former 
BJP Minister Narottam Mishra. 

Two days ago, Law and 
Public Relations Minister P C 
Sharma had alleged that several 
BJP ministers were behind the 
conspiracy to destabilise the 
government. 
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SEXUAL HARASSMENT CASE AGAINST CHINMAYANAND 

HC satisfied with SIT probe, no 
relief to law student against arrest

EXPRESSING satisfaction over 
the SIT’s progress in the probe 
into the alleged sexual harass¬ 
ment of a 23-year-old law stu¬ 
dent by BJP leader and former 
Union minister Swami 
Chinmayanand, the Allahabad 
High Court on Monday rejected 
an application filed by the 
woman seeking a stay against 
her arrest in an alleged extortion 
threat case filed by the 72-year- 
old politician. 

The SIT on Monday submit¬ 
ted a status report of the probe in 
a sealed envelope to the two- 
judge Bench comprisingjustices 
Manoj Mishra and Rani Chauhan. 

“The court found that the SIT 
has been moving in a good, 
proper, free and fair manner. The

court also rejected an application 
moved from the student’s side, 
praying for a stay against her ar¬ 
rest. The court has rejected the 
plea on the ground that it was not 
a proper fomm, and has asked the 
student to apply in an appropri¬ 
ate court,” Additional 
Government Advocate, Ashutosh 
Kumar Sand, said. 

The Bench also did not accept 
a second prayer by the law stu¬ 
dent, who had sought permis¬ 


sion to record a fresh statement 
under Section 164 of the Code Of 
Criminal Procedure as she said 
her earlier statement before the 
magistrate was not proper. 

“The student had also sought 
to get her statement recorded be- 
fore the magistrate again. The 
court denied the request and said 
whatever you have said (before 
the magistrate), its credibility 
would be tested during the course 
of the trial,” Sand said. 

After the 23-year-old, who 
studied at a law college in 
Shahjahanpur run by 
Chinmayanand’s trust, accused 
the BJP leader of sexual harass¬ 
ment in a video clip, his lawyers 
filed a case of an extortion threat 
against her and others. 
Chinmayanand’s lawyers had al¬ 
leged that a WhatsApp message 
demanding Rs 5 crore was re¬ 
ceived on the BJP leader’s mobile 


phone. The message, they alleged, 
threatened to make some video 
clips viral if the amount was not 
given. Police have arrested three 
youths in this connection. 

The High Court will next hear 
the matter on October 22. 

Meanwhile, a local court in 
Shahjahanpur rejected the bail 
pleas of Chinmayanand and the 
three youths booked in the ex¬ 
tortion case. 

Chinmayanand was on 
Monday shifted from the 
Shahjahanpur district jail to the 
SGPGI in Lucknow for medical 
tests. “The doctors at the med¬ 
ical college in Shahjahanpur had 
advised Chinmayanand to get an 
angiography test done... 
Chinmayanand’s electrocardio¬ 
gram had diagnosed that he has 
a heart problem,” Rakesh Kumar, 
Shahjahanpur district jail super¬ 
intendent, said.

DAYS AFTER six people died in 
Dehradun after they allegedly 
consumed countrymade liquor, 
Uttarakhand Police on Monday 
arrested a BJP leader from the 
city named Ajay Sonkar in con¬ 
nection with his alleged role in 
supply of the illicit liquor. 

Sonkar was on the run after 
his name surfaced in the inci¬ 
dent, which was reported on 
September 20. 

Hours before Sonkar’s arrest, 
Uttarakhand BJP expelled him 
from the party’s primary mem¬ 
bership. 

Dehradun SSP Arun Mohan 
Joshi said Sonkar had fled to 
Haridwar and planned to surren- 
derinaDehradun court onMonday 
but was arrested before that 

Confirming Sonkar’s expul¬ 
sion, BJP’s Dehradun mahanagar 
unit president Vinay Goyal said 
Sonkar was vice-president of the 
party’s mandal unit in Dehradun 
and had joined BJP after the 2017 
Assembly polls. He had con¬ 
tested the Assembly polls as an 
Independent candidate from 
Raj pur Road constituency. 

Goyal said Sonkar was mu¬ 
nicipal corporator as a Congress 
candidate in the past. 

Sonkar has been booked un¬ 
der IPC Sections 304 (culpable 
homicide not amounting to 
murder) and 328 (causing hurt 
by means of poison, etc., with in¬ 
tent to commit offence). But the 
police are waiting for viscera ex¬ 
amination report of the three de¬ 
ceased to confirm the exact 
cause of death. 

Another accused in the case, 
Gaurav, who was arrested on 
Saturday, had told the police that 
he had bought country liquor 
from Sonkar in the past. 

After his arrest, Sonkar told 
the police that he used to buy 
country liquor from licensed 
shops at low price and sold it at 
higher price through his agents. 

SSPJoshi said a team of experts 
from IIT-Roorkee has been en¬ 
gaged to examine possibilities of 
contamination in country liquor 
that was sold to affected people.

According to police, Abdul 
Wahab Sheikh(50), fromjuhapura 
in Ahmedabad, had been living in 
Saudi Arabia for the past 16 years 
and returned to the city on 
Monday to meet his second wife 
and children who are settled here. 
Sheikh runs a garment shop in 
Saudi Arabia and is also a travel 
agent. He was employed as a tai¬ 
lor in Juhapura of Ahmedabad 16 
years ago, police said. 

Sheikh allegedly transferred 
different amounts of money on 
three occasions to one Mufti 
Sufiyan Patangiya, who was al¬ 
legedly the mastermind in the 
murder case of former state 


Home Minister Haren Pandya in 
2003, and is absconding. 

The matter refers to a case 
filed by the local crime branch in 
2003, with retired IPS officer DG 
Vanzara at its helm, when the 
police claimed that a network of 
national and international ter¬ 
rorists were responsible for ma¬ 
jor terror attacks, assassinations 
and attempted assassinations in 
Gujarat, at the behest of 
Pakistan’s ISI, allegedly to avenge 
the communal riots of Gujarat 
in 2002. 

“It has come to light that 
Sheikh had transferred money 
to Mufti Sufiyan Patangiya in 
Ahmedabad through his cousin 
Abdul Majid from his phone. 
Majid, who was arrested earlier, 
is our main witness...” said BV 
Gohil, ACP, Crime Branch. 

Patangiya, along with Sohel 
Khan and Rasool Khan alias 
Rasool Parti, an alleged aide of 
underworld gangster Dawood 
Ibrahim, are the three top ac¬ 
cused in the ISI conspiracy case 
who are absconding. 


Man transporting 
cows assaulted in 
Rajasthan: police

A MAN who was allegedly trans¬ 
porting cows illegally was as¬ 
saulted by a mob in Rajasthan’s 
Alwar district in the early hours of 
Monday, police said, adding that 
he is a suspected cow smuggler. 

An FIR against around 50-60 
unidentified persons has been 
lodged for the assault, police said. 

According to the police, the 
incident happened near Fusa Ki 
Dhani village under 
Shahjahanpur police station 
around 3-4 am on Monday. They 
said the man, identified as 
Munfed Khan, was caught and 
beaten up by local residents. 

“Cow smugglers were trans¬ 
porting bovines in two pickup 
trucks. After receiving information 
from local villagers... police had set 
up a barricade,” said Additional SP, 
Neemrana, Siddhant Sharma. He 
said one of the trucks managed to 
get away, but the other vehicle 
was confiscated by the police. 
Khan, who was in the second ve¬ 
hicle, was then assaulted by a 
mob, police said.

ORDER TO DEMOLISH FLATS 

Responsible for loss of 
lives: SC slams Kerala

NEW DELHI,SEPTEMBER23 

REFERRING TO the “colossal 
loss” caused by the 2018 floods, 
the Supreme Court on Monday 
lashed out at Kerala goverment 
for its failure to act against illegal 
constmctions in protected zones 
and warned that it will not hes¬ 
itate to prosecute those respon¬ 
sible for culpable homicide. 

A bench comprisingjustices 
Arun Mishra and S Ravindra Bhatt 
was hearing the affidavit by Chief 
Secretary Tomjose in response to 
the court’s query on the delay in 
implementing its May 8 order to 
demolish illegal apartment com¬ 
plexes built in violation of Coastal 
Regulation Zone (CRZ) norms at 
Maradu in Emakulam district. 

“Do you have any plan to 
comply with our order? There is 
not even any semblamce of it in 
your affidavit,” Justice Mishra 
told the Chief Secretary, repre¬ 
sented by Senior Advocate 
Harish Salve. 


The court sought to 
know how many more 
illegal structures had 
come up in the state’s 
coastal zones. 


“How many people were 
killed in the devastating floods 
last year?” he asked. The court 
sought to know how many more 
illegal structures had come up in 
the state’s coastal zones and said 
a survey should be conducted. 

“You people protect these 
structures... Can you shirk off re¬ 
sponsibility?” Justice Mishra 
said, adding, “We are going to fix 
responsibility for that (loss of 
lives during floods) and this (il¬ 
legal flats) also.” 

He recalled that Attorney 
General K K Venugopal, while ar¬ 
guing a case recently, had spo¬ 
ken about the law of torts not be¬ 
ing enforced to claim damages 
from authorities responsible and 
said it was time to ensure this 


was remedied. 

“You are responsible for loss 
of lives...and should be prose¬ 
cuted for culpable homicide,” 
Justice Mishra added. 

Addressing the Chief 
Secretary, he said, “You have said 
nothing in this (affidavit)...350 
families. Who will protect them? 
You are taking thousands of peo¬ 
ple’s lives...” 

Salve told the bench that the 
built-up area that had to be demol¬ 
ished was huge and it was impos¬ 
sible to use dynamite. He said he 
will advise the state to file a plan 
about how they would go about it. 

But Justice Mishra said the at¬ 
titude of the state was evident 
from the affidavit. Pointing out 
that the time granted by the 
court was over, he added, “They 
are in total defiance. They are 
holding meetings and mobilis¬ 
ing public opinion." 

“We will not leave any single 
person who is responsible for 
killing the people of Kerala,” he 
said and fixed the matter for 
hearing on September 27. 


Demolition will 
severely impact 
environment, 
says IIT study

THE DEMOLITION of four apart¬ 
ment complexes at Maradu in 
Kochi, as ordered by the 
Supreme Court for flouting 
norms of the Coastal Regulation 
Zone (CRZ) Act, can leave wide- 
ranging environmental effects, 
including severe impact on air 
quality, water bodies, loss of car¬ 
bon footprint and generation of 
massive waste, an assessment 
report by a team of engineers at 
IIT Madras showed. 

The report, submitted to 
Kerala government last week, 
was compiled after site inspec¬ 
tions and meetings with officials 
of Maradu municipality, Kerala 
Coastal Zone Management 
Authority and Kerala State 
Council for Science, Technology 
and Environment. 

The report recommends the 
method of implosion — demoli¬ 
tion using explosives — but adds 
cautiously that the foundations 
of the buildings would consist of 
bored cast-in-situ reinforced 
concrete piles. 


Mentally challenged 
man from UP beaten 
to death in Gujarat 


Kerala driver who set 
self on fire after ‘threats’ 
from CITU men dies

RAJKOT, SEPTEMBER 23 

A MENTALLY challenged man 
from Uttar Pradesh was allegedly 
beaten to death by seven persons 
after he smashed the window 
panes of their quarters in Moti 
Khavdi village of Jamnagar dis¬ 
trict early on Sunday. 

Police said that it was not a 
case of mob lynching and that 
they had arrested three persons 
in this connection. 

The victim has been identi¬ 
fied as Ramdulare Chauhan (35), 
a native of UP’s Kushinagar 
district. 

Meghpar police sub-inspec¬ 
tor Dashrathsinh Vadher said 
that the victim entered the com¬ 
pound of the house located be¬ 
hind Govind Complex in Moti 
Khavdi at around 4 am Sunday 
and allegedly smashed the win¬ 
dow panes with an iron rod. The 
tenants came out and an alterca¬ 
tion ensued. 

“The man assaulted one of 
the tenants with an iron road. In 
retaliation, the tenants also 
kicked and punched and beat 
him with stick and polymer 
pipes following which the man 


died on the spot,” Sandeep 
Chaudhary, Assistant 

Superintendent of Police (ASP) 
of Jamnagar said. 

The ASP said that seven per¬ 
sons were involved in the alleged 
murder. They have been identified 
as Prabhakar Tripathi, Yogesh 
Singh, Manoj Singh, Sahil Ansari, 
Prakash Kumar, Santosh Kumar 
and Shivaji. “All the accused are 
from Uttar Pradesh and Bihar and 
are employed as supervisors in a 
factory in Khavdi. We have ar¬ 
rested Prabhakar, Yogesh and 
Manoj on Monday, while the other 
four are on the run,” Vadher said. 

The factory owner, Akhilesh 
Kumar Singh, had taken the 
house on rent for his employees. 
“Ten others also live there. They 
alerted Akhilesh, who in turn 
contacted us,” the sub-inspector 
said. 

Based on a complaint filed by 
the factory owner, Meghpar po¬ 
lice booked the seven for mur¬ 
der, rioting, voluntarily causing 
hurt and common intent. 

Jamnagar SP Sharad Singhal, 
said it was not a case of mob 
lynching. “The victim abused the 
accused, there was a fight and he 
got killed. This is not a case of 
mob lynching,” Singhal said.

AN AUTO-RICKSHAW driver 
known to be a BJP sympathiser, 
who set himself on fire last week 
after CITU supporters allegedly 
harassed him, succumbed to his 
injuries Sunday. Police have ar¬ 
rested four CITU supporters in 
connection with the incident and 
booked several others. 

It is alleged that the accused 
did not let N Rajesh (43) from 
Kozhikode ply his auto-rickshaw 
because he did not support the 
CPM, which the CITU is affiliated 
to, and refused to join the trade 
union. 

Rajesh, who belonged to the 
fish workers’ community, eked 
out a living by collecting and sell¬ 
ing oysters until recently. When 
the traditional job failed to keep 
him afloat, he took a bank loan of 
Rs 1.5 lakh and bought an auto¬ 
rickshaw three months ago. 

His wife Rajeesha said, 
“Rajesh was not allowed to ply the 
auto-rickshaw. The CITU support¬ 
ers prevented him from parking 
the vehicle at Elathur, where he 
was assigned to operate by local 


police. Whenever he tried to park 
the auto-rickshaw at the auto 
stand, the CITU-affiliated auto¬ 
rickshaw operators threatened 
him. They wanted him to join 
CITU and Rajesh was not willing 
to. For three months, they did not 
allow my husband to work. 
Several times they blocked the 
vehicle and threatened him.” 

Local BJP leader KT Santhosh 
said the CITU supporters would 
stop passengers from getting 
into Rajesh’s auto-rickshaw. 
“They campaigned among the 
local groups that Rajesh should 
be boycotted. He was dejected 
over the harassment and was 
worried about repayment of his 
loan. Last Saturday, he was as¬ 
saulted while he was sitting in 
his auto-rickshaw. Soon after, he 
set himself on fire," he said. 

Elathur SHO C Anitha Kumari 
said Rajesh was given a permit 
to operate his auto-rickshaw at 
Elathur and he had obtained all 
necessary permits. 

CITU Kozhikode district sec¬ 
retary T Dasan said he would not 
comment on the issue as it is un¬ 
der police investigation. “I am yet 
to get details about the incident. 
Let police investigation reveal 
the facts,” he said. 


Rajasthan cops parade 13 accused in underwear

THE RAJASTHAN Police paraded 
13 men, accused of helping a 
gangster escape from a police sta- 
tion, in their undergarments 
through a busy market on Sunday. 

Earlier this month, Vikram 
Gujjar alias Papla escaped from 
the Behror police station after 
more than a dozen men allegedly 
armed with AK-47 rifles barged 
in and fired several rounds at the 
police before escaping. 


Papla, who is from 
Mahendragarh in neighbouring 
Haryana, is wanted in five mur¬ 
der cases. 

On Sunday, the parade was 
conducted amid heavy security, 
with more than hundred police 
personnel accompanying the ac¬ 
cused. The police said the parade 
was done to reconstruct the 
crime scene. 

“It was done for reconstruc¬ 
tion of the crime scene. The in¬ 
vestigation is being done by the 
SOG (special operations group) 
and in order to reach the conclu¬ 


sion of their investigation and to 
connect all the clues, this was a 
process. Because their scene of 
crime was spread throughout 
the market, we were verifying as 
to where they were standing. 
Our job is only to connect the 
points of investigation. We are 
not thinking about other things 
as to what impact this will have 
or not,” Bhiwadi SP Amandeep 
Singh Kapoor said. 

Papla was detained for ques¬ 
tioning at Behror police station 
on September 6 after police in¬ 
tercepted his SUV during pa¬ 


trolling. An amount of Rs 31.90 
lakh was seized and he was 
taken into custody for further in¬ 
terrogation. He was being ques¬ 
tioned at the police station when 
armed men barged in and man¬ 
aged to flee with Papla. 

Rajasthan Police had come un¬ 
der severe criticism following the 
incident and since then have de¬ 
ployed a large part of its resources 
to arrest Gujjar and the men who 
helped him escape. So far 19 men 
have been arrested in the case, 
with the SOG also tailing the ac¬ 
cused. -WITH PTI INPUTS 


After 28-yr wait for reports, Bihar court 
delivers verdict in 45-yr-old murder case

IN WHAT seems to be a classic 
case of the justice delivery 
process being delayed due to 
lackadaisical approach of the po¬ 
lice and district administration, a 
family from Pothia village under 
Bhagalpur’s Sanhaula police sta¬ 
tion is now waiting for the 
Bhagalpur Civil Court to pro¬ 
nounce quantum of sentence in 
a 45-year-old murder case. 

After unsuccessfully de¬ 
manding post-mortem and 
forensic science laboratory re¬ 
ports for 28 years, the court had 
to proceed with accounts of 
seven witnesses and material ev¬ 
idence to convict one of the five 
accused on September 18. The 
quantum of sentence is due to be 
pronounced on Wednesday. 

The case relates to the murder 
of Pothia resident and survey in¬ 
spector Dhananjay Choudhary on 
April 28,1974 over a land dispute.

Regular hearings began in 1991 af¬ 
ter the case remained pending for 
17 years in the absence of proper 
follow-up. The case went through 
a dozen courts and saw endless 
correspondence between courts, 
police and health department in 
search of post-mortem and foren¬ 
sic reports. 

Additional and Districtjudge 
M P Singh convicted Choudhary’s 
distant cousin Chaturanand 
Choudhary (65) but acquitted

Chandra Kishan Choudhary 
and Ramvilas Yadav died a few 
years ago.

Additional Public Prosecutor

“The court observed on the day of 
conviction that it had been 
enough and decided to deliver the 
verdict without the two reports.” 

At Pothia village, Madhuri 
Devi, wife of Choudhary’s son 
Subhash, said, “The case has 
taken a toll on all of us... My eld¬ 
est brother-in-law Dilip 
Choudhary, who first followed 
the case, died three years ago.” 

Choudhary’s nephew 
Rajkishore Choudhary, who had 
to stay away from the village due 
to fear of the accused, said, 
“Chaturanand’s family had to sell 
out about 70 bighas of land fight¬ 
ing the case. Yet they could not 
tilt the course of natural justice.”

Telling Numbers 

In higher learning, the gender 
breakup in courses and states 
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THE ALL India Survey on Higher 
Education (AISHE) 2018-19, aspects of 
which were reported in The Indian 
Express on Sunday, looks at, among 
other aspects, the gender distribution 
of students enrolled in various higher 
education courses in the country. The 
total estimated student enrolment in 
the country is 3,73,99,388, out of 
whom nearly 51.36% are male and the 
remaining 48.64% are female. 

Course levels 

The gender ratio is higher on the 
male side in most courses, but there are 
exceptions — female enrolment is 
higher at M Phil, postgraduate and cer¬ 
tificate levels. Enrolment at undergrad¬ 
uate level is 51 % male and 49% female, 
while diploma has a highly skewed dis¬ 
tribution at 66.8% male and 33.2% fe¬ 
male. At PhD level, male enrolment is 
56.18% and female enrolment is43.82%. 
At integrated level, the distribution 
57.50% male and 42.50% female. PG 
Diploma student enrolment is 54.09% 
male and 45.91% female. 

The states 

A higher overall share of male stu¬ 
dents in enrolment is a trend also in 
most of the states. The top six states 
in terms of total student enrolment— 
Uttar Pradesh, Maharashtra, Tamil 
Nadu, West Bengal, Rajasthan and 
Karnataka — account for 54.23% of the 
total enrolment in India. The female 
students in these states represent 


54.43% of the female students across 
India, and the male students in these 
six states account for 54.05% of the 
male students across India. 

In Uttar Pradesh, with the highest 
student enrolment in India, male stu¬ 
dents account for 49.30%. 
Maharashtra, with the second high¬ 
est student enrolment, has 54.95% 
male and 45.05% female students. 
Tamil Nadu has 50.87% male and 
49.13% female, West Bengal has 
50.37% male and 49.63% female stu¬ 
dents, Karnataka has 50.04% female 
students, and Rajasthan has more 
male students than female students. 

Student categories 

SC student enrolment is 14.89% of 
the total enrolment and the male-fe¬ 
male ratio is more or less similar to 
that of all categories. Students belong¬ 
ing to the ST category constitute 5.53% 
of the total student enrolment; here 
again, the male-female ratio is simi¬ 
lar to the overall national ratio. Among 
OBC students, who constitute 36.34% 
of the total number of students, 
50.83% are male. 

In the minority category, data on 
Muslims were collected separately. 
The survey found that 5.23% students 
belong to Muslim minority and 2.32% 
to other minority communities. 
Among Muslims, there more male 
students than female, whereas among 
other minorities, there are more fe¬ 
male students than male.

The debate over status of Hindi 

Many of today’s assertions and apprehensions about the alleged imposition of Hindi over the rest of India

NEW DELHI,SEPTEMBER23 

HOME MINISTER Amit Shah’s Hindi Diwas 
(September 14) call for “one language” for all 
of India triggered protests. Shah said that 
while it was natural to have a difference of 
opinion on the official language of a Union as 
diverse as India, the founding fathers of the 
Constitution had evaluated all arguments in 
the Constituent Assembly and agreed unan¬ 
imously to have Hindi as the “Raj Bhasha”. 

It was almost exactly 70 years ago, be¬ 
tween September 12 and September 14, 
1949, that the Constituent Assembly of India 
discussed the language question. 

President Rajendra Prasad underlined the 
great importance and sensitivity of the de¬ 
bate: “Even if we (get) a proposition passed 
by majority, if it does not meet with the ap¬ 
proval of any considerable section of peo¬ 
ple..., the implementation of the Constitution 
will become a most difficult problem”. 

These are edited excerpts of what some of 
the members of the Constituent Assembly 
said. Many of their arguments are echoed in 
India even today. 

N GOPALASWAMI AYYANGAR pre¬ 
sented the initial draft and the first amend¬ 
ment. It said Hindi in Devanagari script 
should be the official language, but English 
should be used for at least 15 years. 

SETH GOVIND DAS argued that Hindi 
should replace English at the earliest. 
“Democracy can only function when major¬ 
ity opinion is honoured... We have accepted 
our country to be a secular State but we never 
thought that that acceptance implied the ac¬ 
ceptance of the continued existence of het¬ 
erogeneous cultures... We do not want it to 
be said that there are two cultures here.” 

NAZIRUDDIN AHMAD, by contrast, cau¬ 
tioned: “We should not make a declaration of 
an All India language all at once. English 
should continue... till a time when an All India 
language is evolved, which will be capable 
of expressing the thoughts and ideas on var¬ 
ious subjects, scientific, mathematical, liter¬ 
ary, historical, philosophical, political...” 

MOHD HIFZUR RAHMAN argued for re¬ 
placing Hindi with Hindustani, the language 
that Mahatma Gandhi favoured. The clam¬ 
our for Hindi was “the reaction of the 
Partition” — “in this state of grief and anger... 
they are showing their narrow-mindedness 
against a particular community. They want to 
settle the language question in the atmos¬ 
phere of political bigotry...” 

R V DHULEKAR presented a forceful 


counter-argument: “...I belong to Indian na¬ 
tion, the Hindi Nation, the Hindu Nation, the 
Hindustani Nation. I do not know why you 
say it is not the National Language. I shudder 
at the idea that our universities, schools and 
colleges, and our scientists should, even after 
the attainment of Swaraj, have to continue 
to work in the English language...” 

FRANK ANTHONY cautioned that the 
Hindi that was being imposed was very dif¬ 
ferent from the one that common people 
spoke. “In this present fanatical movement 
a new kind of Hindi which is unintelligible 
to the Hindi speaking Hindu in the street..., a 
highly Sanskritised Hindi will be imposed...” 

QAZISYED KARIMUDDIN pitched for 
Hindustani: “Why you are denying the 
Muslims their rights by banning Urdu script? 
You have got a majority so you are trying to 
ban it completely — to finish it... Only that 
language in which both Hindus and Muslims 
easily express themselves, i.e. Hindustani, 
should be made the national language.” 

LAKSHMINARAYAN SAHU argued for 
Hindi being made the national language. “I 
can also claim the same status for Oria, 
which is far more ancient than Bengali... 
Some people are so much enamoured of 
English that they think they would lose their 
very existence if English is not used as the 
official language...” 

N V GADGIL on the other hand, said 
Sanskrit should be the national language, and 
English should be retained “for at least one 
century more”. Hindi, he said, is a provincial 


language: “there are languages in which lit¬ 
erature is far more rich, and yet we have ac¬ 
cepted Hindi as the national language". 

T A RAMALINGAM CHETHAR said this 
“very difficult question... probably means life 
and death for the South”. He had “great ad¬ 
miration for the Hindi people”, but “they will 
have to realise that we too may have some 
patriotism and love for our language, for our 
literature...”, and Hindi “is no more national 
to us than English or any other language”. 

SATISH CHANDRA SAMANTA said 
Bengali should be the national language be¬ 
cause, among other things, it was the lan¬ 
guage of Bande Mataram, the poem that in¬ 
spired the freedom struggle. 

SYAMA PRASAD MOOKERJEE said he 
did not share the view of those who speak of 
the day “when India shall have one language 
and one language only”. “Unity in diversity 
is India’s keynote and must be achieved by a 
process of understanding and consent, and 
for that a proper atmosphere has to be cre¬ 
ated.” If “the protagonists of Hindi had not 
been perhaps so aggressive in their demands 
and enforcement of Hindi, they would have 
got perhaps more than what they expected, 
by spontaneous and willing co-operation of 
the entire population of India”. 

Mookerjee said that for Hindi to “really 
occupy an All-India position and not merely 
replace English for certain official purposes” 
it must be made “worthy of that position” by 
allowing it to “absorb by natural process 
words and idioms not only from Sanskrit but 


also from other sister languages of India...” 

JAWAHARLAL NEHRU recalled Gandhi’s 
views on this question. One, “while English is 
a great language (that) has done us a lot of 
good, no nation can become great on the ba¬ 
sis of a foreign language”. Two, the chosen 
language should be “more or less a language 
of the people, not a language of a learned co¬ 
terie”. And three, “this language should rep¬ 
resent the composite culture of India”. 

Nehru, however, cautioned against im¬ 
posing Hindi on all of India’s peoples. In the 
speeches of “the enthusiasts for Hindi”, he 
said, he had detected “a tone of authoritari¬ 
anism, very much a tone of the Hindi-speak¬ 
ing area being the centre of things in India, 
the centre of gravity, and others being just 
the fringes of India”. This, Nehru said, was 
“not only an incorrect approach, but ...a dan¬ 
gerous approach”. 

PANDIT RAVI SHANKAR SHUKLA of the 

Central Provinces and Berar argued that Hindi 
is prevalent “almost everywhere”, and should 
“be made the common language throughout 
India”. He advised “friends from the South” 
to “learn Hindi as early as possible”. 

G DURGABAI of Madras expressed 
“shock” at the way Hindi in Devanagari script 
was being pushed. Giving “a national char¬ 
acter to what is purely a provincial language 
is responsible for embittering the feelings of 
the non-Hindi speaking people”, she said. 

SHANKARRAO DEO of Bombay warned 
that “one culture” has “dangerous implica¬ 
tions”. “The Chief of the RSS appeals in the 
name of culture. Some Congressmen also ap¬ 
peal in the name of culture. Nobody tells us 
what exactly this word ‘culture’ means. Today, 
as it is interpreted and understood, it only 
means the domination of the few over the 
many... To me it means the killing of the soul 
of India.” India stood for “ vividhata ”, Deo said. 

MAULANA ABUL KALAM AZAD ex¬ 
pressed disappointment that the Congress 
had given up its consensus on Hindustani: 
“It was this narrow-mindedness... which had 
buried the glory and advancement of ancient 
India in the darkness of gloom... Of all the ar¬ 
guments employed against Hindustani, 
greatest emphasis has been laid on the point 
that if Hindustani is accepted then Urdu also 
will have to be accommodated. But Urdu is 
one of the Indian Languages. It was born and 
bred and brought up in India and it is the 
mother tongue of millions of Hindus and 
Muslims of this country.”

How AWS lets users keep data within India

AS INDIA starts conversations on whether 
companies should keep more of their criti¬ 
cal data within India, companies like Amazon 
Web Services (AWS) have started offering the 
option of choosing to keep the data within 
the boundaries of India. A number of private 
companies, public sector institutions and 
even state governments have started opting 
for this. 

But how does Amazon Web Sevices, the 
world’s leading vendor of public cloud 
services, manage its data centres spread 
across the world? 

To start with, it divides its services into its 
22 regions around the world, one of which 
is Mumbai. Within each region, AWS has 
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high speed ‘dark fibre’ connectivity. 


multiple availability zones, each 
basically a collection of one or 
more data centres. Overall, a re¬ 
gion is a collection of three or 
more availability zones — 

Amazon does not share the num¬ 
ber of data centres around 
Mumbai. 

“In India, we have three 
availability zones. We ensure is 
that each availability zone is in¬ 
dependently fault tolerant,” 

Manav Sehgal, head of solutions 
architecture at Amazon Web 
Services, explained to The Indian 
Express. Within the availability 
zone, AWS ensures that risks like floods are 
taken into consideration. So if one data cen¬ 
tre faces any risk of flooding, the other 
should have lower risk of flooding. Each 
availability zone is connected with a very 


Where are these data centres? 

“We don’t share exact location. Even I 
don’t know the exact location,” said Sehgal, 


Can the customer choose where 
to keep data? 

The customer gets the choice to 
store data within India or choose to 
move it outside. This can be done 
from the AWS console itself by se¬ 
lecting the region. “Customers for whom 
data sovereignty or data residency within 
India is important, like government cus¬ 
tomers, keep it in the Mumbai region,” 
Sehgal said. 


explaining how Amazon follows the 
“principle of least privilege”, of the 
“first principle of security”. “So if I, as 
a senior executive, don’t need to 
know where my data centre is, I 
should not know. If we tell everyone 
where the data centres are, then that 
becomes a threat for all our cus¬ 
tomers,” he said. 


First in pollution control: how Surat industries will trade particulate matter

LAST WEEK, the Gujarat government 
launched what is being described as the 
world’s first market for trading in particu¬ 
late matter emissions. While trading mech¬ 
anisms for pollution control do exist in 
many parts of the world, none of them is for 
particulate matter emissions. For example, 
the CDM (carbon development mecha¬ 
nism) under the Kyoto Protocol allows trade 
in ‘carbon credits’: the European Union’s 
Emission Trading System is for greenhouse 
gas emission: and India has a scheme run 
by the Bureau of Energy Efficiency that en¬ 
ables trading in energy units. 

How will the Gujarat scheme work? 

Launched in Surat, the Emissions 
Trading Scheme (ETS) is a regulatory tool 
that is aimed at reducing the pollution load 
in an area and at the same time minimising 
the cost of compliance for the industry. ETS 
is a market in which the traded commodity 
is particulate matter emissions. The Gujarat 
Pollution Control Board (GPCB) sets a cap 
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on the total emission load from all indus¬ 
tries. Various industries can buy and sell the 
ability to emit particulate matter, by trad¬ 
ing permits (in kilograms) under this cap. 
For this reason, ETS is also called a cap-and- 
trade market. 

How many industrial units are 
participating in ETS? 

Live trading began last Tuesday, with 88 
industries taking part in the first round out 
of 155 that have joined ETS so far. Emission 
permits worth Rs 2.78 lakh were traded. 
These industries are from sectors including 
textiles, chemicals and sugar, and spread 
over an area of 50-30 sq km. These indus¬ 
tries use either coal or bagasse (residue af¬ 
terjuice is extracted from sugarcane) as fuel, 
thus emitting a high amount of ash. The 
participants were selected on the basis of 
the size of their chimneys — those with a 
diameter of 24 inches or more. “So most of 
the participants are larger players,” said N 
M Tabhani, member secretary of GPCB. 

Why was Surat chosen for the scheme? 

In the last five years, the quality of air in 
Surat has deteriorated. In 2013, when the 


project was conceptualised, the PM10 level 
at Air India Building in Surat was 86 micro¬ 
grams per cubic metre. According to GPCB 
annual reports, pollution levels have in¬ 
creased between 120-220 per cent, with 
PM10 in 2018 reaching 189 pg/cu. m at Air 
India Building, 282 pg/cu. m at Sachin 
Industrial Estate and 261 pg/cu. m at Garden 
Silk Mills. Surat was chosen because its in¬ 
dustrial associations agreed to run the pi¬ 
lot scheme, said officials associated with the 
project. Also, industries in Surat had already 
installed Continuous Emission Monitoring 
Systems, which makes it possible to esti¬ 
mate the mass of particulate matter being 
released. 

How does the trading take place? 

At the beginning of every one-month 
compliance period (during which one emis¬ 
sion permit is valid), 80 per cent of the total 
cap of280 tonnes for that period is distrib¬ 
uted free to all participant units. These per¬ 
mits are allocated based on an industry’s 
emission sources (boilers, heaters, genera¬ 
tors) as this determines the amount of par¬ 
ticulate matter emitted. GPCB will offer the 
remaining 20 per cent of the permits during 


the first auction of the compliance period, at 
a floor price of Rs 5 per kilogram. 
Participating units may buy and sell per¬ 
mits among each other during the period. 
The price is not allowed to cross a ceiling of 
Rs 100 per kilogram or fall below Rs 5 per 
kg, both of which may be adjusted after a 
review. On Tuesday, GPCB put out 55,993 
permits, of which 55,614 were traded. 

How are the auctions conducted? 

These take place on the ETS-PM trading 
platform hosted by the National 
Commodities and Derivatives Exchange e- 
Markets Limited (NeML). All participants 
must register a trading account with NeML. 
Transactions are linked to the bank ac¬ 
counts of the users, who can view updates 
through these accounts. 

There are two types of auctions. In the 
Uniform Price Auction every Tuesday be¬ 
tween 3 and 5 pm, the week’s permit price 
is discovered by participating members 
through bidding. Second, there is a contin¬ 
uous market between Wednesday and 
Monday (2 pm to 5 pm) where members 
will buy and sell permits whose prices were 
fixed on Tuesday. 



For a true-up period of 2-7 days before 
the completion of the compliance period, 
units may continue to buy and sell any re¬ 
maining permits at the final auction price 
to meet their compliance obligations. 

How will ETS help reduce emissions? 

“Industries in this area are emitting way 
above [the cap] at 362 tonnes per month. 
To bring them down to 280 will be a huge 
reduction. In the future this cap may be re¬ 
duced below 280 tonnes,” said Gargi 
Goswami, a research associate at Abdul Latif 
Jameel Poverty Action Lab (J-PAL) with its 
global office at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, J-PAL, along with Energy Policy 
Institute at the University of Chicago in 
India, and NeML and South Gujarat Textile 
Processors Association are partners in the 
ETS project. 

“These permits are not a way to allow in¬ 
dustries to keep polluting. Purchasing per¬ 
mits is only an interim measure for many of 
these units who find it financially difficult 
to install air pollution control measures. In 
other words it helps you buy some time and 
make investments later. So the idea of this 
scheme is also to make sure that some units 


realise that it is cheaper to install APCM and 
reduce emissions rather than buy permits 
at a higher cost that will vary due to the bid¬ 
ding process,” Goswami said. 

Will there be a punitive action for non- 
compliance? 

Based on permits held by units at the 
close of the compliance and true-up peri¬ 
ods, units will be declared compliant or 
non-compliant. An environmental damage 
compensation at Rs 200/kg will be imposed 
for emissions in excess of a unit’s permit 
holdings at the end of the compliance pe¬ 
riod. This amount will be deducted from an 
environmental damage compensation de¬ 
posit that each unit has to submit before the 
start of the scheme — Rs 2 lakh for small 
units, Rs 3 lakh for medium ones and Rs 10 
lakh for large units. After any deduction, a 
unit will have to deposit extra money to 
meet that shortfall. 

To prevent any participant from hoarding 
permits, an upper limit has been set —1.5 
times the initial allocation for the compliance 
period, or 3 per cent of the market cap for the 
compliance period. Also, no unit may sell 
more than 90 per cent of its initial allocation.

Brothers in arms 

For PM Modi, President Trump, Indian-American community is 
an important constituency and a diplomatic bridge 

E NGAGING ACTIVELY WITH the Indian diaspora has been a hallmark of Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi’s foreign policy, and the BJP’s ideology, since 2014. In 
almost every official foreign trip, PM Modi has interacted with the local Indian 
community. The event in Houston on Sunday was significantly larger than the 
others of its kind, including the two previous such interactions in the US. And while the 
diaspora has thrived across the globe, they are much better integrated in the English- 
speaking world. The US, as a nation of immigrants, has more readily embraced talented 
Indians and at the same time, the organisation and mobilisation of hyphenated Americans 
is quite common. But even given this context, there is a great significance to the “Howdy 
Modi” event. The audience at the NRG stadium — 50,000 strong — was the largest any 
foreign leader has drawn other than the Pope. The PM displayed his ability to connect 
with an audience, to speak of India to Indians abroad. And it is the first time an American 
president has joined a visiting leader at a diaspora event. As one of the wealthiest and 
fastest-growing minorities in the US, Indian-Americans are increasingly influential in US 
society and politics. And as a group drawn from the Indian middle classes, they are an 
important bridge to the US for India. 

For Modi, there is a tactical calculus behind the event. The grand show is a way of mo¬ 
bilising the diaspora for India’s national development as well as a vehicle to further New 
Delhi’s diplomatic goals. The aim also appears to be to generate support outside the coun¬ 
try for the PM’s political moves and those of his party, such as the erosion of Jammu and 
Kashmir’s special status, its bifurcation and downgrading to a Union Territory. For Trump, 
who is running for re-election, the event was about reaching out to the large Indian- 
American community. This convergence of interests of the two leaders is being framed 
as a celebration of the Indo-US relationship and as a basis for expanding common ground 
and overcoming thorny bilateral issues like the trade imbalance. 

However, the bonhomie between the President and the Prime Minister did not hide 
some of the downsides that emerged from the event. Modi seemed close to crossing the 
red line on intervening in US domestic politics when he nearly endorsed Trump’s re-elec¬ 
tion — “ab ki baar, Trump sarkar," he said. He was also unable to resist the temptation of crit¬ 
icising Pakistan, albeit indirectly. On the other hand, while Trump talked of combating 
radical Islamic terror and India’s border security, New Delhi cannot ignore Tmmp’s recent 
outreach to Imran Khan. President Trump continues to have a stake in the development 
of the US-Pakistan relationship and the outcome of his meeting with Khan in New York may 
not necessarily please Modi. On a positive note, the prime minister’s decision to highlight 
India’s pluralism as an intrinsic part of its identity is a welcome assertion, given that Home 
Minister Amit Shah’s statements on immigration and language policy recently engen¬ 
dered widespread fears of India’s monochromatisation under the present government. 


Eye on revenue 

Rationalisation and simplification of GST may have to wait 
following the corporate tax cuts 

T HE GST COUNCIL meeting in Goa last week was overshadowed by the finance 
minister’s announcement of a steep cut in corporate tax and a few other 
changes in direct taxes to counter the slowdown and to revive business sen¬ 
timent. The corporate tax break naturally eliminated the chance of a cut in 
GST rates sought by the automobile industry, now facing its worst slump in decades, and 
the FMCG sector. The fitment committee with representatives from both states and the 
Centre was not convinced by the industry’s arguments and chose to reject their demand 
considering the revenue implications. 

Given the state of the economy and below par revenue collections, rate cuts by the 
GST Council were modest this time with the lowering of tariffs for hotel rooms and out¬ 
door catering, to provide a boost to the tourism industry, rate cuts on precious and semi¬ 
precious stones besides zero tax on jewellery exports and a hike in caffeinated bever¬ 
ages. But over two years after the introduction of GST, there is much to worry for both 
the Union government and states. System-related issues still persist, reflected in the ab¬ 
sence verification of statements of sales and purchases or invoice matching and leading 
to claims of huge input tax credit set offs and charges of shell companies being formed 
to beat the taxman. The delay in unveiling a revised return and a relatively softer enforce¬ 
ment mechanism in many states could be costly in terms of maximisation of revenues. 
The other major concern now is the grand bargain of a compensation to states spread 
over five years to persuade them to buy into the new regime. With the growth slowdown, 
what that implies is pressure on the Centre to ensure that the compensation cess and 
funds are adequate. 

In the current scenario, it is clear that states will not accept any suggestion to lower the 
compensation structure, especially after last week’s direct tax cuts amounting to Rs 1.45 
lakh crore. The tax cuts impact states too since it will eat into their share of the tax pool. 
What all these signal is that the wait for rationalisation of rates or a simplified two or 
three tier structure may have to be longer. 


Packing a punch 


Amit Panghal’s historic World Championship silver points 
to a new spring in Indian boxing 


A FTER DECADES SPENT looking on through the ropes from the ringside, Indian 
boxing announced itself to the Olympics with a stinging 1-2 combination. 
Vijender Singh opened country’s account with a bronze in Beijing, Mary 
Korn followed suit with one at London. Then came a body blow. The na¬ 
tional body was suspended, and Indian boxing keeled over. During an Olympic cycle 
when the breakout performances should’ve bred more contenders, the sport floundered. 
After the nadir of a disastrous campaign in Rio, the formation of the Boxing Federation of 
India (BFI) in 2016 has brought about a revival, the latest chapter of which is Amit Panghal’s 
historic World Championship silver, the first for an Indian in the men’s category. 

The revival, however, is about more than just the medals. The health of Indian boxing 
can be gauged by the talent pool, especially in the men’s section. Another indicator is the 
large net being cast. The Bhiwani Boxing Club served as a conveyor belt for long, but the sport 
has moved beyond Haryana. Along with the Northeastern states, it remains the cradle, but 
pockets are opening up in Maharashtra, Uttarakhand and Himachal Pradesh. The Services 
team deserves credit as well for shaping six of the eight boxers who competed at the Worlds 
in Russia. State-of-the-art training facilities such as the Army Sports Institute in Pune and 
competent coaches are further bringing India on par with several powerhouses. 

But the Worlds is not enough. Glory remains reserved for Olympic medallists, and the 
ultimate test will be in Tokyo next year. India’s Olympic plans have again been dented, the 
culprit this time being the suspended world body, and the postponed qualifiers. Not all 
is well in the federation too, issues owing to India’s sporting culture. The image-conscious 
stars are still protected, and occasional lack of transparency is frustrating. Next month’s 
World Championships could also be the reality check for women. One thing though is 
for certain: This is not a false dawn.

THE MODI-TRUMP spectacle at Houston is a 
window to the politics of our times. Such a 
spectacle has its ethical dangers. But in purely 
political terms, it cannot be judged by our 
conventional categories. We can worry about 
whether the claims made so resoundingly 
by Narendra Modi and Donald Trump fit the 
reality on the ground. But politics is not about 
correspondence with truth; it is about tap¬ 
ping into anxieties and making people be¬ 
lieve. We might believe that there are red 
lines where international politics should not 
get entangled with domestic partisanship. 
But those conventions were blurred even in 
the last US election, by Benjamin Netanyahu 
and Vladimir Putin. We might scream moral¬ 
ity and human rights. But those have always 
been precarious things. Now there is such 
contempt for them that they are not even the 
currency of hypocrisy. Forget convention. 
Houston was about new forms of power. 
Modi’s immediate goal was to show the 
world that India stands with him; and India 
that the US stands with it. Pakistan was cut to 
size. But, beyond immediate politics, 
Houston was also an expression of a larger 
politics. What are its elements? 

Modi’s political alchemy has always con¬ 
sisted of the fact that he does two things si¬ 
multaneously. He projects leadership and re¬ 
solve. But in his liturgy he also artfully stands 
in as the representative of the nation; he con¬ 
stantly produces that identification. For in¬ 
stance, in this narrative, the abrogation of 
Article 370 does not become an act of his gov¬ 
ernment, it becomes the will of the Indian 
people which he carries. One can criticise a 
government. But who would dare indict the 
Indian people for their choices? These rallies 
in the overseas context make this identifica¬ 
tion between him and the nation easier.

It will be the Indian prime minister leading in 
taking the American president’s hand and 
making him do a round in a homage to the 
power of the Indian community. We may de¬ 
cry this as illusory politics. But we still do not 
have a political vocabulary to disrupt this 
spectacle. 

Modi is not shy of thinking of the diaspora 
as a possible unified force in world politics. 
There is a curious irony here: While so many 
Indians used to worry that membership in 
assorted transnational communities like the 
umma are a threat to the nation state, Hindu 
nationalism sees ethnicity as a fundamental 
transnational force, an identification that sur¬ 
vives the partitions of nationality and citizen¬ 
ship. At this geopolitical juncture, there is the 
belief that transnational ethnic identification 
does not conflict with national citizenship. 
So, an assertive celebration of trans-ethnic 
identification in this form is not seen as jeop¬ 
ardising the claims of citizenship. 

In the case of the Indian diaspora in 
America, this is made easier by the India-US 
alignment. For the last decade or so, there 
has been the belief that India and the US are 
in the following relationship: They will of¬ 
ten have tough transactional issues to nego¬ 
tiate, from trade to Iran. But the fundamen¬ 
tal dynamics of the relationship now 
converge to a deep alignment, especially on 
security and defence matters. There is the 
contingent alignment in the fact that both 
Trump and Modi have contempt for open so¬ 
cieties and freedom. There was something 
chilling about the triumphalism of the mo¬ 
ment of an alliance against Islamic extrem¬ 
ism, shorn of any geopolitical nuance. It sig¬ 
nalled less a resolve to tackle a real problem 
effectively, and more a determination to find 
an enemy against whom to consolidate iden¬ 
tity, with a crowd cheering on. 

But the fundamental dynamic of the 
Indian relationship transcends political par¬ 
ties. It has grown deeper by the fact that cur¬ 


rently there is a bipartisan consensus on the 
gravity of the China challenge. What the 
India-US bonhomie does vis-a-vis China is 
an open question. India’s hope has always 
been that alignment with the US does not 
close more doors with China; in fact, it lever¬ 
ages them open. But these waters will be 
tested now. But Houston was the most spec¬ 
tacularly public and visible ideological affir¬ 
mation of that alignment. There are no China 
doves left in Washington. At least in relation 
to the US, this gives India a lot of head room. 
It probably underlies the confidence that 
even if the rally seems to shade into a parti¬ 
san endorsement of Trump, it will have no 
implications for relationships with the 
Democrats. 

How will this play out in US domestic pol¬ 
itics? That will depend on two things. India 
has sold the narrative that Kashmir has been 
in dire straits for the last 70 years. Even if 
there is a short-term crackdown, the long¬ 
term consequence will be much improved 
conditions for Kashmiris. But this promise is 
yet to be redeemed. All the signs are that it 
will not be. Second, we are probably under¬ 
estimating the “Leftward” turn in American 
politics, especially in Congress. Unlike in 
India, where the Right has now produced to¬ 
tal dominance, US politics is more deeply 
contested, and the negative effects of throw¬ 
ing a lot with a manifest endorsement of 
Trump are not entirely trivial. 

But while these concerns are valid, the 
lead up to the Houston event demonstrated 
the one advantage, Modi and even Trump 
have. They are not constrained, literally, by 
anything. A few months ago, the press was 
full of their lack of personal chemistry. Now, 
they are ideological blood brothers. On the 
economy, Modi can change policy tack with 
alacrity to change the narrative. That gives 
them the confidence that there is always a 
next move, a next spectacle available to 
them. They play politics spectacularly, in an 
emotion that elevates those who partici¬ 
pate. They have sold the thrill of power and 
prejudice over the sweetness of freedom 
and openness. And at the moment we are 
buying it.

A Legacy Of Service 

BNYugandharwas anti-hierarchical, an inspiration to young bureaucrats 


“YOU KNOW, looking back, you will not re¬ 
member who the cabinet secretary was 
when you were a young officer, but you will 
always remember who your director was at 
the Academy.” As I woke up to the sad news 
that B N Yugandhar is no more, I saw the 
truth in his words — born out of his two long 
stints at the Lai Bahadur Shastri National 
Academy of Administration, Mussoorie, 
where he was responsible for training pro¬ 
bationers and preparing them for the chal¬ 
lenges that lay ahead. 

For me, the loss feels very personal. I 
worked with him as a young officer, when 
he was Secretary, Rural Development, and, 
later in the PMO, when he was secretary to 
two PMs — P V Narasimha Rao and H D 
Deve Gowda. 

His was a life of inveterate do-gooding, 
and being in a position of great power in the 
PMO meant that he could push initiatives 
faster and further. To this end, he selected his 
foot soldiers well — young officers eager to 
deliver outcomes. In the Ministry of Rural 
Development (MoRD), he selected seven of 
us from the 1982 batch of the IAS. “My ’82 
Mafia,” he called us. 

Yugandhar could be a demanding boss. 
On my first day at the PMO, he said: “Here, 
we expect zero-error notes. After all, these 
are briefing notes for the PM. The staff is only 
there to physically hand over the related pa-

pers. You initiate the note, you do the re¬ 
search, you talk to the ministries. Remember: 
A zero-error note”. 

While being the kindest of men, he did 
not suffer fools lightly. His default manner of 
talking was acerbic, laced with sarcasm and 
humour. He was a sharp dresser, fond of his 
Arrow shirts, and enjoyed chilled beer at the 
IIC. About his heavy smoking, he would 
cough, rasp and then chuckle, as he said: “My 
doctor says that given my life-long smoking, 
I am statistically dead! ” 

Yugandhar was a prolific reader and his 
taste was eclectic. In the PMO, he kept a copy 
of Marcus Aurelius’ Meditations on his desk and 
read a few pages in between meetings. He 
waxed lyrical about Gopinath Mohanty’s 
Paraja and advised me to read this haunting 
story of the decline in fortune of a tribesman of 
the Paraja tribe in the hills of Orissa. 

You might wonder how a director with 
merely 14 years in the service could have 
this kind of access to an officer of his sen¬ 
iority and stature. This was because he was 
fundamentally unconcerned about status, 
rank or seniority. He was a man of blunt 
opinions, and he appreciated this in others. 
I always found him to be determinedly 
anti-hierarchical. 

Many may not know that the National 
Social Assistance Programme, launched in 
1995 as India’s umbrella programme for 


National Old Age Pensions, the Widow and 
Disability Pension in addition to other bene¬ 
fits, was very much Yugandhar’s idea and ini¬ 
tiative. While making a passionate case for 
protective social security for the poor, he 
would quote the late S Guhan, doyen of de¬ 
velopment studies in India: “For old-age pen¬ 
sions, I challenge anyone of you to give me 
an alternative. Can we do without pensions? 
Can we prevent old age?” 

He once told me with infinite regret: “As 
a young officer, I was poor and couldn’t do 
much for my parents. When I came back 
from my ESCAP posting (in Bangkok), I felt 
like a rich man. I wanted to buy things, buy 
curtains for my father’s house. But by that 
time, he was too old. These things meant 
nothing to him. The moment had passed.” 

In 1994, while he was serving in the 
MoRD, I asked him about his son. He replied 
in an off-hand way: “Oh, he is one of Bill 
Gates’ boys.” Twenty years later, in 2014, as 
the news broke of his son’s elevation to CEO 
of Microsoft, I wrote to congratulate him. He 
responded with a brief thanks. Nothing fur¬ 
ther was said. 

So, it is goodbye to the man, but also to 
the world he moved in and the values he rep¬ 
resented. It feels very much like a yuganta, 
his passing. Godspeed, sir.

India improves rank 

INDIA, DESPITE ITS problems, emerges in the 
latest annual report of the World Bank as a 
country which made solid gains in 1979 al¬ 
though the popular perception is that the 
Morarji Desai government took the country 
downhill.

Leaning on the states 

Defence is a national public good. It is the primary responsibility of the Centre 



THE AMENDMENT TO the terms of reference 
(TOR) issued to the Fifteenth Finance 
Commission asking it to examine “..a sepa¬ 
rate mechanism for funding of defence and 
internal security ought to be set up and if so, 
how such a mechanism could be opera¬ 
tionalised,” has triggered some suggestions 
on the need to have a relook at the assign¬ 
ment system and redesign of centrally spon¬ 
sored schemes (CSS). In an interesting arti¬ 
cle, Bibek Debroy (IE, September 22) rightly 
states that the Seventh Schedule is not cast 
in stone and that if the Union government is 
required to contribute to CSS in the State List, 
why should states not contribute to items in 
the Union List like defence. He also states that 
any restructuring/rationalisation of the CSS 
requires a relook at the Seventh Schedule and 
that this must be done with consultation 
with the states in an appropriate forum. 
These suggestions are important and need 
to be discussed in some detail. 

Clearly, the Constitution (except funda¬ 
mental rights) and, more particularly, the 
Seventh Schedule is not cast in stone. There 
have been as many as 103 amendments so 
far including a few in the Seventh Schedule. 
In fact, Article 368 provides for the amend¬ 
ment by introducing the bill in either house 
and passing it with a majority of the total 
membership of the house and at least two- 
thirds of members present and voting. In ad¬ 
dition, changes in Seventh Schedule requires 
ratification of the amendment by the legis¬ 
latures of at least one-half of the states. In fact, 
the 42nd amendment actually transferred 
five subjects from the State List to the 
Concurrent List which are: (a) Education; (b) 
forests ;(c) weights and measures ;(d) pro¬ 
tection of wild animals and birds and (e) ad¬ 
ministration of justice; constitution and or¬ 
ganisation of all courts except the Supreme 
Court and the High Court. 

The constitutional assignments between 
the central and subnational governments in 
federations are done broadly on the basis of 
their respective comparative advantage. The 
provision of national public goods is in the 
federal domain and those with the state-level 
public service span are assigned to the states 
as the latter are assumed to have compara¬ 
tive advantage in providing these services ac¬ 
cording to the varied preferences of the peo¬ 
ple. The transaction cost of providing state 
level public services at the central level is 
higher than scale economies. In addition, 
there are meritorious public services with in¬ 
ter-state spillovers and their efficient provi¬ 
sion requires subsidisation. Thus, while the 
provision of public services is mandated at 
subnational levels, financing is done either 
fully or partially by the Centre to ensure that 
a minimum standard of such services are 
provided across the country. 

In the Indian context, for this reason, 
there are central sector and centrally-spon¬ 
sored schemes. In the case of the former, 
funding is entirely by the Centre and states 
are merely implementing agencies. The CSS 
is a shared cost programme and is meant to 
ensure a minimum standard of service 
across the country. In fact, many of the 
schemes are introduced by the Centre on 
subjects in the State List ostensibly for their 
externalities but also to have a direct appeal

to the electorate. Not surprisingly, several 
schemes were introduced and they are now 
restmctured into 28 umbrella schemes clas¬ 
sified into “core of the core”, “core” and “op¬ 
tional” with states’ contribution fixed at 30 
per cent, 40 per cent and 50 per cent respec¬ 
tively for non-special category states. In prin¬ 
ciple, these schemes have expiry dates, but 
going by past experience, they are never 
folded up and always get repackaged. In fact, 
each of the schemes has multiple objectives 
and service delivery standards are not clearly 
defined. Under the Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan, 
for example, there are 42 interventions and 
states are required to prepare their budgets 
for each intervention with little flexibility 
and any change in the allocations between 
these heads would have to be approved by 
the Project Appraisal Board chaired by the 
Union HRD Secretary. 

In principle, there should be consultations 
with states in designing the schemes, but this 
is hardly done. The classic example is the 
health insurance scheme announced by the 
prime minister from the ramparts of the Red 
Fort in his Independence Day speech in 2018 
which evolved into “Ayushman Bharat”, re¬ 
quiring non-special category states to share 
40 per cent of the cost. Of course, in princi¬ 
ple, they can opt out, but only at a huge polit¬ 
ical cost. In fact, most schemes create perma¬ 
nent liabilities and do not have an effective 
expiry date. 

In fact, the Finance Commissions are 
aware of the need for specific purpose trans¬ 
fers to ensure minimum standards of meri¬ 
torious services and leave some fiscal space 
to the Centre to undertake CSS. Thus, the 
Fourteenth Finance Commission, while con¬ 
cluding that there is a compelling case for re¬ 
forming the existing system of fiscal trans¬ 
fers stated, “In our view, the Union 
government should continue to have fiscal 
space to provide grants for functions that are 
broadly in the nature of ‘overlapping func¬ 
tions’ and for area-specific interventions.” 

Can states pay for defraying expenditure 
on items in the Union List? In fact, Article 282 
has this provision when it states, “The Union 
or a State may make any grants for any pub¬ 
lic purpose, notwithstanding that the pur¬ 
pose is not one with respect to which 


Parliament or the Legislature of the State, as 
the case may be, may make laws”. However, 
the important question is that should the 
states be asked to pay for defence? 

Here, there are two specific reasons why 
they should not. First, defence is a national 
public good and keeping in view the princi¬ 
ple that the beneficiaries of services should 
pay for it, it becomes the primary responsi¬ 
bility of the Centre to defray the cost of pro¬ 
tecting all the people of the nation. Second, 
given the fact that the assigned expenditure 
responsibilities of the states are much larger 
than their revenue potential, the 
Constitution provides for the sharing of taxes 
collected by the Centre and making grants 
to them from the consolidated fund of the 
Centre based on the recommendations of 
the Finance Commission. The Finance 
Commission is supposed to take into account 
the capacities and needs of the Union and 
different states in making recommendations 
and the Centre’s need includes the require¬ 
ments for defence of the country. The TOR of 
the Fifteenth Finance Commission, for ex¬ 
ample, emphasises that it should have “..re¬ 
gard, among other considerations, to the de¬ 
mand on the resources of the Central 
government particularly on account of de¬ 
fence, internal security,...” 

Thus, once the commission makes recom¬ 
mendations after assessing the requirements 
including those for defence, the responsibility 
for defraying the expense falls on the Centre. 
The states simply do not have the resources 
to spend beyond the subjects in their domain 
because the Finance Commission will not pro¬ 
vide for it in its assessment. 

Indeed, there is a need to reform the CSS. 
There should be consultations in formulat¬ 
ing, designing and closing them down. “The 
one-size-fits-all” approach cannot succeed 
in a large and diverse country like India. As 
the schemes are implemented by states, they 
should have substantial flexibility to ensure 
that the schemes benefit the targeted 
groups. While these are important, it is not 
clear how a relook at the Seventh Schedule 
would achieve this objective.

chemistry 

India and the US need to address the vexed issues 
in trade. This will prepare New Delhi for 
profound changes in global economic order 
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by C Raja Mohan 


ATTHE HOUSTON spectacle on Sunday that 
bought together an enthusiastic Indian di¬ 
aspora, the personal chemistry between 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi and US 
President DonaldTrump was all too evident. 
But the celebrations at Texas must yield tan¬ 
gible outcomes at New York where the two 
leaders are set to meet again today on the 
margins of the United Nations General 
Assembly’s annual session. 

According to media reports, Modi and 
Trump are apparently racing to wrap up the 
negotiations on trade that have been under¬ 
way for some time. The speculation is about 
a “small deal” between the two countries. 
Yet, the two leaders also know that they 
need to look beyond the tactical and signal 
a change of direction in bilateral commer¬ 
cial engagement and set ambitious trade tar¬ 
gets for the near and medium term. 

In diplomacy, personal rapport and trust 
between the leaders is quite valuable. 
Although the leaders themselves might not 
negotiate the details of agreements, they 
need to communicate their respective inter¬ 
ests to each other and signal the political will 
to overcome domestic obstacles. 

Even more important is the recognition 
of your interlocutor’s priorities. When you 
address the other leader’s most important 
concern and give him or her room to claim 
victory, you will get a lot more in return. In 
the last two decades, the success of India’s 
engagement with the US has been rooted in 
Delhi’s sensible judgement about the im¬ 
mediate focus of the other leader. 

It is easily forgotten that the then 
External Affairs Minister Jaswant Singh of¬ 
fered quick unilateral support in May 2001 
when US President George W Bush’s an¬ 
nounced an initiative to build missile de¬ 
fences and move away from the doctrine of 
deterrence through nuclear terror. While 
Bush was being pilloried at home and 
abroad for overturning arms control ortho¬ 
doxy, Delhi’s support was more than wel¬ 
come in Washington. This was followed by 
Atal Bihari Vajpayee’s strong support for 
Bush’s war on terror immediately after 9/11 
and set the stage for a political and strategic 
approach to the Indo-US relationship that 
was hobbled for decades by disputes over 
nuclear issues. 

Delhi’s new political warmth to America 
saw Bush extend unprecedented support for 
India’s rise and nudge a reluctant US estab¬ 
lishment to invest much political capital in 
changing the US domestic nonproliferation 
laws as well as international regulations to 
lift a long-standing nuclear blockade against 
India. While the UPA government wavered 
in taking the nuclear deal forward, Bush 
stayed the course thanks to his strong empa¬ 
thy for India. 

The resolution of the nuclear issue cre¬ 
ated the basis for a productive partnership 
with the US that saw liberalisation of US tech¬ 
nology transfers, the launch of counter-terror 
cooperation, the expansion of defence rela¬ 


tionship and political cooperation on regional 
and global issues. If Jaswant Singh and 
Vajpayee recognised what mattered for Bush, 
Modi saw that addressing climate change 
was President Barack Obama’s highest pri¬ 
ority. Modi, who had sensible climate con¬ 
victions of his own, quickly reoriented India’s 
policy to make Delhi part of the solution in 
the stalled international negotiations on mit¬ 
igating global warming. When he was a sen¬ 
ator, Obama had expressed serious reserva¬ 
tions about the nuclear deal. Once he saw 
Modi as a partner, Obama helped finalise the 
nuclear agreement and integrate India into 
the global nonproliferation regimes. 

On the nuclear issue as well as climate 
change, there was strong resistance within 
the Indian system from two different quar¬ 
ters —those who picked nits and others who 
turned every engagementwith America into 
a supreme test of India’s commitment to 
non-alignment. The nit pickers were mostly 
from the bureaucracy that refused to see the 
larger gains accruing to India. The political 
class revelled in denouncing any change in 
India’s long outmoded negotiating positions. 

When Tmmp took charge of the White 
House in January 2017, Modi and his advis¬ 
ers did not take long to see the president 
would be very different from his predeces¬ 
sors and that he was going to alter many 
long-standing American policies. While 
Modi recognised the centrality Trump’s 
trade concerns, the PM’s initial responses 
did not seem adequate. 

More consequentially, Modi did not de¬ 
vote enough political attention to the emerg¬ 
ing challenges on the trade front. He seemed 
to let the nit pickers lead the trade negotia¬ 
tion. India’s prickly attitude to trade liberal¬ 
isation that congealed in recent years put it 
at odds with its major trading partners. 
While most of them had given up on India, 
Tmmp made it a bone of contention. In his 
effusive speech on India-US relations, Tmmp 
did insist that that the people of India must 
have “access to products stamped with the 
beautiful phrase Made in the USA”. Put sim¬ 
ply, market access has been the issue that 
has troubled the relationship in recent years. 
While referring to the difficulties in the bilat¬ 
eral trade negotiations and suggesting a deal 
might be at hand, Modi reassured Trump 
that he is learning from the President on the 
“art of the deal”. 

The PM is aware that cutting a trade deal 
with Tmmp, will make it a lot easier to deal 
with his administration on a range of issues 
including terrorism, Kashmir and the un¬ 
folding crisis in Afghanistan. But a trade 
agreement with the US is not just about im¬ 
mediate give and take between Modi and 
Trump. A new trade agreement must be 
about preparing India for profound changes 
in the global economic order, buffeted by 
Trump’s politics as well as the unfolding 
technological dismption. Many of Tmmp’s 
trade concerns in relation to India resonate 
with the left wing of the Democratic Party 
that is gaining ground. Getting India’s most 
important trade relationship right in the 
near term and charting a bold course for a 
mutually beneficial commercial partnership 
with the US over the long term are urgent 
and worthy goals in themselves.

Lessons unlearnt 

Linguistic policy should not be driven by a politics of identity

A STATEMENT BY Pumshottam Das Tondon 
in 1949 neatly captures the major problem 
that saddles any discussion on linguistic pol¬ 
icy in India — looking at language only as a 
marker of identity. Speaking at a public meet¬ 
ing, he declared: “Those who oppose accept¬ 
ance of Hindi as national language and Nagari 
as the national script are following the policy 
of anti-national appeasement and are catering 
to communal aspirations.” 

The debate in the Constituent Assembly 
on language was marred by extreme posi¬ 
tions. As Glanville Austin notes in The Indian 
Constitution: The Cornerstone of a Nation, while 
the moderates wanted the issue to be resolved 
by consensus, the extremists were willing to 
push through the imposition of Hindi even if 
they could secure a maj ority of one vote. That 
the Constitution does not speak of a “national 
language” was deliberate. Instead, the term 
“official language” was used in Article 343 as 
a tactical euphemism to avoid friction 
amongst different linguistic communities. 

There were bitter contestations on the def¬ 
inition of Hindi and the sources of its vocabu¬ 
lary. Some leaders argued for new words to 
be coined from a Sanskrit base to deal with 
modem requirements instead of assimilating 
words from other languages. Ravi Shankar 
Shukla insisted that Hindi’s source of learned 
terms can only be from Sanskrit. There was 
resentment against Urdu as an influence on 


Hindi. The more popular term at that time, 
“Hindustani", stood for a confluence of linguis¬ 
tic and cultural influences from different tra¬ 
ditions. However, the scars of Partition dam¬ 
aged the discourse on language. The 
compromises in this respect can be seen in the 
text of Article 351, which talks about the pro¬ 
motion of Hindi, mandating the state to pro¬ 
mote Hindi so that it serves as a medium of 
expression for the “composite culture” of 
India. This appeased those uncomfortable 
with the imposition of a Sanskritised Hindi. 
On the other hand, Article 351 also mentions 
that Hindi shall draw its vocabulary primarily 
from Sanskrit. There were also a tussle on the 
official form of numerals to be used amongst 
“Arab Numerals”, “Nagari Numerals” and 
“International Numerals", which finally led to 
a compromise in the expression “international 
form of Indian numerals” in Article 343. 

The defining feature of the debate in the 
Constituent Assembly was merging the issue 
of language with that of national identity. At 
some level, this sentiment is understandable 
in the context of those times. India was gain¬ 
ing freedom after centuries of suppression and 
some leaders were eager to carve a national 
identity of a similar texture to that of the Euro¬ 
centric experiments of nation-states. English, 
being the language of the English colonialists, 
was not acceptable to many. Multilingualism 
was deemed incompatible with the fervour 


of national unity. While the sentiment of forg¬ 
ing a national identity may be laudable, lan¬ 
guage was a poor choice of medium for such 
a project in a multicultural society. 

As a functional tool, language inherently 
serves a communicative function. It enables 
us to transfer knowledge and ideas, and 
serves to transmit cultural heritage and pre¬ 
serve historical memories. Multilingualism 
should be an aspirational value. This spirit of 
aspiration ought to inform the design of lin¬ 
guistic policies in multicultural societies. On 
average, we interact more frequently with 
people from diverse linguistic backgrounds 
than our ancestors. Language should be 
looked at as an important skill to operate in 
a world which is more connected today than 
at any other point in time. This is not to con¬ 
tend that our linguistic heritage should be 
neglected or trivialised. 

The problem we faced at the time of draft¬ 
ing the Constitution, as we face even today, is 
that the approach towards linguistic policy 
seems to be driven more by the politics of 
identity than values of aspiration or accom¬ 
modation. The primary argument in favour of 
Hindi has been reduced to assertions of slim 
majoritarianism. Even then, there are con¬ 
cerns about the claim based on mere numer¬ 
ical strength, as only 25 per cent of Indians 
seem to recognise Hindi as their mother 
tongue (Census 2011). 


Language, used as a political weapon, can 
be divisive and chauvinistic. It can be used to 
create hierarchical identities and unequal 
power dynamics. When we look at languages 
primarily as markers of identities, we build 
barriers to acceptability. People begin to as¬ 
sert linguistic supremacy, resist learning a lan¬ 
guage which they perhaps would not have ob¬ 
jected to otherwise. 

It is essential to move the discussion away 
from the binaries of Hindi and non-Hindi 
camps. The issue which merits attention is 
the manner in which linguistic policies ought 
to be designed in a multicultural society. 
Should linguistic policy is to be built on chau¬ 
vinistic underpinnings or on practical con¬ 
cerns? Should the country should have a sin¬ 
gle national language or multiple? How to 
select a national language from amongst the 
many that people speak? Should there 
should be a national language at all? What 
are the parameters for evolving an effective 
linguistic policy? 

The linguistic diversity that India has to ne¬ 
gotiate is without precedent. We started off 
on a wrong foot at the time of Independence 
by confining language as an issue of identity. 
We must learn to avoid the same pitfalls which 
have damaged our polity so deeply.

AT LEAST 35 civilians attending 
a wedding party were killed and 
13 people wounded by explo¬ 
sions and gunfire during a raid 
by Afghan government forces on 
a nearby militant hideout, two 
officials in southern Helmand 
province said on Monday. 

The officials said the house 
being used by the Taliban to train 
suicide bombers was located ad¬ 
jacent to the bride’s home that 
came under fire during Sunday 
night’s attack. 

A senior Afghan Defence 
Ministry official said the raid was 
against “a foreign terrorist group 
actively engaged in organizing 
terrorist attacks”. 

“During the operation, a large 
warehouse of the terrorists’ sup¬ 
plies and equipment was also 
demolished,” the official said. 

A second Afghan Defence 
Ministry official said a foreign 
militant detonated a suicide vest 
that killed him and others 
around him, including a woman. 

“The compound was being 
used to train men and women 
who were willing to become sui¬ 
cide bombers, we raided it. We 
are aware that civilians were in¬ 
jured in the attack,” he said. 

Attaullah Afghan, a member 
of the Helmand provincial coun¬ 
cil member, said 35 civilians peo¬ 
ple attending the wedding party

near to the attack site in the 
Khaksar area of Musa Qala district 
were killed and 13 were injured. 

A second provincial council 
member said 40 people, all 
civilians. 

The Defence Ministry said 
the Taliban hideout was also 
used by foreign nationals work¬ 
ing for the hardline Islamist 
group. “As a result of a joint op¬ 
eration in Musa Qala district of 
Helmand, 22 Taliban members 
were killed and 14 others ar¬ 
rested,” the ministry said in a 
statement, adding that 
five Pakistanis and one 
Bangladeshi national were 
among those arrested. 

Bombing, air strikes and 
ground clashes between the US 
backed Afghan forces and hard¬ 
line Islamist groups have inten¬ 
sified following the collapse of 
the US-Taliban talks and ahead 
of the presidential polls 
next week. 

A senior US defence official 
in Afghanistan said the opera¬ 
tion was aimed against al 
Qaeda fighters but did not give 
any details about civilian casu¬ 
alties.

TEENAGE CLIMATE change ac¬ 
tivist Greta Thunberg on 
Monday opened the United 
Nations Climate Action Summit 
with an angry condemnation of 
world leaders for failing to take 
strong measures to combat cli¬ 
mate change — “How dare you,” 
she said. 

Days after millions of young 
people took to the streets world¬ 
wide to demand emergency ac¬ 
tion on climate change, leaders 
gathered for the annual United 
Nations General Assembly aim¬ 
ing to inject fresh momentum 
into stalling efforts to curb car¬ 
bon emissions. 

A visibly emotional 
Thunberg, 16, said in stern re¬ 
marks at the opening of the 
summit that the generations 
that have polluted the most have 
burdened her and her genera¬ 
tion with the extreme impacts of 
climate change. 

“This is all wrong. I shouldn’t 
be up here. I should be back in 
school on the other side of the 
ocean, yet you all come to us 
young people for hope. How 
dare you,” said the Swedish 
teenager, her voice quivering. 

“You have stolen my dreams 
and my childhood with your 
empty words,” Thunberg said, 
adding that the plans that lead¬ 
ers will unveil will not be enough

to respond to the rate of the 
planet's warming. 

Thunberg has galvanised a 
new wave of climate change ac- 
tivism through her weekly 
Fridays for Future school strikes, 
which she began with her 
weekly, solitary protests outside 
of the Swedish parliament.

Antonio Guterres had warned 
governments ahead of the event

Iran says UK tanker 
free to go after two 
months of detention

A BRITISH-FLAGGED tanker that 
Iran seized in July is now free to 
leave, Tehran said Monday, more 
than a month after British au¬ 
thorities released an Iranian 
tanker that had been detained 
off Gibraltar. 

The news offered a rare hint 
of easing tensions for Iran, at a 
time when the country has been 
in an escalating cycle of con¬ 
frontation with its Persian Gulf 
neighbors and with the United 
States, including the shooting 
down of drones, the seizure of 
tankers and, most recently, an at¬ 
tack on major oil installations in 
Saudi Arabia. 

Officials of the United States 
and Saudi Arabia, Iran’s chief rival 
in the region, have blamed Tehran 
for the September 14 attack on oil 
facilities in the kingdom, raising 
the prospect of retaliatory strikes 
and even war. But so far, the only 
apparent action they have taken 
against Tehran is a tightening of 
economic sanctions. 

Iran had accused the British- 
flagged tanker, the Siena Impero, 
of violating maritime regula¬ 
tions in the Strait of Hormuz, but 
the seizure July 19 was widely 
seen as retaliation for the deten¬ 
tion of the Iranian vessel. 


The legal proceedings against 
the Stena Impero have con¬ 
cluded, and Iran has decided to 
waive alleged violations, an 
Iranian government spokesman, 
Ali Rabiyee, said at a news con¬ 
ference, according to Iranian and 
Western news agencies that 
were present. 

The ship had not left Bandar 
Abbas, a port in southern Iran, 
as of midday, and it was not 
clear how quickly it would set 
sail. Erik Hanell, chief executive 
of the tanker’s owner, the ship¬ 
ping company Stena Bulk, told 
SVT, a Swedish television sta¬ 
tion, that he hoped it would be 
a matter of hours. 

Iran detained the 23-mem- 
ber crew along with the ship. It 
released seven of them this 
month, but the others have re¬ 
mained with the vessel. 

The direct confrontation with 
Britain began July 4, when British 
marines and Gibraltar port offi¬ 
cials seized an Iranian tanker, 
Grace I , which has since been re¬ 
named the Adrian Darya I. They 
said the ship was carrying oil to 
Syria, in violation of a European 
Union embargo. 

Iran denied the allegation. 
The government of Gibraltar, a 
semiautonomous British terri¬ 
tory, released the ship six weeks 
later and said that it had assur¬ 
ances that the Iranian tanker 
would not go to Syria. NYT 


Israel awaits President’s 
PM pick after talks end

ISRAEL’S PRESIDENT wrapped 
up his second and final day of 
crucial talks to find a new prime 
minister and a way out of politi¬ 
cal deadlock, after meeting 
Monday with the smaller parties 
elected in last week’s vote. 

After hearing the recommen¬ 
dations from the remaining party 
for who should head a govern¬ 
ment, President Reuven Rivlin 
must now select the candidate he 
deems most able to form a stable 
coalition. He is set to make his de¬ 


cision by Wednesday. 

The post-election consulta¬ 
tions are usually a formality, but 
the largely ceremonial President 
is now playing a key role after an 
almost tied election result. 

“There is one thing that the 
people are largely united over and 
that is the desire that there won’t 
be third elections,” Rivlin said. 

The smaller parties’ recom¬ 
mendations were split between 
Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu and Blue and White’s 
Benny Gantz. 

That would suggest that com¬ 
ing out of the talks, Netanyahu 
holds a small edge over Gantz.

71st Primetime Emmy Awards 

Game of Thrones and Fleabag win top prizes at Emmys, one last time

THE DRAGON did it one last time. 

HBO’s Game of Thrones made 
television history at the 71st 
Primetime Emmy Awards on 
Sunday, winning for best drama 
series and tying the record for the 
most wins in that prestigious cat¬ 
egory with predecessors like The 
West Wing, LA. Law, Mad Men and 
Hill Street Blues. 

The sprawling fantasy series, 
which had its finale in May after 
eight seasons of blood and in¬ 
trigue, won 12 Emmys for its 
swan-song season, adding to its 
record total for the most wins of 
any television drama ever. 


The night was also huge for 
Amazon, which won the best 
comedy award, thanks to Heabag, 
a series that grew out of a 2014 
one-woman show by its creator, 
Phoebe Waller-Bridge. 

Waller-Bridge won three 
Emmys on the night, including for 
best actress in a comedy. The 
much-decorated Julia Louis- 
Dreyfus, the star of Veep, failed to 
win that award for the first time in 
the show’s seven seasons. Waller- 
Bridge also won in the category of 
best writing for a comedy series. 

“Well, this is just getting 
ridiculous,” Waller-Bridge said, 
laughing, after taking center stage 
atthe Microsoft Theater to accept 
her third Emmy on the night, the 
award for best comedy series. 


She has said that the show’s 
second season would be its last. 

In keeping with Emmy tradi¬ 
tion, HBO had a strong night 
overall, taking three of the top 
series awards, including a victory 
for a frequent winner, Last Week 
Tonight With John Oliver, as the 
year’s best talk show. The net¬ 
work also won in the category of 
best limited series for Chernobyl, 
which won 10 awards altogether. 

For his work on Game of 
Thrones, Peter Dinklage won — 
for the fourth time — the award 
for best supporting actor in 
a drama. 

The night also represented 
something of a defeat for Netflix, 
which went away empty-handed 
in the biggest categories.

EXTENDING THE bull run for the 
second session in a row, bench¬ 
mark Sensex on Monday jumped 
another 1,075 points after the gov¬ 
ernment announced a cut in cor¬ 
porate tax and other measures on 
Friday to boost growth and invest¬ 
ments. With this gain, the Sensex 
has posted its biggest two-day 
gain of 2,997 points, or 8.30 per 
cent, while the 50-share Nifty 
Index soared 895.40 points, or 
8.36 per cent, in two days. 

The 30-share Sensex gained 
over 1,426 points in intra-day 
trade before closing higher by 
1,075.41 points or 2.8 per cent at 
39,090.03, a level not seen since 
July 17. The broader NSE Nifty 
zoomed by326 points or 2.89 per 
cent to end at a two-month high 
of 11,600.20 with 32 of its con¬ 
stituents closing with gains. 

Investorwealth, or market cap¬ 
italisation of listed companies, 
soared for the second consecutive 
session and rose by Rs 10.35 lakh 
crore in two sessions as the mar¬ 
ket sentiment remained euphoric 
and investors enlarged their posi¬ 
tions after a host of measures were 
announced to boost the slowing 
economic growth. Vinod Nair, 
head of research, Geojit Financial 
Services, said, “The rally continued

The broader BSE Midcap 
and Smallcap indices rallied 3.08 
per cent and 2.73 per cent respec¬ 
tively. Sectorally, BSE capital goods 
index, bankex, industrials, finance, 
FMCG, oil and gas, consumer 
durables and realty indices surged 
up to 6.55 per cent. 

However, BSE IT, teck, telecom, 


utilities and power indices closed 
down by up to 3.29 per cent In the 
banking sector, Axis Bank (7.3 per 
cent) and Kotak Bank (7.22 per 
cent) were in the limelight. Nifty 
Banking index zoomed 5.51 per 
cent. 

“Our analysis indicates 1,000 
companies could see tax savings 
of Rs 37,000 crore, or nearly a 
fourth of the total savings antici¬ 
pated by the government.

cent. Further, the GST Council 
slashed tax on hotel tariffs and 
some goods with a view to ad¬ 
dressing sectoral concerns in a 
slowing economy. 

Meanwhile, the mpee recov¬ 
ered from day’s low levels to close 
flat at 70.94 against the US dollar 
aided by foreign fund inflows and 
lower global crude oil prices. 



Markets now

THE SENTIMENT has re¬ 
mained euphoric with in¬ 
vestors enlarging their 
positions after the gov¬ 
ernment announced cut 
in corporate tax and other 
measures to boost 
growth.

THE SECURITIES and Exchange 
Board of India (SEBI) on Monday 
imposed a total penalty of over 
Rs 22 crore on Aurobindo 
Pharma, its promoter PV 
Ramprasad Reddy, his wife P 
Suneela Rani and other con¬ 
nected entities for violating in¬ 
sider trading norms. 

The regulator conducted an 
investigation into the trading in 
the scrip of Aurobindo Pharma 
Ltd (APL) during the period from 


July 2008 to March 2009 to as¬ 
certain the regulatory violation. 

The probe found that the 
promoter entities traded in the 
scrip of APL based on unpub¬ 
lished price sensitive informa¬ 
tion or UPSI pertaining to the 
company’s Licensing and Supply 
Agreements with Pfizer Inc and 
made “unlawful gains”. 

It further said that 
Ramprasad Reddy, chairman as 
well as promoter of APL; his wife 
P Suneela Rani; Kambam P 
Reddy, promoter and brother of 
APL’s MD; Trident Chemphar (a 
company belonging to the pro¬ 


moter group of APL); Veritaz 
Health Care (connected to APL 
through common address, e- 
mail id, acquisition of brands 
connected to APL, sourcing of 
supplies from APL) and Top Class 
Capital Markets (connected to 
Veritaz Health Care through fund 
transfers proximate to trades ex¬ 
ecuted in the scrip of APL) have 


been considered as ‘insiders’ due 
to their connection with APL. 

These entities “purchased 
shares while in possession of 
the UPSI pertaining to APL, and 
made unlawful gains from hav¬ 
ing purchased shares of APL at 
a lower price before publication 
of the UPSI on March 3,2009” 
and thereby violating insider 


trading rules. 

Recognising that insider 
trading is a serious violation 
which vitiates the integrity and 
undermines confidence of in¬ 
vestors in the markets, Sebi said 
“promoters and persons closely 
connected with the company 
have obtained unfair advantage 
by trading while in possession of 
UPSI which was not available 
with ordinary investors”. 

Further, Sebi said that APL 
failed to close the trading win¬ 
dow (for employees and direc¬ 
tors) during the UPSI period and 
thus violated ‘Model Code of 


Conduct’ for Prevention of 
Insider Trading (PIT) rules. 

Besides, the company failed 
to disclose the price sensitive in¬ 
formation regarding the 
Licensing and Supply 
Agreements to the stock ex¬ 
change. 

The Sebi slapped a fine of Rs 
2 crore on Aurobindo Pharma, Rs 
7.5 crore on Top Class Capital 
Markets, Rs 6 crore on Trident 
Chemphar, Rs 5 crore on 
Ramprasad Reddy; Rs 2 crore on 
Rani and Rs 10 lakh each on 
Kambam P Reddy and Veritaz 
Health Care. 


Price cuts of vehicles 
unlikely as discounts 
now at ‘highest' levels

BUYERS OF cars and two-wheel- 
ers are unlikely to get the benefit 
of reduction in corporate taxes, as 
industry executives, including 
Maruti Suzuki chairman RC 
Bhargava and Mahindra & 
Mahindra managing director 
Pawan Goenka, believe there is 
not much scope for price cuts, 
given that discounts are already at 
an all-time high. 

They, however, expect sales to 
pick up during the festival season 
as the uncertainty around the GST 
cut is over, because of which con¬ 
sumers were postponing pur¬ 
chases. Bhargava said the amount 
of money available from tax cuts is 
not very substantial and will not 
matter to consumers even if it is 
passed on. “Discounts offered to¬ 
day on cars have never been of¬ 
fered before, they are at the high¬ 
est levels. There is little scope to 
cut prices further as the effective 
tax savings will not be much,” 
Bhargava told EE. 

Goenka believes even if the 
company transfers all of the tax 
benefits, the price of the vehicle 
will only be reduced by 0.5 per 
cent, which would not improve 
demand. “Most companies, in¬ 
cluding M&M, have already given 
significant high incentives for the 
festival season. So, I don’t think 
there is any room for any further 
passing on of the tax benefit,” 
Goenka told a business news 
channel. 

The automobile industry is go¬ 
ing through an unprecedented 
slowdown since the second half 
of the previous fiscal. Wholesale 
witnessed its worst-ever drop in 
two decades in August with 
despatches across segments 
plummeting to an all-time low. As 
demand did not pick up despite 
high discounts, manufacturers 
had been demanding for a cut in 
taxes. However, the GST Council

which met on Friday, refused to 
provide any major relief. 

On demand improvement, 
Bhargava said expectation of a 
GST cut was affecting sales but it 
will pick up during the festival 
season as there is clarity now. 
“The FM’s announcement has 
done a lot to boost sentiments 
which can be seen through the 
performance of the stock mar¬ 
kets. For vehicle purchases, sen¬ 
timent is the most important fac¬ 
tor. So, demand should be better 
now,” Bhargava said. Goenka be¬ 
lieves demand was subdued so 
far due to poor sentiments in the 
economy. “Now that the expec¬ 
tation of a GST cut is out of the 
way, we will start seeing retails 
happening,” he said. 

Rajiv Bajaj, MD at Bajaj Auto, 
expects that the company will be 
able to double its monthly vol¬ 
umes in October to about 4 lakh 
units. “There is good reason to be¬ 
lieve that this will happen now be¬ 
cause the general sentiment is 
up,” Bajaj said. FE 


SBI to link mid-sized loans 
to repo rate from Oct 1

STATE BANK of India (SBI) on 
Monday announced that it will 
adopt the repo rate as an external 
benchmark for its floating rate 
small loans - home, auto loans and 
advances to micro and small en¬ 
terprises - starting October 1, as 
mandated by the Reserve Bank of 
India (RBI). 

It also stated it was voluntar¬ 
ily extending the facility of exter¬ 
nal benchmark-linked rate based 
lending to medium enterprises in 
a bid to “boost lending” to the 
MSME sector as a whole. 

In July, SBI was the first 
among public-sector peers to in¬ 
troduce a repo rate-linked float¬ 
ing rate home loan product. This 
was well before RBI’s September 
4 notification that required all 
banks to link all new floating rate 
personal or retail loans (housing, 
auto) and floating rate loans to 
SMEs extended by banks with ef¬ 
fect from October 1 to external 
benchmarks. 

According to SBI, a few modi¬ 
fications have been made in the 
scheme effective October 1 to

comply with the latest regulatory 
guidelines. 

According to RBI guidelines, 
banks have various options to 
choose from as benchmarks — 
RBI’s repo rate, government of 
India three-month or six-month 
Treasury Bill yield published by 
the Financial Benchmarks India 
(FBIL), or any other benchmark 
market interest rate published by 
the FBIL. RBI also said banks are 
free to offer such external bench- 
mark-linked loans to other types 
of borrowers as well. While the 
scheme allows banks to decide 
the spread over and above the ex¬ 
ternal benchmark when pricing 
their loans, there is also a clause 
that mandates banks reset rates 
at least once in three months. FE 


Company Enters Compulsory Liquidation 

British travel firm Thomas Cook collapses with 600,000 tourists stranded worldwide

BRITISH TRAVEL firm Thomas 
Cook collapsed into bankruptcy 
on Monday, leaving some 
600,000 holidaymakers stranded 
and sparking the UK’s biggest 
repatriation since World War II. 

The 178-year-old debt- 
plagued group, which had strug¬ 
gled against fierce online compe¬ 
tition for some time and blamed 
Brexit uncertainty for a recent 
drop in bookings, failed to secure 
200 million pounds ($250 mil¬ 
lion, 227 million euros) from pri¬ 
vate investors and collapsed in 
the early hours. 

Monday’s bankruptcy, which 
followed a lengthy period of 
chronic financial turmoil after a 
disastrous 2007 merger deal, left 


some 600,000 tourists stranded 
worldwide according to Thomas 
Cook, while its 22,000 staff are 
now out of a job. The British gov¬ 
ernment launched emergency 
plans to bring some 150,000 UK 
holidaymakers back home from 
destinations including Bulgaria, 
Cuba, Turkey and the US. 

Thomas Cook said in a state¬ 
ment that “despite considerable 
efforts”, it was unable to reach an 
agreement between the com¬ 
pany’s stakeholders and proposed 
new money providers. 

“The company’s board has 
therefore concluded that it had no 
choice but to take steps to enter 
into compulsory liquidation with 
immediate effect,” it added. 

The long-troubled group has 
also been blighted by enormous 
costs arising from its disastrous 
2007 merger with MyTravel, a 


deal which left it plagued with 
huge levels of debt. The UK gov¬ 
ernment said Monday it had hired 
planes to fly home British tourists, 



in a mass repatriation plan code- 
named Operation Matterhorn 
which began immediately. 
Launching Britain’s “largest 


repatriation in peacetime history", 
Transport Secretary Grant Shapps 
added that the government and 
UK Civil Aviation Authority had 



hired dozens of charter planes to 
fly home Thomas Cook cus¬ 
tomers. “All customers currently 
abroad with Thomas Cook who 
are booked to return to the UK 
over the next two weeks will be 
brought home as close as possible 
to their booked return date,” the 
government said. 

Both a tour operator and an 
airline, the travel giant’s key desti¬ 
nations were in Southern Europe 
and the Mediterranean but it of¬ 
fered also holidays in Asia, North 
Africa and the Caribbean. 

“It is a matter of profound re¬ 
gret to me and the rest of the 
board that we were not success¬ 
ful,” said Thomas Cook chief exec¬ 
utive Peter Fankhauser. 

“This marks a deeply sad day 
for the company,” he added in the 
statement. As well as grounding 
its planes, Thomas Cook has been 


forced to shut travel agencies, 
leaving the group’s 22,000 global 
employees — 9,000 of whom are 
in Britain — out of a job. 

Chinese peer Fosun, which 
was already the biggest share¬ 
holder in Thomas Cook, had 
agreed last month to inject 450 
million pounds into the business 
as part of an initial 900 million 
pounds rescue package. In return, 
the Hong Kong-listed conglomer¬ 
ate was to acquire a 75 per cent 
stake in Thomas Cook’s tour op¬ 
erating division and 25 per cent of 
its airline unit. 

“Fosun is disappointed that 
Thomas Cook Group has not 
been able to find a viable solu¬ 
tion for its proposed recapitali¬ 
sation with other affiliates, core 
lending banks, senior notehold¬ 
ers and additional involved par¬ 
ties,” the Chinese group said in a 


statement to AFP on Monday. 

Cabinet maker Thomas Cook 
created the travel firm in 1841, 
transporting temperance sup¬ 
porters by train between British 
cities. It soon began arranging for¬ 
eign trips, being the first operator 
to take British travellers on es¬ 
corted visits to Europe in 1855, fol¬ 
lowed soon after by destinations 
further afield. Thomas Cook grew 
into a huge operation but fell into 
massive debt despite recent an¬ 
nual turnover of 10 billion pounds 
from transporting about 20 mil¬ 
lion customers worldwide. 

The tour operator’s demise 
caps a dramatic fall from grace for 
a company which was ejected 
from London’s prestigious FTSE 
100 shares index in 2010 — and 
from the second-tier FTSE 250 last 
year. Its shares are worthless and 
now suspended.

“I always talk about EVs such 
as cars, bikes, and buses. Now, it 
has started naturally. There is no 
need to make it mandatory. There 
is no need to ban petrol and diesel 
vehicles. In the next two years, all 
buses would be electric and mn 
on bio-ethanol and CNG (com- 


NewDelhi: The Centre is plan¬ 
ning to come out with a pol¬ 
icy to revive closed sugar mills 
by using their land for ethanol 
production, Union Minister 
Nitin Gadkari said Monday.

“The finding rendered will 
have a direct bearing on the im¬ 
plementation of the CIRPs and in 
turn will affect all resolutions," the 
IBBI said, adding that the ruling 
will have huge ramifications on 
criminal trials initiated by the 
board and the government before 
the special courts. 

However, senior counsel 
Mukul Rohtagi and counsel 
Mahesh Agarwal opposed the 
IBBI’s request to initiate criminal 


proceedings against the firm. 

The NCLAT had in its August 
16 order ruled that the NCLT has 
to satisfy itself first after giving an 
opportunity of being heard to the 
accused, request the government 
to investigate and then decide on 
such an opinion whether or not to 
refer the matter for trial. Seeking 
setting aside of the NCLATs order, 
the IBBI said such power given to 
the National Company Law 
Tribunal (NCLT) was not provided 
under the Insolvency and 
Bankruptcy Code (IBC). 

According to the petition, the 
NCLAT has also attempted to re¬ 
late Section 213 of the Companies 
Act, 2013 to the Code to hold that 
the NCLT can pass order under the 
Companies Act provision, which 
provides for a special procedure 
for investigation, after giving a rea¬ 
sonable opportunity to the person 
concerned who has contravened 
the law before any such order is 
passed. FE

The Japanese automaker will 
pay $15 million, while Ghosn 
agreed to a $1 million civil penalty 
and a 10-year ban from serving as 
an officer or director of a publicly 
traded US company, the SEC 
statement said. 

Ghosn was arrested in Japan 
and fired by Nissan last year. He is 
awaiting trial in Tokyo on finan¬ 
cial misconduct charges that he 
denies.

This was a blow for SoftBank, 
which was hoping for We 
Company’s IPO to bolster its prof¬ 
its as it seeks to woo investors for 
its second $108 billion Vision 
Fund.

— which owns shared work¬ 
spaces firm WeWork — at a $47 
billion valuation in January, yet 
stock market investor skepticism 
led to the start-up considering a 
potential valuation in the IPO ear¬ 
lier this month of as low as $ 10 bil¬ 
lion, Reuters reported.

Huawei CFO arrives at 
Vancouver court for 
hearing expected to 
disclose arrest details

HUAWEI CHIEF financial officer 
Meng Wanzhou arrived at a 
Canadian courtroom on Monday 
along with her lawyers to press for 
more details surrounding her ar¬ 
rest at Vancouver’s airport nearly 
10 months ago. 

Meng, 47, was detained on 
December 1 at the request of the 
United States, where she is 
charged with bank fraud and ac¬ 
cused of misleading HSBC 
Holdings Pic about Huawei 
Technologies Co Ltd’s business in 
Iran. Meng, who is expected in 
court, has said she is innocent and 
is fighting extradition. The arrest 
has strained China’s relations with 
both the US and Canada. 

At Monday’s hearing before 
Justice Heather Holmes of the 
British Columbia Supreme Court, 
Meng’s defense team will request 
more disclosure surrounding her 
detention at the airport, including 
contacts between U.S. and 
Canadian authorities. Meng ar¬ 
rived at the Vancouver, British 
Columbia courtroom, wearing a 
burnt orange coat and an ankle 
monitor on her left leg with silver 
glittering shoes. She carried a 
beige handbag over her shoulder. 

Meng’s lawyers argue she was 
unlawfully detained, searched 
and questioned for over three

hours after she landed on a flight 
from Hong Kong. Under the mse 
of an immigration check, the de¬ 
fense said, Canadian officials de¬ 
layed her arrest and collected ev¬ 
idence for US authorities. 
Extradition proceedings against 
Meng should be halted if officials 
abused the process, they added. 

Besides accusations of mis¬ 
conduct related to her detention, 
they argue the US is using Meng 
for economic and political gain, 
noting that after her arrest, U.S. 
President Donald Tmmp said he 
would intervene if it would help 
close a trade deal. Lawyers for 
Canada will respond to the de¬ 
mand for more information about 
Meng’s arrest in court, as per a 
Canadian Department of Justice 
spokesman, who added that 
Meng had already been provided 
with “extensive disclosure, be¬ 
yond what is required.”

FROM ONE YEAR to the next, you cannot 
feel the difference. As the decades stack up, 
though, the story becomes clear. The stripes 
on our cover represent the world’s average 
temperature in every year since the mid- 
19th century. Dark blue years are cooler and 
red ones warmer than the average in 1971- 
2000. The cumulative change jumps out. The 
world is about 1 S C hotter than when this 
newspaper was young. 

To represent this span of human history 
as a set of simple stripes may seem reduc¬ 
tive. These are years which saw world wars, 
technological innovation, trade on an un¬ 
precedented scale and a staggering creation 
of wealth. But those complex histories and 
the simplifying stripes share a common 
cause. The changing climate of the planet and 
the remarkable growth in human numbers 
and riches both stem from the combustion 
of billions of tonnes of fossil fuel to produce 
industrial power, electricity, transport, heat¬ 
ing and, more recently, computation. 

All around us 

That the changing climate touches every¬ 
thing and everyone should be obvious—as it 
should be that the poor and marginalised 
have most to lose when the weather turns 
against them. What is less obvious, but just 
as important, is that, because the processes 
that force climate change are built into the 
foundations of the world economy and of 
geopolitics, measures to check climate 
change have to be similarly wide-ranging 
and all-encompassing. To decarbonise an 
economy is not a simple subtraction; it re¬ 
quires a near-complete overhaul. 

To some—including many of the millions 
of young idealists who, as The Economist 
went to press, were preparing for a global cli¬ 
mate strike, and many of those who will 
throng the streets of New York during the UN 
General Assembly—this overhaul requires 
nothing less than the gelding or uprooting of 
capitalism. After all, the system grew up 
through the use of fossil fuels in ever-greater 
quantities. And the market economy has so 
far done very little to help. Almost half the 
atmosphere’s extra, human-made carbon 
dioxide was put there after the turn of the 
1990s, when scientists sounded the alarm 
and governments said they would act. 

In fact, to conclude that climate change 
should mean shackling capitalism would be 
wrong-headed and damaging. There is an im¬ 
mense value in the vigour, innovation and 
adaptability that free markets bring to the 
economies that took shape over that striped 
century. Market economies are the wells that 
produce the response climate change requires. 
Competitive markets properly incentivised, 
and politicians serving a genuine popular 
thirst for action, can do more than any other 
system to limit the warming that can be fore¬ 
stalled and cope with that which cannot. 

This special issue of The Economist is not 
all about the carbon-climate crisis. But arti¬ 
cles on the crisis and what can be done about 
it are to be found across all this week’s sec¬ 
tions. In this, our reporting mirrors the world. 
Whether it is in ensuring a future for the 
Panama Canal or weaning petrol-head presi¬ 
dents off their refinery habit, climate is never 
the whole story. Other things matter to 
Manhattan stockholders and Malawian small¬ 
holders. But climate change is an increasingly 
dangerous context for all their worlds. 

To understand that context, it is impor¬ 
tant to understand all the things that climate 
change is not. It is not the end of the world. 


Humankind is not poised teetering on the 
edge of extinction. The planet itself is not in 
peril. Earth is a tough old thing and will sur¬ 
vive. And though much may be lost, most of 
the wondrous life that makes Earth unique, 
as far as astronomers can yet tell, will persist. 

Climate change is, though, a dire threat 
to countless people—one that is planetary in 
scope if not in its absolute stakes. It will dis¬ 
place tens of millions, at the very least; it will 
disrupt farms on which billions rely; it will 
dry up wells and water mains; it will flood 
low-lying places—and, as time goes by, 
higher-standing ones, too. True, it will also 
provide some opportunities, at least in the 
near term. But the longer humanity takes to 
curb emissions, the greater the dangers and 
sparser the benefits—and the larger the risk 
of some truly catastrophic surprises. 

The scale of the implications underlines 
another thing that climate change is not. It is 
not just an environmental problem along¬ 
side all the others—and absolutely not one 
that can be solved by hair-shirt self-abnega¬ 
tion. Change by the people who are most 
alarmed will not be enough. What is also 
needed is change in the lives of those who 
do not yet much care. Climate is a matter for 
the whole of government. It cannot be 
shunted off to the minister for the environ¬ 
ment whom nobody can name. 

And that leads to a third thing that cli¬ 
mate change is not. It is not a problem that 


can be put off for a few decades. It is here and 
now. It is already making extreme events like 
Hurricane Dorian more likely. Its losses are 
already there and often mourned—on drab 
landscapes where the glaciers have died and 
on reefs bleached of their coral colours. Delay 
means that mankind will suffer more harm 
and face a vastly more costly scramble to 
make up for lost time. 

Hanging together 

What to do is already well understood. 
And one vital task is capitalism’s speciality: 
making people better off. Adaptation, includ- 
ing sea defences, desalination plants, 
drought-resistant crops, will cost a lot of 
money. That is a particular problem for poor 
countries, which risk a vicious cycle where 
the impacts of climate change continuously 
rob them of the hope for development. 
International agreements stress the need to 
support the poorest countries in their efforts 
to adapt to climate change and to grow 
wealthy enough to need less help. Here the 
rich world is shirking its duties. 

Yet, even if it were to fulfil them, by no 
means all the effects of climate change can 
be adapted away. The further change goes, 
the less adaptation will be able to offset it. 
That leads to the other need for capital: the 
reduction of emissions. With plausible tech¬ 
nological improvements and lots of invest¬ 
ment, it is possible to produce electricity 


grids that need no carbon-dioxide-emitting 
power stations. Road transport can be elec¬ 
trified, though long-haul shipping and air 
travel are harder. Industrial processes can be 
retooled; those that must emit greenhouse 
gases can capture them. 

It is foolish to think all this can be done in 
ten years or so, as demanded by many activists 
and some American presidential hopefuls. But 
today’s efforts, which are too lax to keep the 
world from two or even three degrees of 
warming, can be vastly improved. Forcing 
firms to reveal their climate vulnerabilities 
will help increasingly worried investors allo¬ 
cate capital appropriately. A robust price on 
carbon could stimulate new forms of emis¬ 
sion-cutting innovations that planners can¬ 
not yet imagine. Powerful as that tool is, 
though, the decarbonisation it brings will

need to be accelerated through well-targeted 
regulations. Electorates should vote for both. 

The problem with such policies is that 
the climate responds to the overall level of 
carbon dioxide in the atmosphere, not to a 
single country’s contribution to it. If one gov¬ 
ernment drastically reduces its own emis¬ 
sions but others do not, the gallant reducer 
will in general see no reduced harm. This is 
not always entirely true: Germany’s over- 
generous renewable-energy subsidies 
spurred a worldwide boom in solar-panel 
production that made them cheaper for 
everyone, thus reducing emissions abroad; 
Britain’s thriving offshore wind farms may 
achieve something similar. But it is true 
enough in most cases to be a huge obstacle. 

The obvious fix will be unpalatable to 
many. The UN’s climate talks treat 193 coun¬ 
tries as equals, providing a forum in which 
all are heard. But three-quarters of emissions 
come from just 12 economies. In some of 
those, including the United States, it is possi¬ 
ble to imagine younger voters in liberal 
democracies demanding a political realign¬ 
ment on climate issues—and a new interest 
in getting others to join in. For a club com¬ 
posed of a dozen great and middling-but- 
mucky powers to thrash out a “minilateral” 
deal would leave billions excluded from 
questions that could shape their destiny; the 
participants would need new systems of 
trade preference and other threats and bribes 


to keep each other in line. But they might 
break the impasse, pushing enough of the 
world onto a steeper mitigation trajectory to 
benefit all—and be widely emulated. 

The damage that climate change will end 
up doing depends on the human response 
over the next few decades. Many activists on 
the left cannot imagine today’s liberal 
democracies responding to the challenge on 
an adequate scale. They call for new limits to 
the pursuit of individual prosperity and 
sweeping government control over invest¬ 
ment-strictures some of them would wel¬ 
come under any circumstances. Meanwhile, 
on the right, some look away from the incip¬ 
ient disaster in an I’m-alright-Jack way and so 
ignore their duties to the bulk of humanity. 

If the spirit of enterprise that first tapped 
the power of fossil fuels in the Industrial 
Revolution is to survive, the states in which 
it has most prospered must prove those atti¬ 
tudes wrong. They must be willing to trans¬ 
form the machinery of the world economy 
without giving up on the values out of which 
that economy was born. Some claim that 
capitalism’s love of growth inevitably pits it 
against a stable climate. This newspaper be¬ 
lieves them wrong. But climate change could 
nonetheless be the death knell for economic 
freedom, along with much else. If capitalism 
is to hold its place, it must up its game. 
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A STICKY MESS 

Now what? 

Despite American shale, oil markets still rely 
on Saudi Arabia

THE WORLD’S oil markets depend on Saudi 
Aramco, Saudi Arabia’s state-owned giant. 
In turn Aramco depends on Abqaiq. Crude 
from Saudi Arabia’s legendary oil fields— 
Ghawar, Khurais, Shaybah—comes to 
Abqaiq to be processed, coursing through 
its sprawling network of pipes, spheroids 
and stabilisation towers before being sent to 
customers around the world. Last year 
about half of Saudi Arabia’s production 
flowed through the facility. Little wonder 
that the kingdom’s enemies have long 
sought to cripple it. 

On September 14th they succeeded. 
Drone strikes at Abqaiq and the Khurais oil 
field knocked out 5.7m barrels per day of 
production, a staggering 60% of the king¬ 
dom’s output and 6% of global supply. By 
September 17th, however, Abqaiq had re¬ 
sumed processing 2m barrels of oil. Amin 
Nasser, Aramco’s chief executive, said that 
capacity would be fully restored by the end 
of the month and that the attack would not 
affect plans to list a portion of Aramco’s 
shares in what is expected to be one of the 
biggest initial public offerings (IPO) ever. 

The price of Brent oil, which had briefly 
jumped as much as 20% after the attack, 
slumped back to $64, just $1 above its level 
a week earlier. Aramco has so far main-

tained exports by drawing down supplies, 
but its stocks were already at a 12-year low. 
Much depends on whether it can meet its 
own timeline for resuming production. Yet 
its assurances were greeted sceptically by 
some industry veterans. “Does anybody ac¬ 
tually believe that after looking at the satel¬ 
lite imaging photos?” questioned one oil 
man. And even if Aramco does resume full 
operations quickly, big questions haunt the 
company and the oil market. 

In the past year oil prices have jumped 
and slid, alternately pushed up by concerns 
that American sanctions on Iran and 
Venezuela would curb supply and de¬ 
pressed by fears of slowing economic 
growth. In December the Organisation of 


Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC), 
Russia and other oil producers agreed to re¬ 
duce output by 1.2m barrels a day. Saudi 
Arabia has cut more than it promised to, 
keeping oil prices from sinking as far as they 
might have otherwise. Even so, the price of 
Brent crude on September 13 th, the day be¬ 
fore the attacks, was about 20% lower than 
it had been in late April. 

Faced with such challenges, Saudi Arabia 


has shaken up its oil hierarchy. A new oil 
minister, Prince Abdulaziz bin Salman, and 
a new chairman of Aramco, Yasir Othman 
Al-Rumayyan, assumed their posts in the 
past month. But stabilising oil prices and 
speeding Aramco’s IPO now look harder 
than ever. 

Start with Aramco’s delayed IPO, which 
has tantalised investors since it was first an¬ 
nounced in 2016. In April possible investors 


drooled over the figures in its first ever bond 
prospectus: Aramco’s $111 bn net income 
was almost twice that of Apple’s, the 
world’s most profitable public company, 
and larger than the earnings of ExxonMobil, 
Royal Dutch Shell, Chevron, Total and BP 
combined. Some also fretted that its pro¬ 
duction is much more dependent on a sin¬ 
gle country than its major competitors. Mr 
Nasser has sought to downplay such con¬ 


cerns, insisting that its production was re¬ 
liable. But Aramco’s vulnerabilities have 
been laid bare and this may be reflected in 
the valuation it attracts. 

Oil traders are now looking for signs that 
Aramco’s customers are seeking oil else¬ 
where, says Michael Tran of RBC Capital 
Markets, a bank. The biggest uncertainty is 
whether the conflict in the Gulf will esca¬ 
late and remove millions of barrels of Saudi 
production from the market. Were that to 
happen it is not immediately clear what 
would replace it. 

Shale has made America the world’s 
biggest oil producer, but Donald Trump can¬ 
not ramp production up and down because 
he does not control shale companies. If oil 
prices rise many shale firms would proba¬ 
bly return cash to shareholders rather than 
boost output, says Chris Midgley o S&P 
Global Platts, an energy analytics firm. 

All this points to uncomfortable realities 
for the world’s two energy superpowers. 
Despite talk of America as a new swing pro¬ 
ducer, it is Saudi Arabia that remains the oil 
market’s central banker, with its ability to 
dial production up and down quickly, help¬ 
ing to keep prices steadier. But markets can 
no longer ignore the threats to its supply. 
Meanwhile claims of American energy in¬ 
dependence have never looked so hollow. 
Even with America set to become a net ex¬ 
porter of oil, it still imported 10m barrels a 
day last year, not least because shale pro¬ 
duces light, sweet crude and many of its re¬ 
fineries need heavy, sour stuff. If oil prices 
rise elsewhere, they rise in America, too. Mr 
Trump claims that American “energy dom¬ 
inance” makes the country less likely to be 
entangled in conflicts abroad. It doesn’t look 
that way.

‘Indian magic 
history hasn’t been 
fully explored ’ 

Australian author John Zubrzycki on his book Jadoowallahs, Jugglers and 
Jinns, decoding Indian magic and why times are depressing for magicians

FASCINATION WITH India and exoticisation 
went hand-in-hand in the early 19th-20th 
century,” says 61-year-old Australian author 
John Zubrzycki, who was so besotted by the 
country that he returned time and again. Last 
year Zubrzycki wrote his third book, The 
Empire ofEnchantment, a solid compendium 
of Indian magic history, published in India as 
Jadoowallahs, Jugglers and Jinns 
(Pan Macmillan). The former diplomat and 
journalist was in conversation at the 10th edi¬ 
tion of the Mountains Echoes festival in 
Bhutan. Excerpts from an interview: 

How did you chance upon India and 
Indian magic? 

I came to India after completing school. I 
later studied South Asian history and Hindi. I 
came back as a foreign correspondent and 
was studying the country’s culture, politics, 
society, which led me to write. A chance re¬ 
mark at a dinner party about an Australian 
magician, dressed up as a Chinaman, who 
performed in Australia in the early 1900s, got 
me intrigued. Research showed that he, 
Chung Ling Soo, was actually an American. 
His main rival, Ching Ling Foo, was a real 
Chinese magician, but the American was so 
good at pretending, that everybody thought 
that the real Chinese magician was the fake 
one. I was fascinated with this cross-cultural 
confluence of performance magic. I came 
across various extraordinary characters—The 
Fakir of Oolu, The Fakir of Shiva, The Fakir of 
Simla, none of whom were Indians but ap¬ 
propriated Indian magic in their shows. The 
history of Indian magic, I realised, has never 
been explored fully. It was my second book 
The Mysterious Mr Jacob: Diamond Merchant, 
Magician and Spy (2011), about Jacob who 
dabbled in magic and sold the Jacob diamond 
to the sixth Nizam, that got me interested in 
Indian magic. I realised it had a long, 
rich history. 

Did Indian magic contribute to 
Western magic? 

The roots of most magic could be traced to 
the East — the Far East, Egypt, and India. 
Indian magicians were performing in ancient 
Rome. An Indian conjuring manual was 
translated into Arabic in the Abbasid caliphate 
in the 10th century. There’s a theory that the 
gypsies of Europe came from India, and a lot 
of them did sleight-of-hand tricks. 

Was Motilal Nehru, the Nehru-Gandhi 
dynasty patriarch, India’s PT Barnum? 

In the Bombay archives, I found that 
Motilal Nehm recmited and sent a troupe of 
60 Indian magicians, including one from 
Delhi’s Kathputli Colony, to the Paris 
Exposition in 1900. It’s fascinating that no¬ 
body knew about it. He did it because there 
was a lot of money to be made. Many such 
magicians sent abroad to perform at fairs 
were dumped on the streets afterwards and 
had to be repatriated because of a huge ex¬ 
ploitative trade. 

Was Kuda Bux the first Indian mentalist? 

Kuda Bux was from Kashmir and famous 
for two tricks: firewalking, and X-ray eyes, in 
the late ’30s. He could read off a book and see 
things despite a fully bandaged face. Roald 
Dahl’s The Wonderful Story of Henry Sugar 
(1977) is based on his life. 

The famous Indian magician Gogia 
Pasha gets attention in your book. Are 
you also writing his biography? 

After Jadoowallah..., his family asked me to 
do his biography (to be published by Speaking 
Tiger). There’s almost nothing in the public 
domain about Pasha, whose life was a rich tap¬ 




estry of drama and fighting the odds against 
the backdrop of the Partition. After PC Sorcar 
Sr, he was India’s best-known magician. 

Tell us about their great rivalry. 

In 1860s and 70s, magic was done by tra¬ 
ditional groups, some of them from the lower 
castes. When Indians realised that you could 
pick up a Western magic manual, journals or 
book and do a card or rope trick by yourself, 
they started doing it. They came from more 
educated and westernised elite backgrounds 
and read English. Some took it up as a hobby, 
some as profession. Some, like PC Sorcar Sr 
and Gogia Pasha, went abroad and were on a 
par with the best Western magicians. 

Multan-born Pasha made his career in 
India. He was also called the Gili Gili Man (Gili 
Gili was Egyptian for magic). Pasha appropri¬ 
ated the persona of an Egyptian magician, 
and, perhaps, that’s why his main rival Sorcar 
Senior didn’t consider him to be Indian. Pasha 
had a fantastic sense of humour, danced with 
musicians on stage, conducted levitation, and 
performed magic for Hitler once. Sorcar Sr 
called himself the world’s greatest magician 
before he even left Bengal. Sorcar wasn’t a 
particularly good magician, he was a great 
showman and publicist and had a huge ego. 
Glorified among Indians, Sorcar received the 
Padma Shri (in 1964), but people didn’t know

about the other story of how mthless he was 
towards his rivals. He put Indian magic on the 
world map, but so did Pasha. Sorcar’s career 
was mediocre until he appeared live on TV in 
England in 1956. He was sawing his assistant 
in half, when the programme presenter said, 
‘we’ve mn out of time’. He left his assistant 
sawed in half on stage. He knew if the show 
was terminated at that point, he would get 
the publicity he was craving for. 

In the world of magic, women have 
mostly been used as props. Historically, 
who are the women in magic? 

Sadly, there aren’t that many. In India, 
there’s PC Sorcar Sr’s granddaughter, Maneka. 
There was a French magician, a female fakir, 
Koringa, whose signature act was hypnotis¬ 
ing crocodiles. Mostly, women were into crys¬ 
tal-ball gazing and mind-reading. 

Magicians are vulnerable. The recent 
death of Jadugar Mandrake in Hooghly 
river shows that 

The act went wrong. It is a depressing 
state for magicians. It forces people like 
Mandrake to do more spectacular, danger¬ 
ous things. Magic is very competitive. French 
magician John Eugene Robert-Houdin — af¬ 
ter whom (Harry) Houdini named himself— 
said, ‘a magician was an actor playing the part 
of a magician’. To be a magician, you need to 
be a good actor, and convince the audience 
that you’re doing real magic. 

You are also worldng on a book on 
Maharani Gayatri Devi? 

I’m writing on the Jaipur royal family. 
Gayatri Devi is just one part of the story, and 
although she is the most written and talked 
about of thejaipur royals, there’s much about 
her life that has never been told. The narra¬ 
tive non-fiction (byjuggemaut) will cover the 
last century.

Women, in all their imperfections, got their long- 
due moment in the sun at the Emmys this year

NO... OH MY GOD. No. Thankyou. I find act¬ 
ing really hard and really painful. But it’s all 
about this,” said Phoebe Waller-Bridge in 
her acceptance speech, at the Primetime 
Emmy award for Outstanding Lead Actress 
in a Comedy Series. The disbelief was 
etched on her face as the Microsoft Theatre, 
where the awards were held, resonated 
with peals of laughter, the speech could 
very well be a part of her path-breaking 
show, which had a total of 11 nominations. 
“Thank you to be nominated with these un- 
believable actresses whom I have just 
looked up to and watched and laughed at, 
for so many years,” she continued. 

Waller-Bridge, who played the epony¬ 
mous Fleabag and is the creator of the 
show, took home not just the Outstanding 
Lead Actress in a Comedy Series award, but 
also Outstanding Writing for a Comedy 
Series and Outstanding Comedy Series. 

It began at the Fringe festival in 2013, 
where Fleabag was a one-woman act. 
Waller-Bridge’s triumph marks a water¬ 
shed moment for the small screen. 
Women, in all their imperfections, quirks 
and idiosyncratic selves are finally having 
there long-due moment where main¬ 
stream storytelling is concerned. Here 
there is a woman, who is messy, doesn’t fit 
into the said conventions of society, and is 
initially quite unlikeable. But by the time 
Season 2 rolled out, Fleabag was a house¬ 
hold name and the bond that the audience 
formed with her, as she broke the fourth 
wall, was sacrosanct. “I feel people have 
been scared to write characters like these. 
But I think, now, especially women, are so 
relieved to have this new template. And 
aren’t we all a bit of everything? The morn¬ 
ing can start out with us being a chaste 
princess, and by the afternoon we can be 
the Gremlin whore. We are all very differ¬ 
ent things in the same day, and at the same 
time. I feel, weirdly, that it felt less brave to 
not do that now. It’s been pouring out of 
me, this need to project multi-dimensional 
women as we are. We can be celebrated, 
and at the same time, do things that are po¬ 
tentially unforgivable. Then we let the au¬ 
dience decide,” Waller-Bridge had said in 
an interview to The Indian Express earlier 
this year. 

Fleabag, and by proxy, Waller-Bridge, 
displaced Julia-Louis Dreyfus, who, with 
her stellar performance and six consecu¬ 
tive Primetime Emmy Award wins for Veep, 
had blazed the trail for women in comedy. 
And well, no other woman on screen can 
abuse the way Dreyfus did. Her profanity, 
combined with her lack of a maternal in¬ 
stinct, was uncharted territory, yet it struck 
gold for comedy. 

Killing Eve, another offering from the 
Waller-Bridge stable was nominated in five 
categories, and walked off with the award 
for Outstanding Lead Actress in a Drama 
Series, which was won by Jodie Comer. 
Comer essays Villanelle, a psychopathic as-

sassin. Five years ago, one couldn’t have 
imagined that the character of a female as¬ 
sassin would have been written with such 
empathy and would garner such appreci¬ 
ation, much less rake in prestigious awards. 
Alex Borstein, who won the Outstanding 
Supporting Actress in a Comedy Series for 
her portrayal of Susie Myerson, too, broke 
the mould. Her abrasive, blunt and off-han- 
dish character, replete with the newspaper 
hat and suspenders is a complete juxtapo¬ 
sition to the job at hand — being Mrs 
Maisel’s manager. 

In all likelihood, one would have seen 
all the nominated shows for this year’s 
award season, but don’t lose hope. We’ll be 
looking out for Russian Doll, which should 
arrive full force by next year’s award sea¬ 
son. And if you are really missing the an¬ 
tics of Waller-Bridge, search for Crashing, 
her earlier work. 


The Whiff of Home 

At the heart of artist Debasish Mukherjee’s 
exhibition, ‘River Song’, is childhood nostalgia and 
an intense longing for home

WHILE GROWING up Debasish Mukherjee 
would often embark upon the 
yearly ritual of visiting his grand¬ 
mother’s house in Varanasi dur¬ 
ing summer holidays. In her 
house, he’d stand in front of her 
wardrobe and stare in awe. 

Enchanted by how his dida’s cup¬ 
board had varieties of white saris 
only, folded beautifully and 
stacked together, he wondered 
why they were deprived of colour. The rea¬ 
son dawned upon him much later in life — a 
young girl, the third wife of his grandfather,

she was widowed at the age of 29. 

Mukherjee, who studied fine arts at 
Banaras Hindu University, and is now an 
artist and creative head of a leading fashion 
label, has put together a tall pile 
of similar-looking white fabrics, 
one on top of another, much like 
his dida’s saris, in Portrait I at 
Akar Prakar gallery. The pile 
bears black and white digital 
print of a little girl — a bejew¬ 
elled “Kumari” as he prefers to 
call her. On the other side is the 
portrait of an old widow. 

Mukherjee’s latest solo ‘River Song’ is a 
walk down his memory lane, as he remi¬ 
nisces about childhood and longing for home 


through 31 works comprising sculptures and 
installations. Speaking about his choice of 
sticking to white fabric for his artwork, he 
says, “I don’t agree with this theory of wid¬ 
owhood. In earlier times, widows were not 


allowed to eat non-vegetarian or certain 
pulses like masoor dal because it used to gen¬ 
erate heat in the body. These are disturbing 
reasons. How can you humiliate somebody 
who has already lost her husband? And you 



expect that person to be humiliated by every 
person of the family their whole life?” 
Mukherjee says that his mother wears and 
eats what she wishes to, despite losing her 
husband, unlike previous generations that 
grew up in the Indian heartland. 

The past carries as important a role in 
Mukherjee’s oeuvre as his last show, ‘The 
Museum Within’ at the same gallery in 2016, 
revolved around the country’s heritage sites 
in a state of neglect. His works carry a deep 
sigh of longing, and many times are inspired 
by the years he spent in the railway colony 
in his hometown Chhapra, Bihar. In his 
Portrait of a Tree, made by twisting pleated 
cloth, he recreates the silhouette of a tree that 
once stood in front of his childhood house. 
Perched atop, many neighbourhood children 
would watch Ramanand Sagar’s Ramayan on 
Doordarshan by peeping through his win¬ 
dow. “Not every house had a television then,” 
says Mukherjee. 

The idea, according to the artist, stemmed 
from the space of one’s origin and then miss¬ 
ing that space after moving out. Looking back 
at his 22 years in Chhapra, the Delhi-based 
artist says, “It’s very strange when you are 


bom and brought up in a particular place and 
it is not your house. One day you realise it 
was a quarter and you have to leave and you 
can’t come back here.” 

Chappra, linked with the trade of saltpe¬ 
tre and indigo, was a melting pot for the 
British, Portuguese and Dutch in the 18th 
century, who set up their trading stations 
there. He breathes life into the 22 circular 
discs made from cloth stretched out on em¬ 
broidery hoop frames, and creates an uneven 
surface resembling the crooked lines on our 
palms, in22 Moons. He also mimics the flow 
of a river in River Song, made out of untan¬ 
gling white cotton ropes and weaving them 
together to make them look like a traditional 
white and red Bengali sari. A large streak of 
red mns through its centre. This, for him, is an 
ode to his mother, whom he had seen wear¬ 
ing the vermillion since he was a child. 
“When I see my mother, the sindoor is one 
thing that she would always put. I never saw 
her without the sindoor till my father passed 
away in 2016," he says.

FIFA chief 
urges action 
after racist 
abuse halts 
Serie A game

FIFA PRESIDENT Gianni Infantino has said 
the problem of racism in Italian football has 
“not improved” after a Serie A match be¬ 
tween Atalanta and Fiorentina was halted for 
several minutes because of racist abuse of 
Brazilian Dalbert. 

Fiorentina defender Dalbert, 26, asked 
the referee to halt play after half an hour at 
the Stadio Ennio Tardini until a warning 
statement was read out by the stadium 
speaker to jeers and whistles from the 
Atalanta fans. 

Play resumed after three minutes with 
visitors Fiorentina leading 1-0 after a goal 
from Federico Chiesa. “In Italy the situation 
has not improved and this is serious,” 
Infantino told the Italian Rai2 channel. 
“Racism is fought through education, con¬ 
demning it, talking about it, we cannot ac¬ 
cept racism in society and in football. 

“We have to identify those responsible 
and throw them out of the stadiums, we 
need clear sentences, as in England, we must 
not be afraid to condemn the racists, we must 
fight them to the end.” 

Since the beginning of the season, Inter 
Milan’s Belgian striker Romelu Lukaku and 
AC Milan’s Ivorian midfielder Franck Kessie 
have been targeted by monkey cries during 
league games without any sanction being 
taken. Last season, Blaise Matuidi, Kalidou 
Koulibaly and Moise Kean were also victims 
of the problem which has been recurring for 
years in Italy. 

Atalanta issued a statement “disassociat¬ 
ing” itself from racist chants by its fans, while 
several prominent figures in Italy on Monday 
applauded a decision to halt the club’s Serie 
A game because of the abuse. 

However, the Italian league’s judge an¬ 
nounced on Monday that he has yet to de¬ 
cide whether Atalanta warrants punishment. 
Judge Gerardo Mastrandrea said in his 
weekly disciplinary report that Dalbert 
needs to be interviewed before his decision 
is made. 

“Concerning the suspension of the 
Atalanta-Fiorentina match, the club disasso¬ 
ciates itself from any type of discrimination 
that might have occurred,” Atalanta said. 
“Atalanta, along with its supporters and fans, 
is and will always be a mouthpiece for the 
values of solidarity and equality. The stupid¬ 
ity of a few needs to be combated together 
and we believe that it has neither colours nor 
jerseys. It needs to be isolated.” 

Napoli coach Carlo Ancelotti applauded 
Orsato’s decision: “It’s a step forward and oth¬ 
ers will be needed but this is the way forward. 
... We need to be tough in applying the rules 
that are there. And we have the advantage of 
many TV cameras inside the stadiums.” 

National teams sanctioned 

Hungary and Slovakia will play their next 
Euro 2020 qualifiers behind closed doors af¬ 
ter both national federations were sanc¬ 
tioned by European football’s governing 
body UEFA on Monday for racist behaviour 
by their supporters.

ON SATURDAY, Amit Panghal got India its 
first silver from a men's boxing World 
Championship. The 23-year-old, however, 
has been watching the 52kg final, that he lost 
to Uzbek Olympic champion Shakhobidin 
Zoirov, almost on loop. Panghal spoke with 
The Indian Express, sharing his thoughts on 
the final — specifically the 5-0 unanimous 
decision—whether there's a need to change 
his strategy of leaving things for the later 
rounds, and the doping violation from 2012. 
Excerpts: 

Is the disappointment of losing the final 
bigger than the satisfaction of becoming 
India's first men's Worlds silver medallist? 

Absolutely. I am very proud of this 
achievement. But if I had won the gold 
medal, the level of happiness would have 
been much more. I know all my friends and 
family are celebrating. 

But imagine if I had returned as a cham¬ 
pion, there would have been a bigger satis¬ 
faction. Because somewhere that thing will 
always remain that 'okay, he has made the 
country proud, but he got a silver'. It is that 
feeling which will drive me now, because I 
didn't get any satisfaction. 

Did you watch the final again? What went 
wrong? 

I spent the whole night watching it. The 
coaches too couldn't understand the scoring. 
It was a close bout, maybe the scoreline 
could've been 3-2. But giving him so much 
confidence with a 5-0 verdict wasn't right. 
The decision could've been 3-2 in my favour 
too, because I attacked well in the second and 
third rounds. 

The first round I lost, but that's because 
my plan is always to take time and figure the 
opponent out. There must have been some 
kind of pressure behind this decision. Uzbeks 
are generally always promoted. Even if 
they're losing cleanly to Cuban boxers, it 
would never be a 5-0 loss. Ye men samajh 
nahi aa raha hai (I can't understand this). 

And this isn't just you talking as a boxer 
who lost? 

No, I don't believe that I was defeated. 
Mujhe harwa diya,ya chalo agar main haarbhi 
gaya (I was made to lose, or even if I lost) I 
can't now be content thinking 'okay, well I 
lost'. I ran into (Rio 49kg Olympic champion 
Hasanboy) Dusmatov four times. If I run into 
this guy again, I have to be at my best and this 
time win clearly. 

As a boxer, you can never take any oppo¬ 
nent lightly. Kiski body chaljaaye kis din pata 
nahi hota (you never know who is in better 
shape on any given day). 

There should never be any excuses for a 
loss. Even in the final, I gave my 100 per cent. 
Whatever the result was, I demoralised him. 
I kept the pressure on him... Even later, box¬ 
ers from other countries... even the Uzbek 
supporters were giving me a thumbs up. You 
won', they said. Boxers from other countries,

who have got nothing to do with me, were 
asking for photos with me. You're the world 
champion'. That's not a small thing. This gives 
me confidence, that the next time this guy is 
against me, I am not going to let it be. I will 
put even more pressure on him. 

Do you think it's time to change the strat¬ 
egy of taking the first round slow and fig¬ 
uring out the opponent? 

I might have to change it a little. In the 
main bouts, against strong countries, I lose 
the first round. I cover the points in the later 
rounds, but the impression of the first round 
stays on the second as well. I think we would 
have to switch it up a little. Attack from the 
first round and continue till the last round. I 
usually pull my plan off but in the final... I 
don't know if the impression from his first 
round was too good, or if there was any pres¬ 
sure of him being an Uzbek... an Olympic 
champion. 

I even asked the coaches to watch the

bout in front of me. 'Imagine the two boxers 
are from neutral countries and then score the 
fight'. They said this fight is Amit's, even if it's 
a 3-2 decision. For the other guy to win 5-0 
doesn't make sense. And we aren't even go¬ 
ing to believe that that was the case. 

The number 2 seeding helped you in the 
World Championship draw. But there 
wouldn't be seeds in the Olympic quali¬ 
fiers next February? 

You can't focus on the draw. We have to 
give our 100 per cent, from the first round to 
the last. Be it against Dusmatov, Zoirov. We 
practise for big fights and there's no point 
hoping to hide from them. 

National coach CS Kuttappa recalled the 
days of you being a latecomer or running 
away from the camp? Would you like to 
present your case? 

I was never late for the training sessions 
(laughs). This is about the time when I was¬ 


n't getting any international tours. (L) 
Devendro (Singh) was in my weight category, 
a super boxer. So I didn't get many chances. I 
would ask for leave, but they would say no. 
My point was, it's his competition, not mine. 
Now I realise that it was my duty to help him 
practise. How can you train without sparring 
partners? But in those days, when they 
wouldn't give me leave, I would run away 
from the camp. Dimaag meyahi rehta tha, 
mera competition toh hai nahi. Ab baate 
samajh me aati hain (I was always thinking 
this is not my competition. But now I under¬ 
stand things). 

And what about the doping violation? 
(Panghal tested positive for an anabolic 
steroid in 2012 and was banned for two 
years, with the sentence later reduced to 
a year after an appeal) 

I had fallen ill. I was weak to the point that 
if I sat down or stood up, meri aankho ke aage 
andhera ho jaata tha (I would get dizzy). I 
have no idea what the doctor gave me, I'm 
not a doctor. 'Marrjaayega' (He will die) they 
were saying, itna kamzorhogaya tha main (I 
had got so weak). 

Whatever he gave me, after that I went 
to the camp and tested positive. It was my 
first overseas tour, and the first time I was go¬ 
ing through the anti-doping process. Once I 
told them that this was the medication I took, 
the ban got reduced to one year. 

At least people now should realise that if 
the punishment was reduced, I wasn't really 
at fault.

London: England wicketkeeper Jonny 
Bairstow has been left out of the squad 
for the two-test series in New Zealand 
but included in theTwenty20 squad for 
the tour that begins in November, the 
country's cricket board (ECB) said on 
Monday.

Jason Roy, 
who struggled during the Ashes with 
110 runs in eight innings, was not 
named in either squad, while all- 
rounder Ben Stokes, Buttler, Mark 
Wood, Jofra Archer, Liam Plunkett and 
Chris Woakes will sit out the T20 series. 
Four uncapped players — Dominic 
Sibley, Zak Crawley, Matthew Parkinson 
and Saqib Mahmood—have been called 
up to the test squad. Sibley, who scored 
1,324runs in the County Championship, 
is expected to compete for an opening 
spot, while Crawley earned his place af¬ 
ter scoring 820 runs. AFP

A nemesis slayed, Vinesh eyes Tokyo conquest

OF ALL the reasons that made her wary of 
changing weight categories at the start of the 
year, one bothered Vinesh Phogat the most. 
“Sofia Mattsson," she sighed. “There was this 
thing in my mind... that I won’t shift to 53kg 
because Sofia is there.” 

Mattsson is among the all-time greats in 
women’s wrestling. There isn’t a lot she has¬ 
n’t won. The 29-year-old Swede has an 
Olympic bronze, six World Championship 
medals including a gold, and seven European 
Championship medals. Mattsson’s medal¬ 
winning reputation precedes her. 

Her mere presence in the draw has a psy¬ 
chological impact on opponents. Including 
Vinesh, who last week won her first World 
Championship medal - a bronze - and 
booked an Olympic quota. 

“She is a multiple World Championship 
medallist: a Rio Olympics medallist... a very 
strong opponent. The achievements of other 
wrestlers are small compared to hers,” 
Vinesh said. “I have always thought of ways 
to beat her because she is a very good and 
experienced wrestler.” 

For this reason, the Indian picked her first 
round win over the Swede as the best bout in 
her bronze medal-winning campaign at Nur 
Sultan, Kazakhstan, last week. Vinesh had 
defeated Mattsson just last month at a tour¬ 
nament in Poland. Yet, there was a tinge of 
anxiety when the two were paired opposite 
each other at the World Championship. 

Vinesh, however, executed her gameplan 
to perfection, outclassing the Olympic 
medallist 13-0 and winning the contest on 
technical superiority. 

The win, Vinesh said, came as reassur¬ 
ance that she can compete in the 53kg cate¬ 
gory that has a highly-talented ensemble of 
wrestlers. “To beat her with such a margin... 
It was my best bout of the World 
Championship,” Vinesh said. “I had defeated 
her before but that was just 4-0 and anything

could’ve happened in that match. But this 
time, it was one-sided. It was a relief.” 

India returned from the World 
Championships with five medals (one silver, 
four bronze) and four quotas for the 2020 
Olympics. Vinesh was the only Indian 
woman who punched her ticket to Tokyo at 
Nur Sultan. For that, she had to overcome a 
minefield of a draw. Mattsson was her first 
opponent, followed by a Japanese world 
champion and the reigning world number 1. 

Asked of her first thoughts upon seeing 
the draw, Vinesh said: “To be honest, I enjoy 
competing against top wrestlers. It’s not like 
I feel, ‘oh god, she should’ve been in the other 
half of the draw so that my medal gets easier.’ 
I just want to fight and give my best. I don’t 
want any regrets later. That’s something I’ve 
learnt after my injury (suffered at the Rio 


Olympics). I don’t look at whether my oppo¬ 
nent is from China or Japan." 

Ghost of Rio 

At the Rio Games, Vinesh picked up a 
freak injury when she dislocated her knee 
during the quarterfinal against China’s Sun 
Yanan. The 25-year-old was in tears as she 
was stretchered out of the wrestling hall. 

The injury cut short her Olympic dream, 
which is why 2020 assumes added signifi¬ 
cance for her. 

“That is the reason this quota is more im¬ 
portant than the medal. I’ll have a shot at 
the World Championship again next year 
but I needed time to prepare for the 
Olympics. The fact that I’ve won a medal as 
well, it can’t get better,” Vinesh said on the 
sidelines of the launch of an eight-team 


Kushti Dangal league. 

A change in training strategy also con¬ 
tributed to the medal, the Asian Games gold 
medallist added. While the rest of the Indian 
contingent travelled to Nur Sultan a fortnight 
before the World Championship to acclima¬ 
tise themselves, Vinesh stayed back in India 
and trained with junior boys at her husband 
wrestler Somir Rathee’s academy in 
Kharkhoda, Haryana. 

The decision was taken by her coach 
Woller Akos, who did not want Vinesh’s ri¬ 
vals to get a peek into her strategy and train- 
ing programme ahead of the big event. 
Staying close to home, Akos felt, would also 
keep Phogat ‘mentally fresh’ ahead of the 
World Championships. 

“It was the coach’s plan to stay back. He 
didn’t want me to travel to another country 
for training to ensure the others do not spot 
my weaknesses. Everyone has a weak point 
not matter how perfect you try to be. He 
wanted to avoid a scenario where the oppo¬ 
nents would see the kind of training drills I’m 
doing. So he did not want me to travel to Nur 
Sultan for training. He wanted to surprise the 
opponents,” Vinesh said. 

“Also, if you are away from home, you get 
bored and disinterested doing the same 
thing over and over again. The coach did not 
want that to happen to me. He wanted me 
to mentally fresh going into the World 
Championships. If you enter a tournament 
by preparing in a positive environment, it 
helps. Staying with my family and training 
closer to home has helped in that sense.” 

The strategy for Tokyo, Vinesh said, is 
likely to stay the same. 

“Ultimately, the coach will decide. I listen 
to whatever he says: if he says to drink these 
many glasses of water, I’ll stick to that. Not 
one glass more,” she said. “I won’t say I won’t 
go abroad at all. I need to know things about 
my opponents as well. But when and where 
you go to train matters a lot. But this time, I 
didn’t want to leave anything to chance be¬ 
cause the World Championship mattered a 
lot to me.” 




Sushil to compete in more 
tournaments for ‘mat time’

VETERAN WRESTLER Sushil Kumar says it 
was a mistake to head into big tournaments 
without enough “mat-time” and he will now 
compete more regularly to revive his sagging 
career. In a seven-year period, between the 
2012 London Olympics and the 2019 World 
Championships in Nur-Sultan, Sushil com¬ 
peted in only seven tournaments. 

While he won gold medals at the 2014 
and the 2018 editions of the Commonwealth 
Games, he struggled at the Jakarta Asian 
Games leading to questions on whether he 
was good enough to go any further at 36. He 
recently started to train with Russian coach 
Kamal Malikov in a bid to qualify for the 
Tokyo Olympics through the World 
Championships. 

He did fight better than the Jakarta 
Games but nonetheless exited after a first- 
round defeat in the 74kg category. “I lost but 
I felt good on the mat. I was faster than 
Jakarta. I was at this Championship just to 
announce to the world that I am getting back. 
And even the foreign coaches around said, 
‘you look like getting back’,” Sushil told PTI 
in an interview. 

He did show glimpses of the raw talent 
that made him an Olympic legend, the only 
one from India with two individual medals, 
when he twice troubled Azerbaijan’s 
Khadzhimurad Gadhiyev with four-point 
throws. “I lack in stamina and defence as of 
now. My coach Malikov had said he wants 90 
day-training to put me back in shape. It’s 
about 50 days as of now. I had put on weight 
and I had slowed down too. But today, I have 
lost weight, I have become faster. The body is 
in competition mode. My coach says I am bet¬ 
ter from what I was two years ago,” he said.

but the coach (Malikov) said no, I have to be in 
competition every month or in every 45 days 
to have enough mat-time,” he explained. 

But why was he not competing often all 
these years? “Honestly, I did not feel like com¬ 
peting but people who are close to me said, 
even If I have 10-20 per cent of wrestling left 
in me, I should not quit. So I decided to train 
and qualify for the Olympics. I will try to qual¬ 
ify from the Asian event next year,” he said. 

Talking about Malikov, Sushil said, he is 
younger than him and that’s why he doubles 
up as his sparring partner as well. “He is tech¬ 
nically, a very sound coach. Every aspect was 
looked into before finalising the contract 
with him. He is respected in Russia,” he said. 

Sushil said while the years of experience 
behind him make him technically sound, his 
training methods have changed as he is not 
young anymore. “As you age, you have to 
change. I can’t put myself to rigours after a 
certain age. You can’t break your body. I still 
love wrestling, so still here,” he said. 

“I am doing everything but not going the 
whole hog. I have to do everything. I have to 
run, I have to be on the mat, in the gym, do 
some power training. The coach makes my 
schedule. And when it’s competition, it’s dif¬ 
ferent training,” he said. 

With two Olympic medals and one world 
title, Sushil has nothing to prove then why is 
he pushing himself for another Olympics? “I 
still love wrestling. I have the support of my 
family and my Gum Mahabali Satpal ji. He says, 
‘even if you have a 10 per cent of wrestling left 
in you, you must not leave the mat’.”

Kohli reprimanded for contact with Hendricks

THE FOURTH delivery of Deepak Chahar’s sec¬ 
ond over in the Bangalore T20I cut Quinton de 
Kock into half. The left-handed South African 
was shaping up for the punch through the cov¬ 
ers, and halfway through the delivery trail, the 
stroke seemed on, before the ball decked in 
devilishly after pitching marginally outside the 
off-stump, and beat the stunned batsman's in¬ 
side edge, evading the bails by a whisker. It's 
the stuff of nightmares for left-handed bats¬ 
men — the ball that swings late into the pads. 

From the moment he burst onto the do¬ 
mestic scene as a sinewyl8-year-old in 2010, 
Chahar was skilled in swinging the ball either 
way. Only now, as he frequently reiterates, the 
addition of pace has envenomed the swing. 
In a way, the quest for pace and to marry it 
with swing has been the thread of Chahar's 
narrative. It's a coming-of-age journey that 
bears uncanny resemblance with 
Bhuvneshwar Kumar's, only that the transfor¬ 
mation took longer than in the Uttar Pradesh 
bowler's case and he was ravaged as much by 
injuries as his insecurities. 

The opening scene takes place in Chahar’s 
bedroom at his home in Agra, midway through 
his sophomore year in domestic cricket. His 
body was jaundiced and weak. Forget picking 
up the ball, he could hardly stand on both feet. 
He spent most of the three months sleeping, 
but when he wasn’t, Chahar was thinking 
cricket and his dream of playing for his coun¬ 
try. But for that, he was well aware, he needed 
to add a fewyards of pace. At that point, he was 
barely touching 130kmph, though the swing 
was enough to reap a rich harvest of wickets 
on the domestic circuit But swing alone, he re¬ 
alised, wouldn’t take him where he wanted to 
go. But he didn’t know how to add the yards of 
pace he needed. 

He turned to his father Lokendra Singh 
Chahar, his coach and mentor, who advised 
him to stick to his strength, which is swing, and 
add pace incrementally. Chahar was restless 
but knew the wisdom of his father’s words. So 
the day the doctor cleared him of jaundice, he 
was up and mnning at his father's cricket acad¬ 
emy on the outskirts of Agra. 

“I told him not to try too hard as it could up¬ 
set his rhythm and action. Just bowl normally, 
work into a spell and then gradually increase 
his pace. Just one fine day, you can’t become a 
140kmph bowler, and more importantly, it 
shouldn’t be at the expense of swing and con¬ 
trol,” he remembers. 

By the start of the subsequent season, 
Chahar did manage to get quicker without 
compromising on pace. But then struck a raft 
of injuries, one after the other. Just before the 
start of his third season, he tore a muscle in his 
lower abdomen, missing the first five games. 

At the start of the fourth season, he split the 
webbing in his right hand and missed the first 
four games. The big dream was crashing into 
the gutters. From a 40-wicket first season, 
someone seemed to be playinga trick with his 
destiny, as he could bargain just nine scalps at 
an average of 112. Chahar was battered, but his 
father reassured and motivated him, with a 
line from one of his favourite movies, the Aamir 
Khan starrer Three Idiots' where the character 
played by Khan counsels his friends: “Follow 
your dream, not your fortunes.” 

Chahar returned to grab 21 wickets at 21.52 
from four games, but the father and son knew 
there was more sweat to be shed in his quest 
to become the best bowler in the country. 

First, they assessed why his body was 
breaking down so often. “He was training ex¬ 
cessively and so his body became stiff. He was 
losing flexibility,” his father says. At the time, 
Chahar had bought into the common mistake 
of young seamers that more muscle meant 
more pace. So to build leaner muscles, he 
sought the help of a local martial arts expert. “I 
told him to bowl and run more than hit the 
gym. He worked really hard in the off-season,” 
he adds. 


Bengaluru: Virat Kohli has received an offi¬ 
cial warning and one demerit point for vi¬ 
olating ICC Code of Conduct when he made 
an inappropriate shoulder contact with 
pacer Beuran Hendricks during the third 
T20 International against South Africa here.

was put on his wrist position and release. 
Previously, his body used to slant too much to 
his right at the time of release, hampering bal¬ 
ance. But now, it is straighten More impor¬ 
tantly, he stopped worrying about playing for 
India. “His mind became clearer and freer,” his 
father says. 

While the rewards weren't instant, des¬ 
tiny began to fall into place, piece by piece. At 
the 2018IPL auction, Chennai Super Kings 
picked him. Though injury-ravaged his tenure 
was with the Rising Pune Supergiants in 2016, 
he had left MS Dhoni and coach Stephen 
Fleming impressed. “The thing I liked about 
him was that he was always looking to learn 
new things, was always chipping in with 
ideas even when he was not playing,” 
Fleming had remarked last year. 

The CSK stint was to change Chahar's ca¬ 
reer in more ways than one. That he managed 
to win the confidence of Dhoni lifted his 
morale to such an extent that he shed the inse¬ 
curities that had afflicted him. Besides, there 
were a host of bowlers such as Dwayne Bravo, 


Shane Watson and Lungi Ngidi and coaches 
such as Andy Bichel and L Balaji from whom 
he could pick new weapons and nuance his 
craft. By the time the season ended, he had not 
only restored his plummetting stock but also 
strengthened his repertoire with new 
weapons, like a variety of slower balls — both 
the knuckle and cutter types—a slow bouncer, 
a sharp yorker and the game sense to know 
which one to use against which batsman at 
what juncture of the match. And all this with¬ 
out sacrificing his swing, a handy weapon even 
in the shortest format. 

Chahar wouldn't just look to york batsmen 
out or pound the full length in search of swing 
when it's non-existent. Rather he's quick to 
sum up conditions and batsman and bowl ac¬ 
cordingly. like in the second T20I against South 
Africa when Temba Bavuma was playing the 
short ball comfortably, he began alternating 
the length between good and back-of-a-length, 
cleverly mixing up the pace and eventually dis¬ 
missed the batsman with a slower ball. 

But generally, in his first spell, Chahar 
probes a fuller length, in search of swing. And 
all he needs, as he demonstrated at the M 
Chinnaswamy Stadium on Sunday, is just the 
slightest of assistance from the surface to move 
the ball around. And swing, at any pace, makes 
batting difficult, making him one of the finest 
powerplay bowlers around. So much so that 
the team management will be wondering how 
to accommodate him in the playing XI when 
Bhuvneshwar returns. Chahar’s overall econ¬ 
omy rate inT20Is is a golden six, in the power- 
plays it's 5.3. De Kock and Reeza Hendricks 
would testify. And these days, he swings at 
pace, allied with supreme control. 

Chahar's resurgence as a T20 bowler has 
carried over to first-class cricket too. In the pre¬ 
vious season, he took 11 wickets at 23 in four 
games. Recognition winked as a call-up to the 
A team that played New Zealand. Chahar 
claims he’s not too worried about whether he 
would play red-ball cricket for the country. 

“I’m just enjoying my cricket, not think¬ 
ing too far ahead," he recently said. He’s thus 
feeling the summer of 2010 all over again. 
Even better, for he’s not only swinging the 
ball, but doing it at a brisk pace. And in the 
blue of his country.

FORMER INDIAN fast bowler Zaheer Khan 
feels the team management has made the 
right move by deciding to open with Rohit 
Sharma in the forthcoming three-Test series 
against South Africa. On the sidelines of the 
T10 event, scheduled to be held in Abu Dhabi, 
Zaheer, also spoke about why the team man¬ 
agement shouldn’t be impatient when it 
comes to Rishabh Pant. Excerpts: 

The senior selection committee 
chairman MSK Prasad has said that 
Rohit Sharma will open in Tests. How do 
you view this move? 

It’s good if he opens. I think he (Rohit) 
will feel comfortable as well because he al¬ 
ready opens in white-ball cricket. Virender 
Sehwag had also said that the best thing 
that happened to him was opening in Test 
cricket after opening in ODIs. The rhythm is 
set for him because he has been opening for 
a long time. He is in a zone now. What hap¬ 
pens is, when you bat at four or five posi¬ 
tion, a batsman has to wait. That can upset 
a batsman’s rhythm. The comfort zone is 
the key. 

But in Sehwag’s case he got to open in 
Test cricket much earlier in his career 
than Rohit? 

But Rohit is in the form of his life right 
now. So, it’s understandable that one wants 
to see him play more games right now. 

How much patience do you think the 
Indian team management should show 
in Rohit’s case in Test cricket. He is 32 
and there are young players like Prithvi 
Shaw who will try to make a comeback? 

Time will only tell but the decision which 
has been taken now is on the lines that you 
can’t keep a player like Rohit out of the team. 
It’s an opportunity for Rohit and also for the 
team to have such an in-form player. It also 
needs to be seen that in the coming home 
series will India go with four bowlers or five 
bowlers? In the West Indies, three fast 
bowlers and one spinner played. In India, two 
spinners will play, so will the team go for only 
two seamers? Or will the team go with five 
bowlers. 

Have you spoken to him about playing 
Tests? 

Of course, he is keen to play. When you 
look at the series which went by, including 
the England one, if Rohit had been there it 
could have made a difference. When you 
have someone like Rohit in the team, he de¬ 
serves to be part in the playing eleven. 

Do you relate Rohit and Yuvraj’s career, 
especially in Test cricket. Both are most 
successful in ODI format? 

Not really. Rohit has faced different kind 
of challenges in Test cricket and he himself 
has put his hand up for opening the innings. 

Do you think this series will be a make or 
break one for Rohit’s Test career? 

No, I clearly don’t see this series as a make 
or break one for him. The team management 
needs to have clarity on whether you want 
a player or don’t want a player. There is no 
doubt Rohit will succeed. Do you have any 
doubts about it? 

Is this best bowling unit India has ever 
had? 

Bowling unit all put together, you can 
say that. We always had special talent com¬ 
ing along. If you recall 2003, there was the 
experience of Srinath, myself, Ashish 
(Nehra), Ajit (Agarkar), we contributed to 
the team’s success. Over the years, you are 
seeing this impact of access to the knowl-

edge, in terms of preparation, the fitness 
level. The gap has reduced and that has had 
a positive impact. One of the main reasons 
for India’s success was playing with five 
bowlers. I think that we never used to have 
that often. Five bowlers do create that in¬ 
tensity and help take 20 wickets. 

How does one preserve Bumrah, 
especially with non-stop cricket 
happening? 

Bumrah should play as many games as 
possible, I always endorse that. More 
matches you play, more experience you get. 
That bowling rhythm and fitness is very im¬ 
portant. You have to strike that right balance. 
The way Bumrah has evolved in such a short 
span of time has been remarkable.

We have to 
create a platform to make him express his 
talent rather than burden him by 
expectations. 

But if you are getting so many chances 
and still fail? 

You need to create an environment; you 
have to send him in a situation which will 
make things easy for him. Try to send him 
when there is not too much of a pressure sit¬ 
uation. He can take his time and play out his 
innings. 


Madhav Apte 1933-2019 

Former Test opener Apte passes away

VETERAN CRICKETER Madhav Apte died af¬ 
ter suffering a cardiac arrest here on Monday 
morning, a family member said. He was 86. 

The former India and Mumbai opener 
was admitted to the Breach Candy Hospital 
where he breathed his last at 6.09 am, his son 
Vaman Apte told PTI. 

Madhav Apte played seven Tests in which 
he scored 542 runs, with a lone century and 
three fifties to his credit. His highest score 
was 163 not out. He had a much better first 
class record where he scored 3,336 mns from 
67 matches, including six hundreds and 16 
fifties. His highest first-class score was 165 
not out. He made his Test debut against 
Pakistan at the Cricket Club of India (CCI) in 
Mumbai in November 1952 and played his 
last test against West Indies at Kingston in 
April 1953. On his debut Test, he made 30 and 
10 not out, respectively. 

He was the first Indian opener to aggre¬ 
gate over 400 runs in a Test series (460 runs 
against West Indies in 1953). He also cap¬ 
tained Mumbai in domestic cricket. 

Madhav Apte was assigned as the open¬ 
ing batsman by legendary Vinoo Mankad. 

He played along with several legendary 
cricketers, including Mankad, Polly Umrigar, 
Vijay Hazare and Rusi Modi. He earlier also 
served as president of the iconic CCI, an offi¬ 
cial said. He played the Kanga League till he 
was 70 years old. 

Till his last breath, he was president of the 
‘Legends Club’, a group formed to celebrate 




the achievements of different sportspersons. 

His funeralwas held in the afternoon at 
Shivaji Park crematorium and attended by 
veteran cricketers Sunil Gavaskar, Dilip 
Vengsarkar and former Mumbai stalwart

THE COMMITTEE of Administrators (CoA) has 
filed an application before the Supreme Court, 
seeking clarifications/modifications in the apex 
court’s September 20 order. The order directed 
that disqualification in state associations’ polls 
would be restricted only to those who had held 
position of office-bearers. It also allowed Tamil 
Nadu Cricket Association to go ahead with its 
election for the post of assistant secretary. 

The CoA headed by Vinod Rai, however, has 
mentioned in its application that the direction 
issued by the court could be “erroneously con¬ 
strued” in such a manner “so as to override” the 
apex court’s July 18,2016 and August 9,2018 
judgments. Last Monday, the CoA had issued a 
‘9+9 advisory’, which had clubbed an individ¬ 
ual’s tenure in the working/managing/execu¬ 
tive panel with his/her term as an office-bearer. 

CoA sources said this was issued in accor¬ 
dance with the Lodha reforms, to ensure that 
those who have been part of different panels 
for over 9 years don’t get a chance to continue. 
For example, former BCCI vice-president 
Chirayu Amin’s son Pranav filed his nomina¬ 
tion for the Baroda Cricket Association presi¬ 
dent’s post after SC’s order. As per the CoA ad¬ 
visory, he was ineligible, as he has had been part 
of the BCA managing committee for 12 years. 
The CoA in its application also mentioned how 
the TNCA and Haryana Cricket Association 
(HCA) haven’t adhered to the new constitution. 

Earlier, the Hyderabad Cricket Association’s 
electoral officer VS Sampath and Cricket 
Association of Bengal’s electoral officer 
Sushanta Ranjan Upadhaya had refused to in¬ 
corporate ‘9+9 advisory’. 


JKCA Members Want 
Election To Be Deferred 

Few members of districts association 
of Jammu and Kashmir Cricket 
Association have written to the CoA 
seeking JKCA election date be postponed 
as many of them haven't got the election 
notice because of communication 
breakdown in the Valley. After the Centre 
abrogated Article 370 in the region, 
members want the CoA to keep current 
situation in mind and allow JKCA to 
extend the deadline of September 28 for 
holding the election. 

No Thank you: Krishnamurty 

Former chief election commissioner 
TS Krishnamurty has for the second 
time turned down a request made by 
CoA to hold the election in Rajasthan 
Cricket Association (RCA). BCCI had 
appointed Krishnamurty to conduct the 
elections in RCA whose suspension was 
revoked a few weeks ago. However, 
things got ugly when RCA members 
during meeting with Krishnamurty 
accused the former CEC of leaking 
emails to another group. The allegation 
made Krishnamurty leave office mid¬ 
way and fly to his home in Chennai. 
Krishnamurty has informed CoA that he 
won’t be able to hold the post of the 
electoral officer and requested the board 
to appoint a new one. 


BCA Election illegal 

A member of Baroda Cricket Association 
(BCA) Atul Parikh, who is contesting for the 
post of a treasurer in the forthcoming 
election, has emailed the CoA, stating how 
BCA is conducting an illegal election by 
flaunting BCA’s constitution. As per BCA 
website, ‘a candidate can contest only for 
one post’, however, electoral officer Varesh 
Sinha has given the go-ahead for candidates 
to file nomination for multiple posts. “All 
the contestants were given enough time to 
withdraw their multiple nomination forms 
and everybody did it except four persons 
who choose not to withdraw. This is 
another way to sabotage the democratic 
process, hence all the above four candidates 
stand disqualified.

At 37 years and 268 
days, halfback Tusi Pisi surpasses Peter 
Fatialofa (36 years 45 days) as the oldest 
Samoan to play at a Rugby World Cup, 
while Ed Fidow will debut, having scored 
eight tries in his first eight appearances 
for Samoa. No Samoa player has been 
more prolific in their first eight games in 
the professional era. 

Matavao is a rarity, though, coming 
through Samoa’s PPS Super 9 competi¬ 
tion as a key player for the Aana Chiefs. 
He played for the Manu Samoa 7s and is 
the rare breed that has not yet whisked 
away to play abroad. 


FERGUSON COLLEGES RUGGERS
